THE DEVELOPMENT OF THORACIC 
SURGERY *

I sHOULD like first to recall the great pathfinders 
and pioneers which Great Britain has produced and 
whose names are indissolubly associated with the 
development of our science. I refer to Carson, 
Stokes, Macewen, and others. While thinking of 
these illustrious names I should like to associate 
with them in my memory those of the great country- 
men of yours who have laid the foundation-stone of 
our surgical art, and have amplified our knowledge— 
the names of Hunter, Harvey, Lister, and Simpson. 

Thoracic surgery is to-day a standard branch of 
medical science. In the last three decades it has 
systematically developed into a definite field of 
major surgery. From the close anatomical and 
physiological relations in the individual organs and 
their dependence on the physical laws of the thorax 
it became evident that research into individual sur- 
gical problems and their technical solution constantly 
brought up new problems and new methods in this 
sphere. The nature of this development is especially 
characterised by an exchange of ideas both on tech- 
nical and on clinical matters which kept pace with the 
growing experience and achievements of general 
surgery. Much was also learnt from the progress 
made in other fields of medical science. The fact 
that our branch had many and varied connexions 
with internal medicine and theoretical medicine was 
of especial value to us, particularly in the circulation 
of the blood, the respiratory organs, and the treat- 
ment of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

All these advances, however, recede into the back- 
ground in comparison with the significance of the 
fundamental change which has undergone our 
conception of the course of the disease. This change 
has taken place during the last fifty years, and it 
has cleared the way for a new method of thought 
with regard to functional and biological relationships. 
The personality of the patient once more takes the 
centre of the stage. 


Historical Survey 


The attitude of the last century was characterised 
by the endeavour to understand diseases from a 
pathological and anatomical point of view, and to 
localise them according to the ideas of Morgagni 
and Virchow. It is true that the ruling doctrine on 
diseases of the abdominal cavity opened up a new 
epoch of successful treatment for some diseases— 
one needs only to refer to appendicitis and chole- 
lithiasis. It was inevitable that the wish should arise 
to extend surgical treatment to other cavities of the 
body. At first the theory was held that in the same 
way simple and radical measures could be success- 
fully applied in various diseases of the thorax and 
its organs. 

The treatment of empyema, for instance, developed 
in this direction. The “siphon drainage” recom- 
mended first by Potain and then by Bulau was 
rejected ; the open evacuation of pus by means of 
rib resection came more and more to be preferred.

Surgeons had the idea that empyema was only a 
particular form of abscess which, according to surgical 
theory, must be opened as widely as possible. The 
number of deaths that occurred with this treatment 
in the influenza epidemics of the ‘eighties and ‘nineties 
was horrifying. In the meantime only a few surgeons 
realised the causes of these failures. They realised 
that they were not so much due to the seriousness of 
the disease, but to inefficient methods of procedure, 
which paid no attention to the particular kind of 
empyema, or to the effects on the heart and lungs of 
opening the thoracic cavity. The effects were the 
same as in open pneumothorax, and resulted in a 
fluttering of the mediastinum. The fate of these 
patients and of those suffering from injuries to the 
lungs was terrible. The treatment was mainly 
symptomatic, and almost half of them died. 

Abscess cavities in the lungs, which had formerly 
been treated here and there, were now opened more 
frequently. The results were necessarily limited. 
If there were no adhesions between the inner surface 
of the thorax and the outer surface of the lung, the 
operation could not be carried out as planned on 
account of the open pneumothorax. 

The prevalent doctrine of the anatomical localisa- 
tion of diseases gave an impulse to the operative 
treatment of tuberculosis of the lungs. Experiments 
on animals led to the belief that resection of the lobes 
of the lung, which was occasionally performed in the 
early stages of phthisis, was justified. The high 
mortality resulting from these attempts, and also 
from the operative drainage of cavities, led more and 
more to their being given up. They were unsuccesful 
because the nature of phthisis had not been under- 
stood, and because the methods were inadequate. 
Individual successés, such as those of Macewen and 
Tuffier, which were attained under especially favour- 
able conditions, could not hide the truth of this fact. 

Other methods of surgical treatment of tuber- 
culosis began more hopefully. They aimed at 
compression of the diseased organ either by letting 
air into the thoracic cavity—that is, by a pneumo- 
thorax—or, in certain forms of the disease, by 
removing parts of the ribs. 


EARLY METHODS 

Artificial pnewmothorax.—Aliready, at the beginning 
of the last century, considerable improvement was 
observed in cases where either exudation or a spon- 
taneous pneumothorax had occurred. In 1882 
Forlanini endeavoured to imitate the example of 
nature, and achieve a retraction or compressiqn of 
the diseased lung by an artificial pneumothorax. 
Cailley was the first to utilise this for the successful 
arrest of serious hemorrhages. In the meantime, 
no attention was paid to Forlanini’s method, although 
he was able to secure practical successes. 

Thoracoplasty.—At the same time, Quincke and 
Carl Spengler suggested compression of the cavities 
in the fibrotic form of tuberculosis by means of 
removing one or more ribs. They supported their 
theory by the observation that when the tissue 
surrounding the focus of the disease, especially the 
chest wall, was sufficiently pliant, cavities could 
heal themselves by means of concentric shrinkage. 
If, however, this process failed owing to the rigidity 
of the chest wall or if its eccentric pull resulted in an 
enlargement of the cavity, it was necessary to mobilise 
the resistant ribs so as to eliminate this really contra- 
dictory action of nature and to give free play to the 
forces of repair. Extrapleural rib resection near the 
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cavity was often applied but with no very convincing 
success. The plan, clear and accurate as it was, 
foundered on the rocks of insufficient technique ; 
the time was not ripe. Progress was necessary first 
in the fundamentals. 

Radiography.—This advance came at the turn of 
the century. It resulted at first from Réntgen’s 
discovery, for the X ray picture made it possible 
all of a sudden to carry out a pathological and 


’ anatomical examination of the living man. It gave 


a tremendous impetus to a course of action the one- 
sidedness of which had already begun to be felt. By 
means of a more certain and complete diagnosis 
réntgenology opened up an epoch of thoracic surgery 
which is now making systematic progress. 

The differential-pressure procedure was introduced 
in 1904. I have to thank my teacher Mikulicz 
for inspiring me in the work that resulted in this simple 
technical method. It resulted from a clear considera- 
tion and accurate assessment of the physiological 
pressure relations in the thoracic cavity and the 
elasticity of the lung which controlled them. At 
one blow surgery was freed from a restriction which 
had long hampered it. Operations on the lungs, 
the mediastinal organs, and the wall of the thorax 
could be ventured on without fear of the dangers of an 
open pneumothorax or the fatal mediastinal flutter. 
Thus a break was made away from the conservative 
treatment of injuries to the lungs and certain wounds 
in the lungs were treated by operation. 


FURTHER ADVANCES 


It soon became clear, however, that one could only 
advance slowly and by feeling one’s way. It was 
realised that a deliberate extension of thoracic surgery 
must be preceded by the solution of certain physio- 


logical and general pathological problems. And- 


so a search was made for the laws governing the 
origin and the course of inflammation of the thoracic 
cavity and itsorgans. Even the type and the quantity 
of the exudations were different from those of the 
abdominal cavity. The peritoneum responds to 
mechanical and inflammatory injuries, mostly with 
fibrinous exudates, which lay the foundation for an 
early capsulation of the focus of the disease. The 
pleura is prone to serous exudation which greatly 
hampers treatment after intrathoracic operations. 
Liability of these serous effusions to secondary infec- 
tion has often had disastrous results despite technical 
success. 

Other researches into the absorption of fluid made 
clear the importance of the extensive lymphatics 
of the pleura, the lungs, the diaphragm, the 
mediastinum, and their many mutual connexions. 
The influence of various states of distension in the 
case of inflation and retraction of the lungs on the 
distribution and stream of the blood in the heart 
and the lungs was proved. Of especial value for 
the surgeon was the discovery that the blood coagula- 
tion in the thoracic cavity under the influence of 
the movement of the organs, especially the heart, 
takes place more easily than in other parts of the 
body. Researches into the anatomical and functional 
results of putting out of action large parts of the lung 
show us what enormous powers of adaptation and 
substitution the lungs have. 

Phrenicotomy.—Experimental surgery on the ceso- 
phagus inevitably involves inquiry into the importance 
of the movement of the diaphragm and the possibility 
of stopping it. Phrenicotomy had already been 
applied in 1904. As will be seen it later achieved 
special significance for the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. The results of further experimental 


studies were confirmed later by observations made 
in the living. One recognises the dangers of the 
severe and even fatal pleural reflexes that are especially 
liable to occur in operations on the mediastinum, 
even from swabbing, but also whilst severing adhesions 
and ligaturing large bronchi. One learns to avoid 
them by operating with special delicacy in this 
field, and by the very slow and gentle constriction 
of the bronchi. 

Ligature.—The evidence of air in the left side of the 
heart and in the cerebral vessels after injuries to the 
lungs, and the recognition of the risk of aspiration 
during operations on the neck and the upper 
mediastinum, in the right side of the heart and the 
course of the pulmonary artery has resulted in a 
methodical progress by way of prevention. Severing 
of lung tissue, especially if cicatricial, is not under- 
taken on principle until preliminary ligature have 
been made in order to avoid air embolism in the 
greater circulation. Positive-pressure respiration is 
also employed prophylactically in operations on the 
mediastinum and the throat. It results in an increase 
of pressure and prevents the aspiration of air into the 
right half of the heart and the veins draining into it. 

Exploratory thoracotomy.—Clinical diagnosis also 
is rendered considerably more certain by operative 
findings ; ideas as to the nature of the disease are 
frequently supplemented or improved, thereby 
diagnostic thoracotomy has acquired the same 
significance as diagnostic laparotomy. New thera- 
peutic plans arise. Suture of an injured heart is 
now a practical surgical exercise since Rehn demon- 
strated its possibility by his excellent technique. 

Under these influences an interest for thoracic 
surgery had been awakened in both surgeons and 
physicians. Later, confidence was added to this 
interest when the first major operations in intra- 
thoracic diseases and injuries were successful. 


Modern Methods 


Thus through a course of gradual development the 
soil was prepared for the seed to which as yet no 
attention had been paid. Old surgical proposals were 
remembered and it was hoped that they might now 
be successful. The old ideas of Quincke and Spengler 
and the procedure of Forlanini became once more 
the centre of interest. Leading lung specialists 
realised the great practical importance of pneumo- 
thorax therapy and endeavoured to improve it. First- 
class work was done in this field by Murphy, Saugmann, 
and Brauer. 

RIB RESECTION 


The discovery that in cases of one-sided tuber- 
culosis this treatment could not always be carried 
out on account of adhesions, revived the old mobilisa- 
tion of the thoracic wall introduced by Quincke. 
Brauer showed that there is in principle no difference 
between pneumothorax and extensive rib resection. 
Both methods work by facilitating relaxation of the 
lung. Where artificial insufflation fails on account 
of adhesions, removal of ribs is indicated. It must, 
however, be applied to the whole lung. 

Anterior rib resection.—The first operation of this 
kind was performed by Friedrich following the old 
plastic method of Schede. He exposed the 2nd—10th 
ribs and removed them extrapleurally as far as the 
insertion. The first patient survived this serious 
operation and was cured. After this, however, there 
were a number of failures, and but for this striking 
success in this first case—a seriously ill consumptive— 
the development of the procedure would probably 
have been seriously retarded. Physicians were 
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convinced, however, of the correctness of the basic 
idea, and turned their attention to an improve- 
ment in the technique. 

We first performed the operation in two carefully 
graduated stages. By this means the chief evil 
effects of the operation, especially the dangerous 
fluttering of the mediastinum, were avoided, and the 
mortality decreased considerably. The only dis- 
advantage was the necessity of operating twice. 
In a few cases there were pulmonary herniz as well 
as functional disturbances of the shoulder-girdle 
and spinal column as a result of the almost complete 
removal of the ribs. It was necessary therefore 
to supplant the Brauer-Friedrich operation by an 
improved procedure. 

Paravertebral resection.—As the result of anatomical 
research we concluded that the removal of para- 
vertebral portions of ribs was more effective for 
the compression of the thorax than a resection even 
of larger axillary or sternal portions. In the case of 
posterior resections the ribs follow the movement 
of the lungs. The wall of the thorax is, so as to speak, 
displaced into the chest in so far as the soft rib 
cartilages permit it. It further became evident that 
besides this lateral compression of the thorax down- 
wards, a further reduction could be achieved from 
above if a lowering of the whole chest wall could be 
effected. This was easily attainable by resection of 
the first rib. 

Thus, as a result of many attempts, we achieved the 
method now adopted in our clinic—paravertebral 
resection of the first to the eleventh rib. Its advan- 
tage is chiefly found in the support given to the 
mediastinum, since the firmness of the thoracic 
wall is preserved in spite of an extensive reduction 
of the thoracic cavity. In this manner the action 
of the heart and the expansion of the other lung are 
not hampered. When comparing this method with 
other methods of rib resection, this fact is very 
important. Other methods available are those 
proposed by Brauer and Wilms. 


THORACOPLASTY IN THE TREATMENT OF PHTHISIS 


The surgery of pulmonary tuberculosis is thus 
contemporary with the beginning of deliberate 
thoracic surgery. 

The new sphere of work which was thus opened up 
presented three principal problems. First, the 
systematic development of method. This was shown 
in all phases of the operation of paravertebral rib 
resection: position, local anesthesia, suture of the 
wound, and bandaging. Naturally, one learned to 
adapt the surgical procedure to the demands of 
individual cases—namely, to extend the operation 
over two or more stages when indicated. Supple- 
mentary operations too, the so-called corrective 
plastics, were elaborated for cases in which inadequate 
success attended the original paravertebral rib 
resection. 

Deft, rapid, and sure technique was indispensable 
if only because of the state of the patient, who was 
sensitive, weakened, and often very seriously ill. 
Further, one learned to master accidents occurring 
during the operation. We have experienced various 
accidents of this kind, for instance even an injury 
to the subclavian artery in severing the first rib. 
We also expended equal pains on the careful and 
conscientious after-treatment of the patient, which 
entailed a thorough training of the nursing personnel. 
Above all, the success of the operation stands and 
falls on the selection of cases—in other words, the 
= Here I come to the second task in our 
work, 


Surgical treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis 
was originally reserved for cases of unilateral disease 
of the fibrotic type. This should still be adhered 
to as far as possible, and only the experienced surgeon 
may go beyond these limitations. Where there is a 
free pleural space, pneumothorax is the procedure 
to be preferred in so far as is indicated by the type 
and the extent of the disease. If, however, there 
are adhesions between the surface of the lung and 
the wall of the thorax an operative release is necessary. 
The state of the mediastinum is of decisive importance. 
If it is hard, firm, and dense, it will sustain the one- 
sided burdening after the resection and there will 
be no danger. If, on the other hand, it is tender 
and soft, it will follow the changing intrathoracic 
pressure and move from side to side. As in the case 
of open pneumothorax, this mediastinal fluttering 
causes a displacing of the heart, a throttling of its 
vessels, and embarrassment to the other lung. 
Suffocation and death may be the result, as in the 
case of open pneumothorax. 

In judging the findings in the lungs, the character 
of the patient, the state of the so-called healthy side, 
and the general condition of the patient, the surgeon 
should consult an experienced specialist. From the 
very beginning of our work and in spite of our increas- 
ing experience we have stuck to this principle, and 
thus gained much for the patients as well as for 
ourselves. Of course the physician must be well 
acquainted with both the principles of surgical treat- 
ment and the possibilities of the individual procedures, 
and he must also, just as must the surgeon, have a 
thorough knowledge of the nature and peculiarities 
of tuberculosis. 

In more than 25 years’ work our clinic has constantly 
concerned itself with the general aspects of tuber- 
culosis, For years we have adopted a higher medical 
standpoint, and critically refuted one-sided bacterio- 
logical or pathologico-anatomical doctrines. A short 
historical survey will make this clear to you. 


Before the fundamental work of Robert Koch tubercu- 
losis was considered as a frankly hereditary or constitu- 
tional condition. With the rise of bacteriology it came to 
be considered as a purely infective disease acquired during 
life, and attempts were made to assess its seriousness 
according to the quantity and virulence of the bacilli in 
the organism. A large number of bacilli in one streak 
preparation of the sputum only too often alarmed both 
physician and patient, even if the general clinical impression 
was good. It is true that discerning physicians very 
soon realised the narrowness of this point of view. Their 
judgment of the patient’s condition was more influenced 
by the general status and the susceptibility and sensitive- 
ness of his tissue. The revolution in thought which 
gradually came about is associated with the names of a 
number of excellent research workers and physicians. 
I should like to mention but one here, Karl Ernst Ranke. 
He was the first to recognise consequent laws in the course 
of tuberculosis, and laid them down in his doctrine of the 
primary complex, the stage of generalisation, and tertiary 
phthisis. He has enabled us to understand the varieties 
of tuberculosis. 


The peculiarities and course of the disease are 
determined by variations in the strength and extent 
of the reaction thereto on the part of the connective 
tissue. In the so-called exudative form of the disease 
caseation and softening are especially prominent, 
while in the fibrous form exudation gives place to 
cicatrisation. The proliferation of the connective 
tissue which accompanies tuberculosis is a deliberate 
attempt of the body to limit the focus of the disease 
and finally to bring it to a cure. The value of a 
treatment depends on whether it is possible to 
strengthen an already existing fibrous reaction or to 
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stimulate one which is still lacking. General and 
local measures may bring this about; strengthening 
of the body by means of light and air, especially in 
a mountain climate, and suitable nourishment, 
are especially effective. Mechanical and functional 
stimulants may be used to support the working of 
these elements, but there is no treatment which is 
valid for every patient. Here too the art of the 
physician consists in grasping the peculiarity of the 
body and correctly applying the corresponding 
measures. The question why in one patient there is 
one reaction and in another a different one is difficult 
to answer. Among the many conditions which 
operate together only a few can be studied from a 
clinical, immuno-biological, humoral, and patho- 
logico-anatomical point of view. Special importance 
is attributed first to one and then to the other. The 
physician should endeavour to collect the individual 
results of these studies and to sum them up. Whether 
one speaks of a positive or negative allergy, of a 
weaker or stronger disposition, or constitutional or 
acquired resistance and sensitivity to infection, it is 
always a question of interpreting the individual 
processes. The unit, however, is the peculiarity 
of the diseased body, which is conditioned by various 
factors. They are not all of equal value and unchange- 
able. Some are due to heredity, and these are the 
most important. Others are the result of environ- 
ment or the various injuries and diseases suffered 
during the course of life. Next to the specific forces 
which are produced by the tuberculosis itself, non- 
specific forces also play an important part. All, 
however, contribute to the peculiarity of the person. 
The recognition of the fact that these too alter and 
can be artificially influenced has become the basis 
for the surgical treatment of tuberculosis also. 


Repair.—And now I come to the healing processes 
which can be observed after the removal of the 
mechanical resistance of the thorax by surgical 
means. 

Compression of the lung, accompanied by an 
extensive reduction of respiratory activity, leads to 
a diminution of the cavities and a decrease in their 
secretions. The flow of lymph is also slowed up and 
congestion sets in. As in every case of cessation of 
activity accompanied by lymphatic congestion, one 
sees here too a proliferation in the connective tissue, 
which is considerably supplemented by an alteration 
in the flow of the blood through the part in question. 
The nature and extent of this alteration of the circula- 
tion in the lungs have not yet been fully recognised. 
It is certain that in central relaxation of the lung an 
optimal conduction of the blood takes place.” 


Results.—In connexion with these anatomical and 
biological changes one observes an impressive clinical 
improvement in the entire condition. After a short 
rise in temperature and increase of sputum, the body 
temperature soon becomes normal. This initial but 
usually transient pyrexia is due to flooding of the 
circulatory system with the toxins that are squeezed 
out of the lung when it is first compressed. The 
sputum also decreases in a short time and finally 
disappears altogether ; this is due to the anatomical 
changes in the lung, for the cavities become smaller, 
the congestion and decomposition of their contents 
cease, the inflammation decreases, and new connective 
tissue is formed. Very soon the general condition 
of the patient, ‘he improved colour and expression 
of face, and an increase in appetite and weight 
indicate the desired success. The signs of toxic 
absorption, headaches, debility, and perspiration 
stop. In cases of chronic hectic tuberculosis the 


success of the operation is often astonishing. Paiients 
in an advanced stage of marasmus who have not left 
their beds for years become once more fresh, strong, and 
capable of exertion. 

When in 1908 the first success of surgical treatment 
in cases of one-sided pulmonary tuberculosis became 
known, many physicians doubted on principle whether 
serious phthisis could be healed in this way. Their 
attitude could easily be understood in view of the 
variable nature of tuberculosis and the incalculability 
of its course. Gradually, however, they gained 
confidence, all the more because the small early 
mortality was surprising in view of the seriousness 
of the operation. 

In 1914 I was able to report upon 172 operated 
patients. In 122 cases extensive extrapleural resec- 
tion was performed. Only 3 of these 122 died 
immediately after the operation. In 1924, ten years 
later, the early mortality in our clinic amounted to 
3-3 per cent. in 500 cases of thoracoplasty. In the 
world statistics which Alexander drew up at this time, 
the cause of death within four weeks of the operation 
amounted to 12 per cent. 

This early mortality is primarily dependant upon 
the indications for which the operation is undertaken, 
and in recent years we too have sometimes had a 
mortality amounting to from 6 to 8 per cent., as 
we were continually having more patients sent to 
us who often only showed very limited indications 
for operative treatment. To this must be added the 
late mortality, which amounted to 16 per cent. in the 
first few years after operation ; it is due to a change 
for the worse of the other side, to failure of the heart, 
or to a wrong selection of the patient. Over against 
these figures one must set the fact that of untreated 
tuberculosis patients in the third stage only 53 per 
cent. survive for one year, and only 22 per cent. for 
five years. 

The successes achieved by thoracoplasty are 
therefore surprising and gratifying. Without regard- 
ing our own statistics the six most important statistical 
reports (Archibald, Bull, Gravesen, Franke, Kaystrém, 
Scherdtler) show that from a total of 1160 patients 
42-3 per cent. have been actively following their 
professions for a year without any signs of disease. 
The number of patients whom we have treated is 
considerably over a thousand, so that our clinic 
probably has at present the largest amount of 
experience. Until recent years the. number of our 
permanent cures amounted to 70-80 per cent. as a 
result of the strict selection of cases. As I have 
already mentioned, the average case operated on 
being of a poorer type, this percentage is not now so 
high ; it is still, however, 40-6 per cent. 

Contra-indication.—The unavoidable limitations of 
paravertebral rib resection, the development of which 
I have described, made it necessary, at least in the 
early period of surgical treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, to exclude cases where both lungs were 
affected, even when the findings on the one side made 
technical compression appear highly desirable. I 
am thinking here of a finding which will be familiar ; 
large cavities in the upper lobe which have obviously 
led to a spread of disease to the other side by means 
of dissemination. Similarly, it was, often impossible 
to apply this procedure on account of deterioration 
in the myocardium, or where the patient was of a 
considerable age. These patients could be benefited 
by the introduction of special procedures, attended 
by no very great operative strain, but which at the 
same time could only achieve a. limited mechanical 
effect—paralysing of the diaphragm and plombage. 
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Neither of these can really be regarded as independent 
operations; they serve rather to supplement or to 
prepare the way for thoracoplastic operations. 


PHRENICOTOMY 


Artificial paralysis of the diaphragm has taken 
its place in surgical treatment more or less in a round- 
about way. It was first applied in the surgery of the 
thoracic esophagus. Thirty years ago, when I was 
still Mikulicz’s assistant, I concerned myself with 
experimental resection of the thoracic cwsophagus. 
I succeeded, after removing a part of the esophagus, 
in uniting the two lumens by displacing the stomach 
into the thoracic cavity through the diaphragm, 
but the suture did not hold because of the movements 
of the closed csophagus. I had no success until 
I had cut the phrenic nerve and thus paralysed the 
diaphragm. Simple severance of the nerve in the 
neck on the anterior scalene muscle does not 
completely abolish motor impulses if there are any 
subsidiary branches, These join the trunk within 
the thorax and this necessitates evulsion, when the 
branch nerves are also removed. 

Immobilising the diaphragm reduces the respiratory 
movements of the inferior lobes. In this way the 
intra-abdominal pressure pushes the diaphragm 
against the lung, which is thus compressed and can 
relax. Elevation of the diaphragm may have a 
beneficial effect upon cavities in the lower part of the 
lungs, basic adhesions in the case of incomplete 
pneumothorax, and occasionally also upon upper 
lobe cavities. Phrenic evulsion has no importance 
of its own in the treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis. 
It is of value from a diagnostic point of view, however, 
in cases where the resisting capacity of the so-called 
intact side is uncertain and has therefore to be 
ascertained before any large operation is performed. 
The elimination of breathing surface occasioned by 
the rising of the diaphragm involves an increased 
strain on the opposite lung ; incompletely healed centres 
of the disease become noticeable on clinical and 
X ray examination, and so serve as warnings 

This paralysing of the diaphragm for pulinonary 
disease has further indications. It may be employed 
for persistent hiccough, especially where the syndrome 
is caused by malignant tumours, and occasionally 
in hemorrhages of the lung and in cardiospasm. 
The bilateral operation has given good results in 
cases of severe tetanus. 


PLOMBAGE 


Soon after the first use of diaphragmatic paralysis 
in the surgical treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis 
plombage was introduced. This makes it possible 
to obtain at a selected spot a graded mechanical 
effect by using more or less “ plombe” material. 
Plombage is required in certain cases where the 
pleura is adherent. Through a small opening in 
the chest wall the lung is detached from the inner 
surface of the thorax and a space is made which is 
filled up with plastic paraffin. This compresses the 
relaxed and detached portion of the lung and 
solidifies. 

The treatment is mainly applied to cases of bilateral 
cavities and of severe hemorrhage from cavities, 
where a pneumothorax cannot be performed. This 
treatment too was originally applied in other branches 
of thoracic surgery. Tuffler proposed the plugging 
of adipose tissue for abscess of the lung. Baer 
developed independently the scheme of plombage 
in cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, and introduced 
paraffin as the filling to which he added } per cent, 


of Vioform and 1 per cent. of bismuth carbonate. 
By adding these substances it is intended to create 
an antiseptic effect and to make the plombe visible 
in radiograms. 

Disturbances in the healing around the plombe 
gave rise to new surgical problems. The foreign 
body penetrates now and again into the cavern owing 
to necrosis of its walls, which are badly vascularised. 
In consequence the patients expectorate small bits 
of the filling. This troublesome condition which is 
not without danger may be overcome by removing 
the plug. The essential part, however, is a thorough 
drastic removal of the overlying ribs and of the 
callosity of the plug’s bed. Only in this way is it 
possible to obtain sufficient relaxation of the adjacent 
lung and complete healing. 


TREATMENT OF CAVITIES AND ADHESIONS 


These experiences led once more to the drainage 
of tuberculous cavities which was attempted vainly 
in the last century. In this roundabout manner 
therefore the surgical treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis has found its way back to the method 
with which it had begun. It is, however, a conditio 
sine qua non that drainage of tuberculous cavities 
should be preceded by a surgical reduction in the 
size of the thorax. This necessity was also demon- 
strated previously by experiences in the surgical 
treatment of lung abscess cavities with rigid walls. 
The only indication for opening tuberculous cavities 
is, however, if other methods of reducing fail on 
account of the rigidity its walls and continuous 
retention of pus produces a toxic reaction. 

I need not say anything with regard to the character 
and application of the endoscopic treatment of 
pleural adhesions established by Jacobaeus, but I am 
sure you will understand the attitude of the surgeon 
who prefers quick work under the control of the eye. 
He prefers to open the thorax at a suitable spot, and 
having effected a double ligature, to sever the adhesions 
after an operation which can be performed in five 
or ten minutes. The dangers attending cauterisation 
of adhesions that contain deformed cavities or large- 
sized blood-vessels are well known. What must be 
absolutely rejected is cauterisation of extensive 
adhesions. These we must regard as symptoms of a 
healing process which should not be interfered with, 
but rather be promoted. Long years of experience 
with the vast numbers of patients sent to our clinic 
with the most serious complications and in an almost 
hopeless condition entitle me to point out again 
and again the necessity for strictly observing the 
indications and limitations, both of the operation of 
thorax adhesion cauterisation and of artificial pneumo- 
thorax. For many years it was indeed almost 
impossible to help patients suffering from mixed 
infection suppurating effusions of the pleura complicat- 
ing rash operations of this type, and 95 per cent. of 
these patients died.

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HISTIDINE TREATMENT OF PEPTIC 
ULCER

Mucu evidence has accumulated that acid gastric 
juice iscapable, under suitable experimental conditions, 
of causing ulceration in the intestine, the ulcers 
produced having a great similarity to human lesions. 
In general the methods employed have depended 
on diverting the alkaline digestive juices to allow 
the unneutralised gastric juice free access to the 
intestinal mucosa. 

Aron (1933) however was not convinced that acid 
was an essential factor in ulcer production, even in 
the Mann and Williamson (1923) type of operation 
where the duodenum with the bile and pancreatic 
ducts is isolated and drained into the terminal ileum. 
He stressed the fact that duodenal regurgitation 
could not always be demonstrated in normal persons, 
and also that patients with ulcer often had free regurgi- 
tation of duodenal contents into the stomach. He 
concluded that the ulcers caused by the surgical 
duodenal drainage operation were not due to a 
prevention of this regurgitation. He doubted the 
importance of acid still further when with R. Bauer 
he obtained a jejunal ulcer and signs of jejunitis 
in three gastrectomised dogs. His conclusion was 
that gastrectomy modified normal digestion to such 
an extent that certain essential substances could 
not be formed in the body, and that it was the lack 
of these that caused the signs of ulceration and, 
shortly afterwards, the death of the animal. A 
fourth gastrectomised dog was given daily injections 
of histidine and tryptophane and it survived without 
showing any signs or symptoms of ulcer. But many 
workers have kept completely gastrectomised dogs 
in good condition for long periods (Ivy, Morgan, and 
Farrell (1931), Mann and Graham (1932)), and it is 
impossible to draw any conclusions from Aron’s 
observations. There is no reason to suspect that a 
lack of histidine caused the death of his three untreated 
animals, nor that the injections of histidine helped the 
fourth to live several months. 2 

It is obvious that the normal digestive mechanism 
is grossly interfered with in the Mann and Williamson 
operation. The bile and pancreatic secretions are 
removed from the digestive area, and the reaction 
of the upper part of the intestine is altered. Aron 
argued that without trypsin the cleavage of proteins 
could not proceed to the amino-acid stage and con- 
cluded that there would be a deficiency in those 
amino-acids which cannot be synthesised in the 
body. With Weiss he repeated the surgical duodenal 
operation on six dogs, and to test his theory he gave 
four of them injections of histidine and tryptophane 


These four were given 2-5 c.cm. of a 2 per cent. solution 
of tryptophane, and a 4 per cent. solution of histidine 
daily. The other two, which were kept as controls, 
died—one after 18 days with severe inflammation in 
the jejunum and stomach, the other at the fifth week 
after operation from a large perforated ulcer. The four 
dogs that were given histidine and tryptophane became 
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emaciated but did not show the usual signs of blood in 
their feces. Two were killed after 3 weeks; two died 
after 6 and 10 weeks respectively from inanition and with 
a severe anemia. None had macroscopic or microscopic 
signs of ulceration in the jejunum. From this evidence 
Aron concluded that a mixture of histidine and trypto- 
phane could prevent the formation of ulcer after this 
operation. 


The experiment was then repeated to discover if 
any specific amino-acid was responsible for the results 
obtained. 


Two dogs submitted to the Mann and Williamson 
operation were given daily injections of 1 c.cm. of a 
4 per cent. solution of histidine. There was no sign of 
blood in their stools and they remained in good condition 
although very wasted for 8 weeks. One was killed then 
and no sign of ulceration or inflammation was found in 
the intestine; the other which had been in excellent 
condition died suddenly. A minute perforation round 
a@ suture was found at the gastro-jejunal anastomosis 
but it did not show any of the characteristics of a chronic 
ulcer, Two other dogs treated with tryptophane and one 
treated with injections of lysine developed ulcers in the 
usual way and moreover had blood in their stools after 
the first week from the operation. 


From this scanty experimental evidence it was 
concluded that histidine by itself was capable of 
preventing the formation of ulcer after surgical 
duodenal drainage, 

At the same time Aron tried to substantiate his 
theory by a microscopical examination of the jejunum 
after a Mann and Williamson operation in dogs treated 
with and without amino-acids. He maintained that, 
normally, after this operation, atrophy of the mucosa 
could be seen with the naked eye. Under the micro- 
scope the mucous membrane appeared less than half 
its normal height. The cells were very small, mitoses 
disappeared, and the glands were separated by a 
lymphocytic infiltration and extravasation of blood. 
He noticed a diminution in the volume and in the 
vitality of the cells of the whole digestive tract and 
at the same time an abundant secretion as the result 
of an increase in the mucous type of cell. On the 
other hand the dogs they treated with injections 
of histidine and tryptophane presented a different 
picture. The mucosa was distinctly thicker than 
normal and the cells were healthy, actively dividing, 
and appeared hypertrophied. In further experi- 
ments Weiss, Aron, and Holtzmann (1933) made 
large excisions from the gastric mucosa and studied 
the effect of injections of tryptophane, histidine, 
and lysine in the healing of these areas. They found 
that injections of histidine and lysine had no effect 
on the rate of healing or on the appearance of the 
mucosa, whereas tryptophane had a conspicuous 
effect. There was a large proliferation of the folds 
of the mucosa and the artificial lesions were healing 
rapidly. The evidence as regards histidine is thus 
conflicting and consequently does not give any help 
in understanding the protective action that is claimed 
for it. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE EXPERIMENTAL BASIS OF 
HISTIDINE THERAPY 


The most obvious criticism that can be made of 
Aron’s work is that he based his theory on a small 
number of experiments and failed to keep his animals 
alive long enough after the operation. Several 
workers even when draining the duodenal juices 
into the terminal ileum only obtained true ulcers after 
several months, in a few cases even only after a 
year (Gallagher and Palmer (1933), Ivy (1936)). 
Aron’s results were obtained on dogs which survived 
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only a few weeks, and in some cases which died with- 
out typical peptic ulcer. In these cases he has relied 
on the assumption that occult blood demonstrated 
in the feces with guaiacum was proof that an ulcer 
was developing. When other experimenters who have 
operated on large numbers of dogs (amounting to 
several hundreds) have pointed out the large individual 
variations in their results, it is impossible to draw 
any conclusions from the few experiments that Aron 
has published. 

There is moreover very little reason for his assump- 
tion that a lack of essential amino-acids is a factor 
in causing ulceration even in the operation of surgical 
duodenal drainage. Drainage of the pancreatic 
juice alone (which of course also removes trypsin) 
rarely leads to the formation of ulcer (Berg and 
Zucker (1932), Graves (1935)). It has also been shown 
that ulcers following drainage of the duodenum will 
heal when the gastric contents are short-circuited 
into a lower loop of ileum (Morton, 1927). These 
ulcers healed in spite of the interference with digestion 
caused by draining the duodenal juices into the 
ileum. If there is a lack of histidine it does not seem 
capable of causing an ulcer when the intestine is 
protected by the bile and duodenal juices, nor does 
it prevent a chronic ulcer from healing when the 
acid chyme is merely diverted from the ulcer. 

An even greater objection to Aron’s theory is 
that it is applicable only to those ulcers caused 
by draining the duodenum and thus creating the 
necessary disturbance in digestion. Ulcers have been 
produced by other experiments in which there is no 
similar interference with the normal digestive 
mechanism. In particular there is the operation 
of Matthews and Dragstedt (1932) in which a small 
stomach pouch is drained into a loop of ileum. The 
alkaline digestive ferments are not touched and yet 
this operation constantly gives rise to typical peptic 
ulcers in the loop of intestine adjacent to the pouch. 


Aron’s experiments were repeated by Fontés and Bauer 
(1935) except that they gave histidine by mouth instead 
of by injections. They fed their dogs on a histidine diet 
before operation, then drained the duodenum into the 
ileum, and after one to three days made them swallow 
10 c.cm. of a solution containing 0-25-0-5 g. histidine. 
Seven dogs lived 10 days or longer : two of them died after 
10 and 15 days respectively with hemorrhagic gastritis, 
three died after 61, 47, and 27 days with signs of ulcer, 
and two died after 48 and 41 days without any trace of 
ulcer. They pointed out that the dogs dying with ulcers 
had only small lesions 4~7 mm. in diameter although in 
each case the ulcer had perforated, and they regarded the 
survival of one dog for 61 days as significant. These results 
in the light of other workers using this operation are open 
to the same criticism as those of Aron. There is no reason 
to doubt that all their dogs would have died with typical 
ulcers if they had lived long enough. 


EXPERIMENTS ON CATS 


In spite of this criticism we have endeavoured to 
test Aron’s theory by some further experiments on 
animals. Mann and Williamson, Aron, and all other 
workers on this problem have used dogs. In the 
following experiments cats and pigs have been used. 
The intestinal tract of the cat closely resembles that 
of man; moreover in this country they are easier 
to procure and keep than dogs. 

The operation of experimental Meckel’s diverticulum 
devised by Matthews and Dragstedt (1932) was used 
as a basis on which to test the efficacy of histidine. 
The technique was as follows :— 

The stomach was exposed through a midline incision 
and a pouch was made from the greater curvature about 
midway between the cardia and pylorus. The mucosal 


and muscle layers were insewn separately so that the 
stomach was completely separated from the pouch and 
an opening about | cm. in diameter was left in the pouch. 
The ileum was next secured and cut about 15 cm. from the 
ileocecal junction and both ends were insewn. The 
open end of the pouch was anastomosed end-to-side 
to the distal end of. the ileum and the proximal end of the 
ileum was anatomosed side-to-side to the terminal ileum 
near the cecum. Bleeding was stopped by a cautery, 
and only absorbable catgut was used. The anastomoses 
were done with one line of sutures only. In a few cases the 
mucosal and muscle layers of the pouch anastomosis were 
sewn separately. 


As already mentioned, there is no interference 
with digestion in this operation. The food after 
passing into a slightly smaller stomach is digested 
under normal conditions and the residue has merely 
to pass through the distal side-to-side anastomosis 
before reaching the cecum. The gastric juice 
secreted in the isolated pouch is not contaminated 
by any foodstuffs and passes directly into a loop of 
ileum about 10 cm. long before reaching the intestinal 
contents. Chronic peptic ulcers form in the ileal 
loop immediately below the pouch anastomosis. 
As there is here no interference with the breakdown 
of proteins the mere production of typical ulcers 
is a strong argument against the theory that a lack 
of histidine plays a part in their production. 

However, in order to examine the value claimed 
for histidine more critically a series of eats were 
operated on in this way some of which were left 
untouched, others were given daily injections 
of histidine. The cats treated with histidine were 
each given 0-5 c.cm. of a 2 per cent. solution of 
histidine monohydrochloride (Hoffmann-La Roche) 
subcutaneously. The injections were begun on the 
third day following operation and continued daily 
till the death of the animal. The solution was 
freshly prepared immediately before injection. The 
injections were made to correspond to those used by 
Aron in his original work. The cats, usually weighing 
2-3 kg., were given one-quarter the dose used by 
Aron on his dogs. 


After this operation a large number of cats were lost 
from various causes such as hemorrhage from the gastric 
pouch, peritonitis from breaking down of the gastro- 
jejunal junction, and from intercurrent infection. Some 
died early from no observable cause. Fatal hemorrhage 
occurred even after the most careful hemostasis at opera- 
tion. The small size of the cat’s intestine made a strong 
gastro-jejunal anastomosis difficult and it is probable 
that the acid gastric juice hastened the breakdown of 
any weak point. In retrospect we have come to the 
conclusion that the small size of the cat’s intestine makes 
the performance of gastro-intestinal operations more 
difficult than in larger animals, but if a successful prepara- 
tion is secured the cat and dog react in a similar way. 

Any animal that died within the first two weeks following 
operation was not considered for the purpose of this 
experiment. The animals were weighed before and at 
regular intervals after operation. Their feces were 
tested after about 14 days for signs of occult blood. Both 
benzidine and malachite-green ‘leuco-base”’ dissolved 
in glacial acetic acid were used in this test. These animals, 
once they escaped the initial heavy mortality, maintained 
excellent condition. There was usually a distinct loss 
of weight at operation, but their weight was afterwards 
maintained and in some cases increased. Except in 
a few cases blood was found in the feces of cats which 
later died from ulcers. They were usually in excellent 
health until a severe hemorrhage or a fatal perforation 
from an ulcer caused death. A careful post-mortem 
examination was performed as soon as possible after the 
death of an animal. The pouch anastomosed to the loop 
of ileum was opened and the specimen was fixed 
immediately. In some cases microscopical sections were 
made of the ulcer area. 
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RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTAL MECKEL’S DIVERTICULUM 
OPERATION IN CATS 


(a) Control animals (not treated with histidine).— 
Of the 22 cats in this group 12 died early (4 from 
hemorrhage, 3 from peritonitis, 2 from snuffles, 
and 3 from unknown causes). One was killed after 
111 days but the pouch had communicated with the 
main stomach and it is not considered here. There 
remain 9 animals which lived 20 days or more after 
operation and which developed peptic ulcers (Table I.). 
In all of these the ulcer was situated in the ileal loop

opposite the anastomosis into the pouch. It was 
always below the suture line, and usually on the 
anterior aspect of the bowel between the free and 
attached borders to the mesentery. There was 
never any ulceration in the stomach pouch (Fig. 1). 
In three cases (Nos. 048, 052, 045) there were two large 
chronic ulcers, and in two cases (Nos. 051, 037) there 
was also a superficial ulceration apart from the ulcer 
described above. In five cases the ulcer had per- 
forated. An ulcer did not develop till after about a 
fortnight. There was never any ulceration in those 
animals that died from a leak from the .pouch 
anastomosis after about a week, and one cat died 
after 15 days from “‘ snuffles ’’ and general emaciation 
without any sign of ulceration in the ileum. 

Microscopic examinations were made of Nos. 037, 
051, 050, and 036 (Fig. 3). In each case the ulcer 
resembled in every way a typical chronic peptic 
ulcer. It was punched-out in appearance and 
extended through the muscle layer. The edges 
were indurated and there was a well-marked fibro- 
blastic reaction at the base. The mucosa of the 
ileum right up to the ulcer area was unaffected. 
The glands were deep, the villi were long and looked 
in excellent condition. There was no sign of atrophy 
of the mucosa similar to that described by Aron after 
a surgical duodenal drainage operation. 

(b) Animals treated with histidine —(Commencing 
on the third day after operation they were given 
daily subcutaneous injections of 0-5 c.cm. of a 2 per 
cent. solution of histidine.) Of the 34 cats in this 


group 25 died early (5 from hemorrhage, 11 from 
peritonitis, and 9 from no cause that could be ascer- 
tained post mortem.) The other 9 lived eighteen days 
or more, and their condition is described in Table II.

The results present difficulties in interpretation. 
In two cases (Nos. 065 and 063) the animals died from 
sudden hemorrhage from very small ulcers which 
had not the typical chronic appearance of those in 
the control series. Two were killed in good condition 
and no ulcer was found. It is unfortunate that the 
two animals that died from hemorrhage from minute 
ulcers were both in this series, but there is no reason 
to doubt that they would have developed typical 
ulcers if the ulcers had not early opened a 
large vessel. The survival of one cat for 87 days 
without any sign of ulceration is difficult to explain. 
The other animal presenting no ulcer was killed after 
31 days because it had repeatedly had occult blood 
in its feces; which indicates that this test, though 
a useful control, is not conclusive evidence that an 
ulcer is present. On the other hand several of the 
cats developed typical chronic ulcers similar to those 
in the control series. One died from a large per- 
forated ulcer after twenty days (Fig. 2). Moreover 
there was no microscopic evidence that the injections 
of histidine had any effect on the mucous membrane 
of the stomach or intestine and there was never seen 
a hypertrophy of the villi and glands as described 
by Aron. 

The significance of these results on cats becomes 
more evident when the experiments on pigs are 
considered. 

EXPERIMENTS ON PIGS 

There is experimental evidence, quoted by Mitchell 
and Hamilton (192%), that histidine is indispensable 
for maintenance and growth. If one could produce 
a chronic ulcer in a young animal which was at the 
same time growing and putting on weight it would 
provide another strong argument against the theory 
that histidine is of value in preventing ulceration. 

In the pig the bile-duct enters the first part of the 
duodenum about an inch from the pylorus but the 
main pancreatic duct does not enter till about 10 cm. 
further down. Moreover Brunner’s glands extend 
for a considerable distance down the duodenum and 
first part of jejunum. Several different operations 


‘were tried. 
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In the first the duodenum was cut below the entrance 
of the bile-duct and above the entrance of the pan- 
creatic duct, and a fistula was made of it to the 
surface. The continuity of the gut was established 
by anastomosing the first part of the duodenum 
to a loop of small bowel. 


Two animals were operated on. One 
lived for 112 days in perfect condition 
and grew considerably. It died eventually 
with general peritonitis and post mortem 
was found to have gangrene of consider- 
able length of the small intestine. It 
could not be determined whether a peptic 
ulcer was present or not. The other died 
after 53 days from no obvious cause. 
An ulcer was present in the intestine 
just distal to the anastomosis with the 
first part of the duodenum. The ulcer 
was typically chronic and the bowel 
around it was considerably thickened and 
fibrosed. The whole area was bathed in 
bile and the pancreatic duct was patent. 
This experiment confirms the observation 
made by Florey and Harding (1934) who 
obtained a chronic ulcer in a similar 
operation on a pig. Here an ulcer was 
found even in the presence of the bile 
and pancreatic juice and it at least 
suggests that the duodenal juices which 
were drained through a fistula may have 
an important action in protecting the intestine from 
the acid chyme. 


In two other pigs a Mann and Williamson operation 
was performed. The duodenum was cut half-way 
between pylorus and the entrance of the bile-duct and 
then below the entrance of the main pancreatic duct. 


One pig died after 4 days from a block of the anastomosis 
at the pylorus. The other lived for 46 days but never 
reached its pre-operative weight. A laparotomy was then 
done and the anastomosis between the first part of duo- 
denum and the loop of bowel was located and resected. 
Surprisingly there was no sign of ulceration in the jejunum. 
When examined microscopically there appeared to be a 
perfect end-to-end anastomosis between first part of the

duodenum and the jejunum. Brunner’s glands were 
present in large numbers on both sides of the anastomosis. 
There was no definite ulceration but there were large 
numbers of plasma cells in the jejunal mucosa and a 
well-marked leucocytic infiltration. This inflammatory 
reaction was not nearly so evident on the proximal or 
duodenal side of the anastomosis. This observation is 


interesting, because it again suggests that the presence of

In a third series of four pigs an experimental 
performed.

It was thought that this would be a more suitable 
operation in which to produce an ulcer while the 
animal was actively growing. The first pig was 
left after operation as a control but the other three 
were given daily injections of histidine. 


The first pig for some unknown reason did not increase 
in weight at all. It was killed after 58 days. The stomach 
pouch when opened was found to be connected with two 
other loops of bowel apart from the original loop of ileum 
to which it had been anastomosed. The original loop had 
ulcerated through both anteriorly and posteriorly and had 
established communication with the two loops of bowel. 
The large ulcer crater about | in. in diameter had indurated 
edges and a thick fibrous floor formed by coils of intestine 
matted together. The second pig was 
given 1°5 c.cm. of a 4 per cent. solution 
of histidine daily in subcutaneous injec- 
tions. After three weeks it had well- 
marked signs of blood in its feces. It 
was killed after 53 days during which 
time it had increased 2°3 kg. in weight. 
The post-mortem findings were similar 
to the previous case. A large ulcer crater 
about 1} in. in diameter was present 
below the pouch anastomosis. It had 
also perforated through a couple of other 
loops of bowel and there was an abscess 
nearby, arising from the ulcer, which had 
become walled off by adhesions. 

Two other pigs were also treated with 
histidine injections. They were given 
15 c.cm, of a 4 per cent. solution every 
day for the first 35 days after operation, 
and then the injections were stopped for 
the next 10 days. In these first 45 days 
one pig grew from 16°0 to 30°8 kg., the 
other from 15°0 to 25°8 kg. They were 
then given daily injections of 2°5 e.cm. 
of a 4 per cent. histidine solution for 
another 10 days and were then killed 
as they were not increasing further in 
weight. At the end of the ictal of 55 days they 
weighed 30-1 and 25-4 kg. respectively. The post- 
mortem findings in each case were similar to those 
described above. In each case there was a large ulcer 
crater about lin. in diameter with thickened edges, full 
of brown-stained necrotic material. The ulcer had 
perforated the original loop of ileum to which it had been 
anastomosed and had communicated with two or three 
nN2 
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other loops of small bowel. The base was formed by a 
mass of adhesions attached in one case to the main stomach, 
in the other to the liver. All other organs were normal 
(Fig. 4). 

The results of the last four experiments show that 
the operation of an experimental Meckel’s diverticulum 
will constantly produce a typical chronic indurated

ulcer in the pig. The fact that the ulcers developed 
while the last two animals almost doubled their 
weight is conclusive evidence that the pigs could 
not have suffered from a lack of histidine, and even 
daily injections of histidine were of no value in 
protecting the intestine from ulcerating. 

The combined results of the experiments on pigs 
and cats show that histidine was incapable of prevent- 
ing ulcer formation when this was caused by the 
action of unneutralised gastric juice on intestinal 
mucosa. It must be freely admitted, however, that 
human ulcers are not caused by drastic alterations 
of the gastro-intestinal canal; and we therefore 
propose to review the clinical use of histidine. 


CLINICAL DATA 


Aron (1933) was so impressed by the protective 
effect that injections of histidine had on several dogs 
subjected to the Mann and Williamson type of 
operation that he soon started to test its effect on 
clinical cases of peptic ulcer. It appears to have been 
rather a shot in the dark, for there is no clear reason 
why human patients with their digestive tract 
undisturbed should be deficient in any amino-acids. 
But his immediate results were striking and in the 
short time since they were published (November, 
1933) there have been an increasing number of 
favourable reports. 

Most of Aron’s first cases had long histories of 


ulcer and many had been keeping to a strict diet © 


without relief. He put them on a normal mixed 
diet and gave them a series of twenty subcutaneous 
injections of 2 per cent. tryptophane and 4 per 
cent. histidine; 5 c.cm. of this solution was given 
daily and the total dose was thus 2 g. of tryptophane 
and 4 g. of histidine. 


He had 8 cases: 6 duodenal ulcers, 2 ulcers of the 
lesser curve. The patients were not kept in bed but X ray 
examinations and estimations of their gastric contents 
were made before and after treatment. The results were 
rapid and surprising. Patients, who had previously had 
very irritable stomachs, could readily tolerate a normal 
diet ; symptoms such as vomiting and acid regurgitation 
immediately ceased and above all there was a rapid 
disappearance of pain. This was noted in some cases 
that had had no relief for months from usual ulcer treat- 


ment. Aron noted moreover that there was no recurrence 
of pain at the end of a course of injections. In cases with 
a short ulcer history pain was relieved after the second 
or third injection, in older callous cases not till a little 
later. The effect on HCl secretion was not so striking. 
There was a slight fall in acidity in some cases. He 
studied the radiological findings critically. In recent 
cases he was able to follow the complete healing process 
and in long-standing callous cases, where complete dis- 
appearance of signs was not seen nor could be expected, 
there was obvious improvement in the function of the 
stomach, 


Aron then tried the effect of treating patients 
with either tryptophane or histidine in order to see 
if they had any specific effect. He treated two cases 
with 20 injections of 5 c.cm. of 2 per cent. trypto- 
phane. Their symptoms were slightly but not 
completely relieved and there was no radiological 
evidence whatever of any improvement. At the 
same time seven cases were given injections of histidine 
alone. (5 c.cm. of 4 per cent. solution daily for 
12-25 days.) In all there was immediate relief and 
usually the X ray picture and general health improved 
as they did with the mixture of the two amino- 
acids. Moreover the two cases that had failed with 
tryptophane showed immediate improvement when 
given histidine. Aron concluded that the remarkable 
effect produced on the painful symptoms, X ray 
signs, and in the general clinical picture of patients 
with peptic ulcer was due to a specific action of 
histidine. 

Numerous clinicians have repeated Aron’s treat- 
ment on their own patients and their reports are with 
few exceptions very favourable. Nearly always the

patients have been treated without keeping them 
in bed and have been allowed a full diet. The usual 
dose is 5c.cm. histidine monohydrochloride injected 
daily for about three weeks. It is given either subcu- 
taneously or intramuscularly without any local effect. 

Bogendrfer (1934) and Hessel (1934) in Germany soon 
reported favourable results. The former on 30 cases, 
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the latter on 22 cases. In 16 of the 22 there appeared to 
be a radiographic cure and in the other 6 there was an 
improvement. 

Bulmer (1934) treated 52 cases. After three weeks 
he had 30 with symptomatic cures and with dis- 
appearances of abnormal X ray signs, 10 with sympto- 
matic cures but with persistence of some radiological 
deformity, and 12 failures. He noted that cases of gastric 
ulcer were more amenable than duodenal cases and those 
patients with a short history tended to react best. 

Weiss, who was associated with Aron in his original work, 
reviewed with Stolz (1935) their clinical experience over 
two years at Strasbourg. They gave a series of 21 doses 
followed after about six weeks by a similar series and 
rarely in bad cases further series of doses at longer intervals. 
In a few of their latest cases atropine was also given as 
they thought it helped the action of histidine. Of 42 cases 
treated with histidine alone, 37 were completely cured, 
2 had persistence of some trouble in spite of distinct 
improvement, and 3 were unaffected. In 16 cases that 
were studied radiologically before and after treatment, 
7 showed complete disappearance of all signs, in 6 there 
was considerable improvement, and in 3 no change was 


n. 

M. Stolz (1935) was equally impressed by the pre- 
operative value of histidine. Not only did it cure 7 out 
of 8 cases that would otherwise have needed operation, 
but its use had led him to abandon large resections in 
eases of perforation and to be content with a gastro- 
enterostomy. 

Fernandez (1936), who also gave his patients repeated 
series of injections, reported clinical cures in 16 out of 
24 subjects. 

Lenormand (1935) treated cases with histidine from the 
time of Aron’s original discovery. He used small doses, 
0'5 c.cm. of 4 per cent. solution, hypodermically for 20 
injections. He had consistent immediate effects after 
two or three days and stressed the fact that when his 
patients had recurrences of pain, such crises were further 
apart, less severe than before, and rapidly cleared up if 
again treated with histidine. Radiographic control was 
available in 11 cases: in 5 of these there was complete 
‘disappearance of the ulcer crater but the other 6 were not 
changed. Two other cases of his developed radiographic 
signs while under constant histidine treatment. Lenormand 
(1934) has claimed equally good results in other gastric 
dyspepsias and in many circulatory disorders. He regards 
histidine as exerting a general therapeutic effect through 
the autonomic nervous system. 


Clinicians in other countries have not claimed such 
brilliant results as those described by the French 
authors, but they are all impressed by the immediate 
effects of histidine. Gavazzeni (1934) reported 
early results on 4 cases in Italy. Volini and 
McLaughlin (1935) obtained symptomatic relief 
in all of 21 patients after from 2 to 12 injections. 
Eads (1935) made a careful study of 35 cases: 6 
showed immediate clinical and X ray evidence of 
complete healing; 8 presented definite clinical and 
X ray improvement; 9 showed some clinical but 
no X ray change; and 12 were unimproved after 
24 injections. 


Equally striking results have been reported by Ratschow, 
1935 (67 cases); Smith, 1935 (12 cases); Rafsky, 1936 
(26 cases); Bauke, 1935 (46 cases); Spencker, 1935 
(6 cases); Castaigne and Chaumerliac, 1935 (19 cases) ; 
Heinz, 1935 (28 cases) ; Winter, 1935 (23 cases) ; Wilhelmy 
and Hashinger, 1936 (26 cases); Love, 1936 (18 cases) ; 
Lovell, 1936 (14 cases); and Gardiner, 1936 (12 cases) ; 
while single cases are quoted by Craig (1935), Ryan (1935), 
Fritzsche (1935), Winterstein (1935), Schiirch (1935), 
Davis (1936), Bartley (1936), and others. 


There is a general agreement that there is usually 
marked relief of painful symptoms. This is said to 
occur after the first few injections. All authors seem 
equally impressed by the way patients will tolerate 
a normal diet although up to the time treatment 
commenced they have been able to eat only very little. 


This is obviously the basis of the general gain in weight 
which is a constant feature. Aron recognised that 
patients with short histories reacted best and this 
has been repeatedly confirmed (Eads 1935, Bulmer 
1935, Bauke 1935). Moreover several investigators 
have obtained much better results with lesser-curve 
lesions than with duodenal cases. This may of course 
be simply due to other complicating factors such as 
stenosis which make duodenal cases particularly 
difficult to treat. Some of the French clinicians 
have followed their cases for several years, and some 
—0e.g., Stolz and Weiss, Fernandez, Lenormand— 
have given their patients repeated series of injections. 
They state that any recurrence of ulcer symptoms 
are much milder, of short duration, and respond quickly 
to further treatment with histidine. Castaigne and 
Chaumerliac (1935) did not think that histidine had 
any effect on the length and intensity of symptoms 
after treatment and others are very sceptical of it 
having any permanent therapeutic value. 

With a few exceptions all have used the same dose 
—i.e., 5 c.cm. of a 4 per cent. solution—and 
have injected it intramuscularly or subcutaneously. 
Desplas, Lenormand, and Fournial (1935) could 
detect no difference between large intramuscular 
doses and small hypodermic injections and con- 
sequently chose the latter. Fontés (1935) showed 
experimentally that histidine if given orally will 
enter the blood stream though more slowly and less 
quantitatively than if injected, and Bauke considered 
it useful to combine parenteral with oral administra- 
tion. Winter (1935) gave histidine tablets (0-2 g. 
each), six daily together with a bland diet. He 
obtained good results with regard to symptoms in 
all of 23 cases. He noticed that symptoms took 
a little longer to disappear than after injections of 
histidine—about 14 days were necessary—but the 
end-result was the same. 

A summary of some of the typical X ray results has 
been given above. There are several cases reported 
of particular callous ulcers which seem to have 
miraculously melted away, but in general the radio- 
graphic changes have been convincing only in recent 
cases. In this connexion it is important to remember 
how rapidly X ray signs may clear up under ordinary 
treatment. Davies (1936) stated that 82 of his cases 
in a series of 350 cases were clear in three weeks and 
59 in two weeks. Bauke (1935) did not see any 
complete X ray signs of healing in old cases, and the 
excellent results claimed by Hessel (1935) were 
doubted by Albrecht (1935) who had also seen Bauke’s 
plates. 

Those who have studied the gastric acidity during 
treatment have reported conflicting results. Stolz 
and Weiss (1935), Hessel (1934), and Rafsky (1935) 
noted definite lowering of acidity in from 25-30 per 
cent. of their cases. Gardiner (1936) said there was 
an invariable fall in gastric acidity in the 12 cases 
he studied. Menzies Page (1936) in another dozen 
cases found that the acidity was quite unchanged 
after treatment. Fernandez (1936), Ratschow (1935), 
and others also did not think there was any change. 
Volini and McLaughlin (1935) found that the fasting 
and stimulated gastric secretion decreased in amount 
in free and total acidity at first, but that this decrease 
tended to rise in the latter part of the treatment and 
after it was discontinued. Bargi (1935), working 
on patients with no gastro-intestinal lesions, found 
that histidine had no inhibitory effect on gastric 
secretion when injected intravenously or intra- 
muscularly. He concluded that benefits claimed in 
treatment of ulcers were not due to the inhibition 
of any hyperchlorhydria. 


| 
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Recently two American clinicians, Sandweiss 
(1936) and Martin (1936), have studied the matter 
more critically. They both pointed out defects in 
the experimental work on which histidine treatment 
is based and further they have carefully compared the 
results obtained in peptic ulcer patients treated with 
histidine therapy and by the usual dietary restrictions. 


Sandweiss first treated 23 ulcer patients with histidine 
and 46 with a diet alkali regimen. Then 17 who did not 
respond to the dietary treatment were given histidine 
and 7 not responding to the injections of histidine were 
put on the strict diet. He thus had 53 cases treated with 
a special diet and 40 cases treated with histidine. Of the 
former 71 per cent., and of the latter 75 per cent., were 
improved. He noted that 85 per cent. of the patients 
treated with histidine developed recurrences of ulcer 
symptoms within six months after’ treatment, whereas 
only 31 per cent. of those treated with the diet-alkali 
regimen had recurrences in the same time. In some cases 
the gastric acidity increased, in others it fell slightly, but 
it was not related to the clinical improvement or to the 
failure to improve in his cases. In 24 cases the condition 
was checked by either X ray examination or operation 
after histidine treatment, but none showed a disappearance 
of the ulcer. 

Martin obtained similar results from a careful comparison 
of 81 selected cases treated with histidine or a diet-alkali 
regimen. In all, 41 patients were given injections of 
histidine and kept ambulatory; 30 were relieved of their 
symptoms and 14 showed radiological evidence of a healed 
ulcer. The control series of 40 patients were treated with 
the usual ambulatory diet-alkali regimen. At the end 
of the first four weeks 31 were symptom-free and the 
sustained effects, followed from ten months to a year, 
were also slightly better in the diet-alkali series than in 
those treated with histidine. He found that sympto- 
matic relief with a persistent crater was almost equally 
common in both groups as was a relapse of symptoms. 
Histidine also showed no constant effect on the HCl 
secretion in his series. 

Both Sandweiss and Martin tried the effect of injecting 
distilled water or saline. Out of 20 patients to whom 
Sandweiss gave daily injections of 5 c.cm. of distilled water 
12 became symptom-free. Martin gave 6 patients injec- 
tions of saline for six days before commencing the histidine 
therapy and 3 of the 6 were relieved of their symptoms 
before the histidine was started. 


These results demonstrate the difficulty in judging 
the therapeutic value of any drug used in treating 
peptic ulcer. Reports have yet to be received of a 
large series of cases injected with a diversity of sub- 
stances but the distilled water and saline results are 
very suggestive. The psychological benefit from 
being treated with a new substance with very glowing 
qualifications is possibly primarily responsible for the 
immediate relief of pain and symptoms of dyspepsia. 
The general encouragement to eat a mixed, diet 
combined with an ambulatory treatment has resulted 
in the improvement in general health which has been 
noted. Despite the favourable reports which have 
been reviewed there is still no proof that histidine 
has any specific action on peptic ulcer. 


SUMMARY 

1. The experiments from which the histidine treat- 
ment of peptic ulcer arose are open to serious 
objections. 

2. We have performed further experiments on 
cats and pigs, which do not substantiate the theoretical 
basis of the treatment. 

3. Published reports on the use of histidine in 
clinical practice afford no proof that it has a specific 
action on peptic ulcer.

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HISTIDINE TREATMENT OF PEPTIC 
ULCER 


A STUDY OF 126 CASES WITH THE IMMEDIATE AND 
LATER RESULTS *

In December, 1934, I published! the results of 
the treatment on ambulatory lines of 52 proved 
cases of gastric and duodenal ulcer; emphasis was 
laid upon the impossibility of adequate in-patient 
treatment of these patients owing to their numbers 
and the scarcity of medical beds ; histidine was used 
as an alternative to the usual diet-alkali régime. 

The report was a preliminary one, and in the 
present paper an attempt has been made to deal not 
only with the immediate results but with the fre-

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quency of relapses. Certain conclusions as to the 
value of the treatment have been drawn because 
this seems imperative after a considerable experience 
of it. 


OTHER OBSERVATIONS 


About 130 papers have appeared in the world’s 
literature on this subject. To review these would 
be even more tedious for the reader than for the 
writer, especially as the results are fairly uniform— 
a remission has been obtained in about three-quarters 
of the patients, with a normal radiogram in about 
half of these; on the question of ultimate results 
there is an almost uniform silence. Gastroscopic 
studies have shown that a normal X ray finding after 
the previous demonstration of a crater in gastric 
ulcer may mean simply the disappearance of edema 
round the ulcer; in duodenal ulcers radiography 
does not appear to have the same value as in gastric 
ulcers. It is, therefore, important not to regard the 
disappearance of radiological abnormalities as neces- 
sarily meaning that the ulcer has healed. 

Many of the papers written deal with an intensive 
study of a few cases; valuable as this method may 
be it does not get rid of the errors of chance and 
random sampling. Nevertheless in a welter of 
uncritical enthusiasm there are communications of 
outstanding importance ; two of these will be quoted. 


Sandweiss* treated 23 ulcer patients with histidine 
injections and obtained a remission of symptoms in 
55 per cent., and a moderate improvement in 20 per cent. ; 
he treated 46 patients with a diet-alkali régime, obtaining 
a@ remission in 51 per cent., and moderate improvement 
in 20°7 per cent.; after failure of the diet-alkali treatment 
in 17 patients histidine was tried, 9 were rendered symp- 
tom-free with moderate improvement in 3; he followed 
up 20 patients, and found a relapse-rate of 85 per cent. 
after six months—this he suggests may have been due to 
a too early resumption of ordinary diet and activities. 
He treated 20 patients with injections of distilled water 
and the results were comparable with those obtained with 
histidine. He concludes that “histidine may be used as 
extra artillery in patients not responding to diet-alkali- 
antispasmodic management. About 50 per cent. of the 
latter patients may thereby become symptom-free and an 
additional 20 per cent. moderately improved.” 

Martin * furnished a report to the Council of Pharmacy 
and Chemistry of the American Medical Association ; 
the Council declared Larostidin (Hoffmann-La Roche) not 
acceptable for New and Non-official Remedies ; ‘* although 
there is at present insufficient clinical evidence for its 
evaluation, histidine showed promise of possible useful- 
ness in the treatment of gastric and duodenal ulcer.” 
Martin treated 81 patients with active ulcers and positive 
X ray findings, nearly all were ambulatory; of the 41 
treated with histidine 30 were rendered symptom-free 
(14 with negative radiograms), and 11 showed persisting 
or recurring symptors; of those treated on the diet- 
alkali régime 31 were rendered symptom-free, and 9 had 
recurring or persistent symptoms, The results seem very 
similar by the two methods of treatment, and a follow-up 
over a period of 10—12 months showed that of the histidine 
cases 13 remained symptom-free (2 not being traceable), 
and of the diet-alkali 16 remained symptom-free. 


It seems necessary to remark that American 
series are not exactly comparable to European series 
owing to the large preponderance of duodenal ulcers 
in the former. 


CRITICISM OF THE EXPERIMENTAL BASIS OF HISTIDINE 
TREATMENT 


Histidine is an amino-acid which, although it 
cannot be synthesised in the body, is found in most 
simple proteins—beef, eggs, fish, and milk. The 
source of the commercial supply is said to be blood, 
where it is found in comparatively large amounts. 


Its deficiency in animals is difficult to demonstrate, 
and in human beings difficult to conceive although 
it is known that every type of avitaminosis has been 
seen in patients whose diet is correct, from some 
disturbance in absorption. 

Histidine treatment was introduced by Weiss 
and Aron‘® as a result of their experimental 
study of dogs in whom the part of the duo- 
denum bearing the bile and pancreatic ducts was 
transplanted into the terminal ileum and the con- 
tinuity of the upper alimentary tract restored ; in 
their two control dogs peptic ulcers developed accord- 
ing to the usual experience. They argued that the 
intestinal hurry and the imperfection of small intes- 
tine digestion might have produced an amino-acid 
deficiency, and they found in three dogs that the 
development of an ulcer could be prevented by 
daily injections of histidine. The criticism of these 
results is that there were too few controls, and that 
the injected dogs were not allowed to “run” long 
enough—an ulcer might later have developed had 
they not been sacrificed. There is a pressing need 
for a large-scale repetition of these experiments. 

An interesting speculation arises in one of the 
few conditions in the human being in which there is 
a demonstrable disturbance of histidine metabolism— 
namely, pregnancy—and a test has been suggested 
to confirm the existence of pregnancy by demon- 
strating histidine in the urine. Does peptic ulcer 
occur in pregnancy? I do not recollect having seen 
a case, but such impressions are too haphazard to 
be at all reliable. What happens to a patient who 
has a peptic ulcer and becomes pregnant? Again I 
have no experience to draw upon. It is a simple 
and fruitful field for exploration. 


PERSONAL OBSERVATIONS IN 126 PATIENTS WITH 
PEPTIC ULCER 
Since February, 1934, daily injections intra- 


muscularly of 21 doses (5-0 ¢.em.) of histidine have 
been given to patients who presented themselves at 
the out-patient department suffering from gastric 
or duodenal ulcers.. So far as possible this has been 
the sole treatment, but as in the previous series 
patients were not asked to discontinue their accus- 
tomed diet and alkaline powder; there is no doubt 
that many took ‘ MacLean’s powder” both before, 
during, and after treatment, since it is nowadays 
almost a symptom of ulcer! There was, however, 
no systematic diet-alkali treatment, and it is not felt 
that the results have been vitiated. 

The selection of cases has been

1. Patients were not included on symptoms alone 
however suggestive these symptoms might be, radio- 
logical abnormality being present in every case. 

2. Pyloric stenosis or possible malignancy was taken 
as an indication for surgical treatment. 

3. Patients with active or recurring hemorrhage were 
excluded and treated by orthodox methods in bed, either 
at home or in hospital. 


A follow-up was made of the 92 patients who had 
been rendered symptom-free and 82 were traced. 
This part of the investigation was not without its 
lighter side. Many of the letters would have been 
of value to a vendor of patent medicines ; they read 
like “ unsolicited testimonials, the originals may be 
seen at our offices,’ and one of them is worth per- 
petuating : 

**Srr,—About a fortnight after my last injection 
vomitting started again for five days, and I vomitted fine

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DISCUSSION 


The mode of action of histidine remains obscure. 
The amino-acid deficiency theory is probably unten- 
able, and the experimental basis is flimsy and uncon- 
firmed ; further advance should come from the 
experimental side. 

From a study of 126 patients it seems obvious 
that ambulatory treatment with histidine has as 
good an effect as ambulatory treatment with a diet- 
alkali régime; if it were argued that histidine is 


-without effect it would have to be admitted that 


ulcers were unaffected by treatment and merely 
followed their own whimsical course ; either a half- 
truth has emerged or a position of therapeutic 
nihilism has been created. 

It may be significant that those whose method 
has been to study a few cases intensively have been 
impressed with the value of the treatment; with so 
large a series as the present one such individual study 
has not been possible, but I have been favourably 
influenced by the symptomatic relief in many patients 
with long gastric histories who were sufficiently 
critical to gauge the effect of the treatment, and to 
compare it with their previous therapeutic experi- 
ences. 

Nevertheless several unfavourable conclusions 
emerge. Both hematemesis and perforation have 
occurred during treatment, and these incidents are 
most disconcerting, although not unknown under 
orthodox methods. Only one-third of the patients 
remained symptom-free after an average period of 
16 months, and the relapse-rate in the first six months 
was high; it has been a matter of reproach to me 
that I did not insist upon a strict post-ulcer régime, 
a practice which this study has made necessary. 
Of the value of periodic injections in the prevention 
of relapses I have had no experience. 

Deep, callous ulcers on the lesser curvature have 
not been favourably influenced ; some have appa- 
rently healed as evidenced by freedom from symptoms 
and a normal radiogram, but relapse has been fre- 
quent with reappearance of the ulcer crater. Whilst 
these cases are not common, some are successfully 
treated by radical surgical procedures, but in others 
technical difficulties make this impossible and they 
remain an unsolved problem. 

Patients with recurrent hemorrhages have not 
been treated, for I have come to regard this group 
as a purely surgical problem, treated by a resection 
of the ulcer-bearing area. 

The present series can be criticised from at least 
two points of view. First, there have been no con- 
trols, either by diet-alkali alone or by injections of 
distilled water, the latter being considered unjusti- 
fiable. Secondly, all the cases have been studied 
under out-patient conditions; where in-patient 
treatment was available. there seemed to be no 
indication for a departure from the orthodox methods 
although histidine was often used as an addition. 

My conclusion is that histidine—apart from such 
an experimental study as this—should be used, not 
as an alternative, but as an adjunct to the usual 
methods of diet and alkali, so that the patient may 
have the known advantages of the latter with the 
addition of the probable advantages of the former. 
It is best to order a simple diet with “ feeds ’’ between 
meals, with alkali or antacid, to insist on reasonable 
after-treatment, and to repeat the injections should 
a relapse threaten. The treatment should be reserved 
for simple, uncomplicated ulcers, for patients with 
stoma-ulcer, and for those in whose case the usual 
methods have failed. Ambulatory treatment under 
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these conditions appears to be safe and effective, 
and there do not seem to be any toxic incidents, 
none having been encountered in over 3000 injections. 


CONCLUSIONS 

1. Ambulatory treatment with injections of histi- 
dine gives at least as good results as ambulatory 
treatment with a diet-alkali régime; a remission 
has been obtained in three-quarters of the patients, 
and of these 60 per cent. have secured a normal 
radiogram. 

2. The treatment should be reserved for simple, 
uncomplicated cases, and it is contra-indicated in 
active or recurrent hemorrhage, in deep or callous 
ulcers, and in cases of pyloric stenosis, either because 
it is ineffectual or because other methods of treat- 
ment are desirable. The two other indications are 
in stoma-ulcer, and in patients in whom ether methods 
have failed. 

3. Relapse appears to be uninfluenced by a single 
course of injections. 

4. It should be regarded at present as an adjunct 
to simple diet-alkali treatment ; it is most useful as 
an ambulatory method, but adequate after-treatment 
should be enforced on the usual lines—simple meals, 
interpolation of feeds,’’ antacids. 

5. The mode of action is obscure, and the current 
theories probably untenable. 
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THE TISSUE RESPONSE TO 
SUBCUTANEOUS INJECTION OF 
COD-LIVER OIL

FAVOURABLE results following the local application 
of cod-liver oil in the treatment of wounds and burns 
have been described in Germany by Léhr! and 
Zuelzer,? and in England by Steel. These workers 
have suggested that the vitamin content, particularly 
that of vitamin A, might be responsible for the 
increased rate of healing. Horn and Sandor * reported 
good results using an oil containing 2000 vitamin-A 
international units in 1 ¢.cm. and ascribed Léhr’s 
results to the vitamin A in the cod-liver oil he used. 

In support of the vitamin explanation, Bisceglie’s ° 
results with tissue-culture experiments have been 
quoted. He claimed that vitamin A, added to tissue 
cultures of liver, promoted the growth of the 
epithelial components. On the other hand, Katzen- 
stein and Knake * found that the promoting effect 
on tissue-culture cells of substances of high surface 
activity, such as bile, cholesterol in solution, and 
fatty acids, depended on the surface activity of the 
substance, varying directly with it. Since Bisceglie 
added vitamin A in oil form his results may have 
been due to the physical properties of the oil rather 
than due to the contained vitamin A. 

The histology of the reaction of animal tissues to 
cod-liver oil has been studied by Wuttig,’ Pinkerton, ® 
and by Jorstad and Johnston. Wuttig injected 
olive oil and cod-liver oil into the mesenteric veins 
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of rabbits. Histological examination of the livers 
showed that while olive oil was inert the cod-liver 
oil had produced considerable endothelial prolifera- 
tion. Pinkerton, studying the effect of intratracheal 
injection of oils, also found that while olive oil was 
inert, cod-liver oil produced a severe inflammatory 
reaction in the alveoli and liquid petrolatum caused a 
slowly developing low-grade pneumonia. Jorstad, 
studying the effect of the vitamin content of the diet 
of experimental animals on the tissue response to

subcutaneous injection of various oils, found that 
cod-liver oil produced a marked fibroblastic response. 

The following experiments were undertaken in 
order to study anew the tissue response to cod-liver 
oil and particularly to determine to what extent 
this response could be related to the vitamin-A 
content of the oil, since there has recently appeared 
on the market a preparation containing vitamin A 
in liquid paraffin designed for local application in the 
treatment of wounds. 


TECHNIQUE 

For the experiments adult rabbits were used 
throughout. Pharmaceutical preparations of liquid 
paraffin, cod-liver oil, olive oil, and halibut-liver oil 
were employed. After being heated for two hours 
at 60°C. all the oils were found to be sterile on 
culture. Subcutaneous inoculation was performed 
into the shaved ears with full aseptic precautions, 
0-1 c.cm. being injected in all cases. The animals 
were killed at varying periods after inoculation, the 
tissues of the ear were fixed in formol saline, and 
sections were cut and stained in the routine manner 
after paraffin embedding. 


EXPERIMENTS 

Expt. 1.—0°1 c.cm. each of cod-liver oil, liquid paraffin, 
and olive oil were injected subcutaneously into the ears 
of four rabbits which were killed at intervals of 1, 3, 5, 
and 7 days afterwards. 

Results.—(a) 24 hours: all lesions showed an intense 
polymorph reaction round the oil spaces. There was little 
demonstrable difference between the intensities. 

(b) 3 days: cod-liver oil had produced a very striking 
appearance throughout the tissue. Many plasma cells, 
polymorphs, and young fibroblasts appeared to be sur- 
rounding the oil spaces, and around the small arterioles 
could be seen evidence of proliferation of fibroblasts and 
also there were considerable numbers of monocytes. 
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Olive oil showed the least reaction, the cellular reaction 
being confined to the margins of the oil spaces, consisting 
chiefly of plasma cells, polymorphs, and fibroblasts. 
The vessels were not congested as in the cod-liver oil 
reaction. Paraffin gave a reaction slightly more intense 
than that due to olive oil, but much less than cod-liver 
oil. The cells were predominantly fibroblasts. 

(c) 5 days: cod-liver oil had produced a considerable 
and widespread cellular infiltration, mainly of fibroblasts 
and monocytes. Many capillaries, some apparently new- 
formed, were visible in relation to the infiltrating cells. 
Olive oil and liquid paraffin had produced much more 
localised reactions, the celis tending to remain round the 
oil spaces rather than to infiltrate the whole dermis. New 
capillary formation was not observed (see Figure). 

(d) 7 days: cod-liver oil had produced a well-developed 
granulation tissue throughout the dermis of young 
capillaries and fibroblasts. Olive oil and paraffin showed 
very little evidence of reaction, and the persistent oil spaces 
were surrounded by a rather scanty development of 
elongated fibroblast-like cells. 

The experiment was repeated, examination being made 
at 3 and 6 days after inoculation ; the differences between 
the reaction to cod-liver oil and to liquid paraffin were 
confirmed. 

Expr. 2.—A second sample of cod-liver oil and a sample 
of halibut-liver oil were used undiluted, and also diluted 
1 in 20 in olive oil. Undiluted olive oil was used to 
control the reaction. Examination at 3 and 6 days was 


Results.—The second sample of cod-liver oil gave results 
identical with the first sample. The halibut-liver oil 
gave very similar results to the cod-liver oil, and the 
1 in 20 dilution of halibut-liver oil was found to be no 
more potent than the 1 in 20 dilution of the cod-liver oil. 

Expt. 3.—The preceding experiment was repeated 
with a sample of halibut oil kindly supplied by Prof. 
I. M. Heilbron, definitely known to contain at least 
100 times more vitamin A than the best preparations of 
cod-liver oil. 

Results.—It was found that a 1 in 20 dilution of this 
preparation produced only slightly more reaction than 
pure olive oil, being about equal to that produced by the 
1 in 20 dilution of cod-liver oil, and definitely less than 
that produced by cod-liver oil undiluted. 


DISCUSSION 

The essential features of the tissue response to 
cod-liver oil are, first, a considerable polymorpho- 
nuclear infiltration, then active capillary congestion 
with infiltration by plasma cells, monocytes, and 
fibroblasts, the latter deeply penetrating the tissues ; 
with the fibroblast proliferation there is associated 
capillary proliferation. Thus cod-liver oil stimulates 
the reparative processes involved in the healing of 
wounds, and is a far more potent stimulus than 
either liquid paraffin or olive oil. Since the develop- 
ment of a healthy vascular granulation tissue is an 
essential preliminary to the epithelialisation of 
wounds that have not healed by first intention, the 
accelerated healing claimed by the clinical workers 
may be explained by the response of the tissues to 
the direct application of cod-liver oil. 

If the vitamin-A content of the oil were the factor 
determining the intensity of the tissue reaction, it is 
clear that a 1 in 20 dilution of halibut-liver oil in 
olive oil should give a response at least as good as 
that to undiluted cod-liver oil, since the vitamin-A 
content is at least 100 times greater in the halibut oil. 
Since actually the reaction to halibut oil 1 in 20 
was less than that due to whole cod-liver oil, and 
only equal to cod-liver oil 1 in 20, it cannot be the 
vitamin A in the oils that is responsible. 

Some light is thrown on the nature of the 
responsible substance by Pinkerton’s results; he 
found that the tissue responses to animal oils, such 
as cod-liver oil, lard oil, and milk fat, were similar, 
and were much more intense than those due to 


vegetable oils such as olive oil and poppy-seed oil. 
The acid values of the animal oils were higher than 
those of the vegetable oils, and he suggested that 
the amount of free acid was one factor determining 
the intensity of tissue response. A second factor he 
believed to be the rate of hydrolysis of the oils by 
the tissues, and thought the difference between the 
reactions to animal and vegetable oils might be due 
to the presence in the tissues of enzymes capable of 
hydrolysing fats of animal origin but incapable of 
dealing with fats of vegetable origin. Thus it is 
possible that the persistent and progressive stimula- 
tion produced by cod-liver oil compared with the 
reaction to olive oil can be explained by the continued 
hydrolysis of the fats present in the cod-liver oil 
by tissue enzymes in the former, and by the relative 
absence of this process in the latter. 

In conclusion it may be stated that the study of 
the histological reaction to cod-liver oil tends to 
support the view that the application of this oil to 
wound surfaces will promote the processes of repair 
and healing, but the results obtained by employing 
oils of varying vitamin-A content do not support 
the assumption of Léhr, Horn and Sandor, and 
of Steel, that the vitamin-A content is the responsible 
factor. The possibility of vitamin D being the 
causative agent has not been excluded by these 
experiments since, unlike vitamin A, the concentra- 
tion in halibut oil does not greatly exceed that in 
cod-liver oil. 

SUMMARY 

1. Subcutaneous injection of fish liver oils into 
rabbits produces a marked stimulation of phagocytes, 
fibroblasts, and young capillaries. Liquid paraffin 
and olive oil are relatively inert. 

2. The vitamin-A contents of the oils are not 
responsible for this reaction. ; 

3. The cellular stimulation produced by cod-liver 
oil appears to be of a nature to facilitate the pro 
of healing of wounds. ‘

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VITAMIN A IN THE LOCAL 
TREATMENT OF WOUNDS

In March, 1934, in conjunction with my collaborator 
Dr. Zoltan Horn,! I reported for the first time on the 
experience gained by us as a result of extensive work 
in connexion with the local application of vitamin A 
both for dressing fresh injuries and for treating 
infected wounds. In the above-mentioned article 
we developed the purely theoretical considerations 
which had induced us to apply vitamin A as a local 
remedy for the treatment of wounds. 

It is highly improbable that, in the course of normal 
nutrition, the administration of vitamin A by the 
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mouth can exert a favourable influence upon the 
healing of a wound, except where healing is impeded 
by lack of vitamin A, which is extremely rare. 
Research workers assert that from the carotinoids 
available in the various foods there are stored up 
in the liver and the subcutaneous connective tissue 
such quantities of vitamin A that a deficiency of 
this vitamin can only occur in diseases of the liver, 
protracted intestinal catarrhs, or chronic diseases 
due to infection. Since, however, lack of vitamin A 
reduces the resistance of the mesenchymal and 
epidermal cells against infection, as has been shown 
beyond doubt by numerous authors, and also by us 
in our test animals fed on a diet containing no 
vitamin A, it was natural to assume that additional 
vitamin A, suitably applied to the lesion, would 
favourably influence the cellular function locally 
affected by the injury. It can also be deduced from 
Gyorgyi’s theory that the vitamin-A requirements of 
the injured cells, especially if infected, would be 
greater than is normally the case. 


LOCAL EFFECTS 


Among the various wound ointments and balsams 
of earlier times, we find an abundance of mixtures 
prepared from plants and seeds, various oils and 
honey, all these being substances with a high propor- 
tion of vitamins. It is probable that in those days 
observant practitioners availed themselves of these 
remedies simply because they had a favourable 
effect upon the healing of the wounds. The observa- 
tions of Lohr, regarding the effects of cod-liver oil 
and of the honey treatment that has lately been 
recommended, afford clear evidence of the action of 
vitamin A used locally for the treatment of wounds, 
although it is not possible to describe this action 
fully or accurately, or even to prove or gauge it 
objectively on any basis that would escape criticism. 
For the present, in judging the merits of such a 
complicated biological process as the healing of 
wounds, we can only base ourselves on subjective 
considerations, however unreliable a method this 
may be. The two cardinal signs of the absence of 
vitamin A, already mentioned, are first, impaired 
function of the epithelial cells, which of course allows 
infection to penetrate; and, secondly, diminished 
resistance to infection. In any wound, the tissues 
may possibly be unable to make proper use of 
vitamin A, even if this is supplied in sufficient 
quantities by the organism. The latter ordinarily 
receives pro-vitamins with the food, but it is not 
known how the formation of vitamins and their 
utilisation in the infected wound come to be upset. 
However that may be, previous experience certainly 
suggests that the application of vitamin A, and this 
vitamin only, to the wound promotes the healing 
process. The absence of the other vitamins B, C, and 
D, does not cause any similar impairment of the tissue 
or diminished resistance to infection. Thus the 
idea suggested itself of applying pure vitamin A to 
the wound. From the pharmacological point of 
view it is, both theoretically and practically, the 
pure preparation which promises the best results. 
The admixture of carotin, vitamin D, or volatile cils 
can be of no advantage. The absolutely pure 
vitamin-A preparation has only quite recently 
appeared on the market—e.g., Halivitan oil which 
contains 20,000 international units of vitamin A 
perc.cm. Although small, non-permanent quantities 
of vitamin D are present in this oil ; this is reduced 
to such an extent after dilution in the proportion 
of 1:10, as done by us in actual practice, that its 
presence can be disregarded altogether. 


We have been—and still are—making use of pure 
paraffin oil and pure vaseline as a vehicle. On several 
occasions, while treating wounds, I decided, as an 
experiment, to omit vitamin A from some of the 
dressings, and employed pure paraffin oil or vaseline 
on the same patient. These substances are pure, and 
quite suitable if used properly. But the tonic and 
stimulating effect upon the healing of the wound is 
invariably most striking when the use of the vitamin 
oil is resumed. The healing process with vitamin A 
dissolved in olive oil or in animal oils being no better 
than with vitamin A dissolved in paraffin oil, we recom- 
mended the manufacturers (Messrs. Gedeon Richter 
Ltd., Budapest and London) to adopt the latter. There 
has thus appeared on the market, under the name of 
Vulnovitan, a paraffin oil and also an ointment with 
a vaseline body which contain 2000 international units 
of vitamin A per c.cm. In our tests with vitamin 
oils of various concentrations, we found that the 
most suitable oil was one containing 2000 inter- 
national units per ¢.cm., which corresponds to the 
vitamin-A content of a good quality cod-liver oil. 
It was such an oil which enabled Léhr to obtain 
wonderful results from his ingenious and excellent 
wound-dressing methods. Scheunert regards the 
efficacy of Léhr’s cod-liver oil method as being due 
to the action of vitamin A. 


METHOD OF APPLICATION 


Ever since the publication of our work, vulnovitan 
—which has lately been deprived of the slight 
vitamin-D content referred to above—has been used 
consistently by us at the hospital of which I am the 
principal. As I again invite the attention of authors 
to the application of this remedy, because of the good 
results obtained by us, I should like to emphasise 
above all that vulnovitan itself does not constitute 
the most important factor. 


In the treatment of traumatic injuries, the excision and 
removal of the infected portions and making the wounded 
part comfortable are very important; the vitamin A 
introduced into the wound only promotes the healing 
process. For the last three years or so, I have made it 
a practice to apply a liberal quantity of vitamin-A oint- 
ment after excision and before cutaneous suture, or even 
without these, and to place a plaster-of-Paris bandage, 
to the exclusion of any other, on the injured extremity, 
entirely as prescribed by Léhr. In the absence of fever and 
pain, and if the wound is particularly large, I leave this 
first plaster-of-Paris bandage on for 10 to 14 days or even 
longer. The excellence of the results is remarkable. 

The same method is also used in burns. For the treat- 
ment of these, however, it is often preferable to apply 
to the part already thickly covered with vulnovitan 
a dressing of 3 or 4 layers of gauze smeared with zinc 
oxide paste. Blood and the wound secretions will 
permeate both the plaster-of-Paris and the dried dressings, 
but this does not greatly matter. Extensive second- 
degree burns will heal without reaction in 10 to 14 days. 

One of my patients, while extinguishing a fire which 
had occurred at his house sustained second-degree burns 
extending over the whole of the palm and fingers of the 
right hand ; the skin of the palm and the fingers resembled 
a thick cushion raised up from the corium. After punctur- 
ing the blisters and applying a calamine dressing with 
vulnovitan, healing proceeded so satisfactorily that on 
the thirteenth day after the accident the patient, a dentist, 
was able to carry on his professional work without any 
bandage. 


CASES AND RESULTS 


In Léhr’s communication, mentioned above, 
numerous illustrations prove the excellent results 
obtained with cod-liver oil in large wounds. Instead 
of fully illustrating similar results obtained by my 
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method with vulnovitan, I will give brief extracts 
from my records of two fairly serious cases. 


A man, aged 28, was attacked and hit on the right 
parietal bone with a hoe hurled by one of his opponents. 
On examination there was total unconsciousness ; 
left extremities entirely paralysed; rattling Cheyne- 
Stokes respiration. Breath smelt strongly of liquor. 
Vomiting. Pulse-rate 56. On the left side of the head, 
at the parietal bone above the ear, a high contused 
longitudinal wound beginning 2 cm. from the median line 
and from which blood intermixed with cerebral substance 
was issuing. The wound was surrounded by a deep 
depression of the bone as large as the palm of the hand. 
Wound cleansed and excised ; formation of a skin, galea, 
and periosteum graft. Depressed bones. removed. 
Numerous hairs were found deep in the wound; vertical 
laceration of the dura. Hemostasis by ligature of the 
severed meningeal branches; after carefully wiping off 
the issuing cerebral substance, the wound was filled with 
a liberal quantity of vulnovitan. The dural laceration 
was sutured with the finest intestinal needles and catgut. 
The two largest pieces of bone, previously removed, were 
replaced; the wound was again filled with vulnovitan 
and the skin sutured. 

Thereafter the patient made excellent progress, being 
quite free from fever. Within a few days control of the 
lower extremities improved to such an extent that, though 
still limping rather badly, the patient was able to get about 
without the aid of a stick. The left arm was completely 
paralysed. Size of the bone defect : 75 by 38 mm. 


The other patient, who was very seriously injured, 
was a man, aged 28, who while motor-cycling ran into a 
lorry, his bent knee striking with great force an iron 
girder projecting from the lorry. On the outside of his 
left knee, a lobulated wound laid the joint completely 
bare, with loss of substance. The external semilunar 
cartilage was laid bare, the ligamentum patelle proprium 
being torn in several places, and the end of the joint of the 
tibia was broken into several parts. The wound was 
thickly covered with mud, as also the spongy bone 
substance. He was immediately given an injection of 
serum against tetanus and gas gangrene. Chiefly under 
local anesthesia, the badly contused and soiled parts were 
excised ; the muddy surface of the bone was carefully 
chiselled off. After filling the wound with vulnovitan 
oil and ointment, I pressed the bone parts back into 
position. Hemostasis without ligature, the vessels 
affected being dealt with by torsion; only one suture 
of the skin. Compressive bandage; plaster-of-Paris 
splint. Temperature nextday 100°F. Dressing opened 
owing to pain. Temperature on the morning of the third 
day 991° F., pulse-rate 88, blood picture normal, pain 
only when moving. Excellent general condition. The 
patient was removed. According to a written communica- 
tion received from the physician subsequently in charge, 
the dressing was not changed until the third week, as the 
patient had remained free from fever. The wound healed 


perfectly. 


I shall abstain from recounting similarly serious 
and, from the point of view of aseptic healing, difficult 
cases, since they would contribute nothing new. 
I am convinced that similarly serious injuries in 
young healthy persons, after careful excision of the 
wound and subsequent fixation, will heal exceedingly 
well, even if no special remedies are applied to the 
wound. As the result of several years’ experience, 
I am nevertheless of the opinion—and one shared 
by my collaborators—that even more successful 
results have been obtained ever since we started 
applying vitamin A to the wound, in addition to 
dressing it and making it comfortable. Serious 
injuries of the hand, sinews, joints, and head treated 
by us heal as a continuous process, with no consider- 
able suppuration, it being mostly primary—the 
vitamin applied no doubt plays a part in this. 


In purulent and infected wounds, rapid cleansing 
and prompt and satisfactory granulation are remark- 


able, and another excellent feature is that the dressin® 
can be changed less frequently and without causing 
so much pain. In cases of acute and chronic osteo- 
myelitis, after opening into the bone and filling the 
bone cavity and the wound with vulnovitan oint- 
ment, I apply a plaster-of-Paris dressing without 
any other bandage, as recommended by Léhr. The 
results are much better than if the wound were filled 
with bandaging material. 

Léhr’s method of using pure vitamin-A ointment 
considerably shortens and simplifies the treatment of 
osteomyelitis—one of the most protracted and 
troublesome treatments known—and saves the patient 
much pain. 

Other conditions.—It may be worth mentioning 
here that in two cases of tuberculosis of the bladder 
I was able, after nephrectomy, to record rapid 
improvement followed by complete cure; and that 
in one case of spinal caries with a burrowing abscess, 
the dysuria and the pyuria (in the urine positive for 
Koch’s bacillus) were greatly improved after 8 to 10 
days’ instillation of 50 c.cm. of vulnovitan oil, without 
any other local treatment. Two cases of cystitis 
with prostatic enlargement, however, showed no 
improvement at all under similar treatment. After 
the discharge of a renal calculus, I have injected 
5c.cm. of oil into the pelvis of the kidney. Tests 
re being carried on in cases of gastric and duodenal 

rs. 


Ophthalmic disease.—My collaborator, Dr. Zolt4n 
Ferenczy, ophthalmologist to the hospital, will 
report elsewhere on his own experience with vulnovitan 
oil and ointment, which extends over more than a 
year. With his permission, however, I can state here 
that very good results were obtained with vitamin-A 
oil and ointment in disorders due to injuries of the 
eyelid, as also in acute diseases of the lacrymal sac, 
both spontaneously and after operative opening. 
The method utilised in these cases consists in applying 
a protective dressing treated with the oil or the 
ointment, or in introducing an oily drainage strip. 
It is successfully employed in eczematous and ulcerous 
diseases of the palpebral margin, also in ulcerous 
changes of the cornea, more particularly when tropho- 
neurotic, phlyctenic, and purulent conditions are 
being dealt with, as well as for the treatment of 
injuries to the cornea. Injuries due to burns and 
also changes caused in the cornea and conjunctiva 
by a variety of acid substances may be mentioned 
as a very special group for the treatment of which 
the application of vulnovitan is perhaps the most 
valuable of all known methods. Neither the oint- 
ment nor the oil is found to irritate the eye, and 
apart from a few hypersensitive cases, the patients 
experience neither pain nor local irritation. 


CONCLUSIONS 


In the treatment of injuries affecting a very large 
area, special reference being here made to the require- 
ments of war surgery, I consider that the method which 
consists in excising the wound, filling it with pure 
vitamin-A oil or ointment (vulnovitan), and 
immediately applying a plaster-of-Paris dressing 
does constitute a real advance. In septic surgery 
cases, the use of vulnovitan accelerates the healing 
process and simplifies the treatment. 
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HUMAN INFECTION WITH THE 
AMERICAN HOG-CHOLERA BACILLUS 


A THIRD EXAMPLE IN ENGLAND

In recent years the bacteriological identification 
of a number of infections which formerly had to be 
labelled ‘“‘ pyrexia of uncertain origin’ has been 
accomplished. An example of infectien with the 
so-called American strain of hog-choleral bacillus— 
Bacillus suipestifer (American)—is here recorded in a 
patient who presented very puzzling clinical symptoms. 
This appears to be only the third case of infection 
with this strain of organism completely diagnosed 
in this country, the two previous examples being 
described in this journal by Nabarro, White, Dyke, 
and Scott in 1929. 


HISTORY OF HUMAN INFECTIONS WITH BACILLI OF THE 
HOG-CHOLERA GROUP 


This group of pathogenic bacilli has been very 
fully investigated from the bacteriological and sero- 
logical aspects by Bruce White. He divides the 
known strains into four groups, of which the three 
mentioned below are important. 


Eastern or Hirschfeld strain.—This was first isolated 
by Hirschfeld in 1916 from cases resembling enteric fever 
in the Balkans. It resembled the paratyphoid bacilli, 
but was not agglutinated by the specific A or B anti-sera. 
He named the organism Bacillus paratyphosus C, and 
this is the only strain to which this name might be properly 
applied. It seems best, however, to delete this new name 

together, since there has been a tendency to include all 
the different hog-cholera strains under it, anc this has 
led to bacteriological confusion. The same strain was 
subsequently found by a number of observers in the 
Near East, especially during the late war (Weil, Weil 
and Saxl, Neukirch, MacAdam, Mackie and Bowen, 
Dudgeon and Urquhart). More recently this strain 
has been identified in several areas in the tropics 
(Pampana, one case from Columbia, South America ; 
d’Hooghe and Mattlet, an epidemic in the Belgian 
Congo; Giglioli, an endemic disease in British Guiana). 
No certain infection with this strain in Britain has been 
discovered, but Andrewes and Neave have recorded one 
case in this country in which the patient was possibly 
infected in Palestine. 

B. suipestifer (European). This strain is a fairly common 
and long-recognised cause of epidemics of ‘‘ food-poisoning ” 
and also of sporadic infections closely resembling para- 
typhoid fever. There are an enormous number of publica- 
tions about it, 

B. suipestifer (American). This is by far the least 
common strain to be identified in human infections, but 
is well known to produce disease in pigs in America and 
Japan. Only six certain human infections appear to be 
on record, and we now add a seventh. Single cases have 
been published by Krumwiede (U.S.A.), Hicks and 
Robertson (Shanghai), Nabarro (London), Dyke (Wolver- 
hampton), Tenbroeck, Li and Yu (China), and Kitter and 
Zepp (U.S.A.). The infections reported by Shaw, by 
Bauer and McClintock, and by Gouley and Israels may be 
of this strain, but insufficient detail is given to identify 
them with certainty. 


CLINICAL FEATURES 


The symptoms and signs of infection with the 
strains of the hog-cholera group of bacilli are very 
variable. 


The disease may take the form of an 
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acute gastro-enteritis or food-poisoning, or 
commonly resemble closely an ordinary case of 
typhoid or paratyphoid fever. Ulceration of the 
bowel is very rare, and d’Hooghe and Mattlet found 
inflamed Peyer’s patches in 2 only out of 16 fatal 
infections with the Hirschfield strain. The most 
usual clinical course, however, appears to be that of 
a septicemia, often with some disturbance of the 
bowel, but the infecting organism is not found in the 
feces. Bronchitis is frequently noted, and rarely 
broncho-pneumonia. Abscesses have been found 
post mortem in various situations. In Nabarro’s 
case, a child, subacute arthritis was the main clinical 
feature. Endocarditis was found at necropsy in one 
of Tenbroeck’s’ cases, and was diagnosed clinically 
in a patient of Gouley and Israels, who recovered. 
Meningitis has not previously been noted. A 
leucocytosis appears to be characteristic of the 
infection, and if the causative organism is identified 
the blood-serum of the patient gives a strong agglutina- 
tion reaction. 

There appears on the whole to be little correlation 
between the strain of the organism (Bruce White’s 
classification) and the clinical features. 

No source of the human infections has so far been 
found.

CASE RECORD 


A woman, aged 35 years, from North London, was 
admitted to University College Hospital on Nov. 2nd, 
1935, complaining of fever and general malaise of about 
6 weeks’ duration. Attacks of shivering, 5 in the three 
weeks prior to admission, were also described. There 
was an old history of ‘“‘cardiac trouble” 21 years previously, 
since when the patient bad been unfit for heavy work. 

On admission she was febrile (up to 104° F., but tempera- 
ture quite irregular), slightly cyanosed, and very ill. No 
localising signs of disease were found, except bronchitis. 
The heart was enlarged, and a soft systolic murmur was 
audible at the apex, but no presystolic murmur. Soon 
after admission pain was complained of in various situa- 
tions, but especially over the right sacro-iliac joint. X ray 
and other examinations were negative, but the possibility 
of osteomyelitis was considered. 

Progress.—A tender swelling suddenly appeared 9 days 
after admission in the left buttock, and an abscess was 
strongly suspected, but the swelling disappeared with 
equal rapidity. About this time also the patient began 
to complain greatly of pain in new situations—in the 
upper arms, left shoulder-joint, head of the right tibia, and 
left hip-joint. There was also great rigidity of the upper 
abdomen, and the possibility of gall-bladder disease was 
mooted. The mental state was always somewhat confused, 
and little help could be obtained from the patient in 
describing her symptoms. Three shivering attacks 
occurred during the first 9 days after admission. 

Up to this stage the diagnosis remained a complete 
puzzle. Laboratory investigations had shown a leuco- 
cytosis of 19,800 on the second day, and 26,200 per c.mm. 
on the ninth day after admission. Albuminuria was 
present, but no blood, pus, casts, or bacilli were found 
in the urine, A completely negative agglutination test 
to B. typhosus, B. paratyphosus A and B, and to B. abortus 
was obtained 6 days after admission. The first clue to the 
diagnosis was given 12 days after admission, a blood 
culture, taken two days previously, being reported as 
“containing a Gram-negative motile bacillus giving the 
characters of B. paratyphosus C.”’ 

The clinical picture was now carefully reviewed. 
Irregular fever continued, with bronchitis and slight 
cyanosis. Stools rather loose, but never actual diarrhea. 
No spots on the skin. Rigidity of the upper abdomen 
still pronounced. Pains in various situations, but chiefly 
in the lower limbs. Sweating profuse. Mental state still 


muddled. Leucocyte count now 16,000 per c.mm. 

On the twenty-ninth day after admission the patient’s 
condition very suddenly grew worse, and although no 
cause for this was discovered, she died about five hours 
later.

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Summary of clinical features.—Continued fever up to 
104° F., but quite irregular and uncharacteristic. Mental 
disturbance. Occasional shivering fits but not amounting 
to real rigors; profuse sweating. Bronchitis with slight 
cyanosis. Pains in a number of situations (with in one 
area a temporary localised tender swelling). Epigastric 
rigidity. Sudden collapse with circulatory failure. Death 
29 days after admission. The duration of the acute 
illness was at least two months. 


POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION 


The necropsy revealed some quite unexpected 
lesions, notably the cardiac condition and the acute 
purulent meningitis. For brevity only the important 
positive findings are described. 


Heart.—Weighed 390g., enlarged chiefly from hyper- 
trophy and dilatation of the right ventricle. Most of the 
left auricle and left auricular appendage was occupied 
by a large laminated softening ante-mortem thrombus, 
firmly attached in places to the endocardium and obviously 
of some standing. Well-marked mitral stenosis of long 
duration. Aortic valves normal. Coronary arteries 
normal, 

Brain.—Acute purulent meningitis, covering the whole 
vertex. 

Lungs.—Advanced brown induration; no embolism ; 
no infarction. 

n.—Spleen, 140 g., not enlarged or soft. Liver 
normal. The intestine showed a few small submucous 
hemorrhages, chiefly in the colon. Peyer’s patches were 
quite normal 
BACTERIOLOGY 


The same organism w..s obtained by blood culture 
during life, and from the thrombus in the heart, 
meninges, spleen, and gall-bladder after death. 
It was a Gram-negative motile bacillus fermenting 
glucose and mannite, but not lactose. The organism 
was agglutinated by the standard Oxford B. para- 
typhosus C serum to a titre of 1 in 250 at least. 

A culture of the organism was then submitted to 
Dr. W. M. Scott of the Ministry of Health laboratory, 
to whom we are indebted for the following report :— 

Cultural and serological tests have given the following 
results :— 


Fermentations 
Dextrose ee Dulcitol - 
Lactose = Arabinose - 
Sucrose ee Rhamnose + 
Mannitol ee oe «6+ Xylose + 
Indol production absent. Production of hydrogen sulphide 
present. 


Serological tests. —H-antigen : diphasic ; specific 
phase identical with that of paratyphoid C and the 
American suipestifer ; group phase identical with American 
suipestifer; in each case as determined by complete 
absorption of the homologous agglutinin from sera pre- 
pared with standard strains of these types, but “ mfirror 
absorptions” not done. O-antigen: identical with 
Group C. 

Antigenic formula (so far as indicated by above tests) 
VI., VIL, C, 1, 3, 4, 5. Identification—American 
B. suipestifer (salmonella cholere suis (Smith)) with one 
cultural aberration, the production of hydrogen sulphide 
(in 48 hours). 

SUMMARY 

1. Two examples of human infection with an 
organism of the salmonella group known as the 
American strain of hog-cholera bacillus (B. suipestifer, 
American) have previously been described in England. 
A third human infection is now recorded, presenting 
itself for some time as a “‘ pyrexia of uncertain origin,” 
with very puzzling clinical features, and mowlng some 
quite unexpected lesions at necropsy. 

2. The infecting organism was obtained during 
life by blood culture and also readily from necropsy 
material. It was identified and a _ bacteriological 
report is included. 


3. It remains at present uncertain whether human 
infection with this micro-organism is exceedingly rare, 
or whether in view of the anomalous symptomatology 
other examples may have been missed. 

4. The source of human infection is so far unknown.

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OBSERVATIONS ON MYOTONIA*

Ir has become evident from the investigations of 
Dale! that the transmission of nerve impulses to 
voluntary muscles involves the liberation of acetyl- 
choline at the motor nerve-endings. In cases of 
myasthenia gravis it has been found that the 
administration of eserine or its analogues, such as 
Prostigmin, produces a_ striking improvement *+ 
in the symptoms through an inhibitory effect on the 
choline esterase which destroys acetylcholine. The 
administration of a large dose of a potassium salt 
has also a temporary good effect in cases of myasthenia 
gravis,® presumably through its action in stimulating 
the liberatio’. of acetylcholine. These observations 
suggest that in myasthenia gravis there is deficient 
production, or delay in the liberation, of acetyl- 
choline at the motor nerve-endings. 

In diseases such as myotonia congenita and 
myotonia atrophica, on the other hand, the muscles 
involved in the myotonia show a striking delay in 
relaxation which suggests that in these cases there 
may be excessive liberation or abnormal accumulation 
of acetylcholine at the motor nerve-endings. It 
occurred to us, therefore, to try the effect of various 
substances on cases showing myotonia and, in 
particular, to study the effect of prostigmin and 
potassium salts. In a case of myotonia congenita 
(@ man, aged 21, who had four brothers suffering

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from the disease) there was no difficulty in demonstrat- 
ing that an injection of 1-25 mg. of prostigmin made 
the myotonia definitely worse. The administration 
of 5 grammes of potassium chloride or 16g. of 
potassium citrate in solution by the mouth had also 
a striking effect in increasing the myotonia so that 
within half an hour of its administration the patient 
was hardly able to move, the stiffness had become so 
marked. The same amount of the sodium salt had 
no effect. These observations suggest that, in cases 
of myotonia congenita, there is an abnormality of 
the mechanism by which acetylcholine is liberated 
at the motor nerve-endings, and that this abnormality 
is probably in the nature of an excessive production 
or an abnormal accumulation of acetylcholine. In 
a case of myotonia atrophica a similar aggravation 
of the myotonia was produced with prostigmin and 
potassium citrate, but to a much less degree. 

It is well known that exercise of the affected muscle 
relieves myotonia temporarily. This may be explained 
by the exercise using up an excessive accumulation 
of acetylcholine and thus enabling the muscles to 
relax normally after exercise. Our patient also 
observed (as had one of his affected brothers) that, 
after drinking a pint of beer, the myotonia dis- 
appeared entirely for a period of about an hour. 
He further noticed that after a deep sleep the myotonia 
was absent for a period of a quarter of an hour to 
one hour after waking. We thought it wise to 
investigate the effect that beer was alleged to have, 
especially as the patient found that some beers acted 
better than others. We are indebted to the chemist 
in the laboratory of Messrs. Youngers, Edinburgh, 
who coéperated in these investigations. We found 
that the effect varied chiefly with the amount of 
alcohol present in the type of beer taken. One pint 
of strong ale which contained 7 per cent. of alcohol 
had a very good effect in relieving the myotonia and 
an equivalent amount of pure ethyl alcoho! had an 
exactly similar effect. Within half an hour to an 
hour of taking the beer or the alcohol, the myotonia 
disappears completely and does not return for a 
period of about an hour. The relief of the myotonia 
is very striking if the alcohol is given after the 
condition has been aggravated by the administration 
of potassium. A larger quantity of alcohol is, how- 
. ever, required to obtain the same effect if potassium 
has been previously administered. The myotonia 
in a case of myotonia atrophica was also relieved by 
administering beer. We are not able to explain this 
action of alcohol in these cases. 

One of us (E. 8.) has recently been estimating the 
quantity of choline esterase in the blood of patients 
suffering from various diseases. The amount of 
choline esterase in the blood of this case of myotonia 
congenita was lower than the average of the normal 
cases. The quantity in the corpuscles was little 
below normal, whereas the quantity of choline 
esterase in the patient’s serum was less than one- 
half the average figure in our normal controls. It 
is noteworthy that in some cases of myasthenia 
gravis the blood showed a similar abnormal distribu- 
tion of choline esterase—namely, a reduction in the 
serum content while the amount in the corpuscles 
was approximately normal. We do not think that 
this observation throws any light on the nature of 
myotonia. 

It is interesting to consider the possibie explanation 
of the patient’s observation that his myotonia is 
relieved for a short time after waking in the morning. 
There is some evidence that voluntary muscle activity 
is inhibited during sleep and Holmes? has observed 
that the knee-jerks during deep sleep are absent. 


The improvement after sleep in these cases of myotonia 
congenita may be comparable to the paralysis or 
paresis which is occasionally observed in normal 
persons after wakening from deep sleep. These 
observations might well be explained by the -uggestion 
that during sleep there is an inhibition in the libera- 
tion of acetylcholine at the myoneural junction of 
voluntary muscles. 

We hope that these preliminary observations 
indicate lines of investigation, the further study of 
which will be profitable. 


SUMMARY 


(1) Myotonia may be due to an excessive production, 
or accumulation, of acetylcholine at the motor nerve- 
endings. (2) The administration of prostigmin or a 
potassium salt increases the degree of myotonia 
present. (3) The administration of ethyl alcohol 
temporarily relieves myotonia.

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CORNEAL GRAFT IN AN APHAKIC EYE

Ir has been well recognised for some time, mainly 
on account of the work of Elschnig, that aphakic 
eyes are unsuitable for grafting and very few suc- 
cessful operations have been reported. The present 
case illustrates some of the difficulties which may 
be encountered and is an example of that corneal 
condition which is all too common, and for which 
so little can be done—namely, the late effects of 
ophthalmia neonatorum. 


CASE-HISTORY 


A girl, aged 18, was referred with a view to kerato- 
plasty of the right eye. In the first fortnight of life she 
had suffered from severe ophthalmia neonatorum, and 
since then had never seen. The left eye was removed at 
the age of 14 for staphyloma. On examination the right 
eye was found to have healthy lids and conjunctiva with 
free patency of the lacrymal passages. The cornea was 
covered by uniform dense white nebula, leaving a small 
rim of clear cornea not exceeding 3 mm. below at the 
limbus and insufficient for an optical iridectomy. The 
anterior chamber was seen to be extremely shallow at 
the edge, and further details of it could not be ascertained. 
What was visible of the iris was found to be adherent 
over a wide area to the posterior surface of the cornea. 
There was also rapid roving nystagmus with no accurate 
fixation. Vision was perception of light and shadow 
but this was indefinite. Projection was accurate, but it 
was not possible to retro-illuminate the pupillary aperture 
on account of the density of the corneal scar (see Figure). 

Past History.—The patient was well developed and 
general health had been uniformly good. There was no 
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evidence of focal sepsis and the family history was nega- 
tive. The condition of the left socket was good, it being 
dry and very little discharge. Culture: Staphylococcus 
albus. The Wassermann reaction was negative. The 
patient was admitted for observation on May 5th, 1936, 
when further investigations such as urine, blood pres- 
sure, &c., were found to be within normal limits. After 
a preliminary course of ultra-violet radiation and irriga- 
tion, it was decided to perform keratoplasty ten days later, 
the patient having been previously informed that the

best result might enable her to avoid large objects whilst 
walking about. May 15th, 1936, operation. After facial 
akinesia (O’Brien), retrobulbar block, the patient’s eye 
was prepared in the usual way by the author’s(B. W. R.) 
method. A large conjunctival flap circumscribing 
the cornea was dissected well back, a 4 mm. circular 
trephine was applied just a little below and to the nasal 
side of the centre of thenebula. When this was cut through 
a broad adhesion of iris was found on the posterior surface 
of the cornea. The adhesion was carefully divided by 
de Wecker’s scissors taking as much of the iris as could 
be obtained without dragging on it. There was little 
bleeding, small loss of aqueous and, when the corneal 
section was removed, a circular hole closed by cyclitic 
membrane was exposed. The anterior chamber was care- 
fully inspected and found to be almost non-existent. 
No lens was present, but there were shreds of capsule 
embodied in the cyclitic membrane. With de Wecker’s 
scissors this membrane was cut through, closely following 
the circular aperture of the trephine hole ; normal vitreous 
immediately presented but was not expelled. In ordinary 
cases the graft is placed in the trephine hole and held 
there by the action of the superimposed conjunctival 
flap alone; but in this case, owing to the forward pre- 
sentation of the vitreous, the graft would not sit in place 
and the problem of fixation therefore became extremely 
difficult. Finally, a stitch of No. 0 black silk on an eyeless 
needle (Mersuture) was put through the corneal graft 
and into the lip of the trephine hole, not passing into the 
anterior chamber. The graft was traumatised a good 
deal during this manceuvre but every effort was made to 
reduce this to a minimum by constant saline lavage. 
When the stitch was tied the graft was seen to be kept 
nicely in position and the conjunctiva was accordingly 
closed over it. Our hope at this time was to preserve the 
eye, and beyond this we had no aspirations. Four days 
later the complete flap was still in place with no pain 
and very little discharge, and on May 20th the flap had 
begun to retract and the cornea was seen showing through 
the central aperture. On May 21st the details of fixation 


were not yet seen, since the limits of the graft were not 
exposed. The central portion of the cornea gee to 
be bright and the graft was relatively clear. he patient 
stated that the light was intense and there was some slight 
throbbing pain. By June 2nd the graft was seen to be 
in place and the edges united. The conjunctiva was 
adherent to the site of the corneal stitch. The pupillary 
aperture was of a good colour and black. On June 5th 
the corneal stitch was removed and a dull red reflex with 
the ophthalmoscope was just perceptible. A week later, 
approximately one month after operation, the patient 
was allowed up. 

Present Condition.—The graft is still in place although 
somewhat ectatic (see Figure). The eye is almost white and 
there is no pain; central pupillary aperture is black 
and of good colour; fundus details cannot be seen ; 
tension is normal. 

Vision.—The first change in vision noticed by the 
patient was an increase in the intensity of light stimulus 
which occurred about the tenth day. When the flap 
separated she was able to make out divisions in the window 
of the opposite wall and counted the number of light spaces 
between the pillars in the window-frame. Hand move- 
ments then became perceptible, and she was able to 
point out accurately the moving hand. She was able, 
four weeks after operation, to distinguish colours and to 
count the “pips” on playing cards giving their colour 
and number accurately. Now there arose a difficulty : 
the patient had been brought up on Braille and conse- 
quently did not know the name of objects other than those 
which she could feel. She was able to recognise but not 
-to name them, and one of us (E. J. 8.) undertook to teach 
her the alphabet. To begin with the letters H, L, V, 
3 in. high, were used and recognised. Later on her whole 
alphabet was quickly learned, and on June 25th she was 
able to read large print (2 in. letters) composing simple 
words, such as “‘hat”’ and “‘cat.”” This condition has 
been maintained to the present day, and she is able to 
avoid beds and large objects in the ward. 


OBSERVATIONS 


An interesting feature of this case is the disappear- 
ance of the nystagmus when the patient began to 
fix. It was a prominent feature before operation, 
but after fixation had been taken up the roving 
movements of the eye quickly disappeared and are 
now present only in extreme positions. The psycho- 
logical effect on this patient who has never seen is 
necessarily very great, and she is proceeding with 
her education. It remains to be seen, however, 
whether the graft under these unusual circumstances 
will remain clear and what effect the intra-ocular 
pressure will have on the ectatic scar. 


SIR HENRY WELLCOME’S BEQUESTS 


THE gross value of the estate of the late Sir Henry 
Wellcome has been declared at over two million 
pounds, nearly one-half of which has been paid as 
estate duty. Bequests for the furnishing and equip- 
ment of the libraries, museums, research bureaux, 
and laboratories in England and elsewhere connected 
with the Wellcome Foundation are left in the hands 
of trustees, who are also directed to expend certain 
sums within 25 years of the testator’s death for the 
support and endowment of the memorial already 
erected near Minnesota to their father by the testator 
and his late brother, now to be known as “ The 
Wellcome Memorial.” The residue of the estate is 
left to trustees to be expended in shares at their 
discretion with two objects; (1) the foundation of a 
research undertaking charity for the advancement of 
research work bearing upon medicine and allied 
studies; and (2) the maintenance and extension 
of any of the Wellcome research museums or libraries 
now in existence.

Taylor’s Practice of Medicine 


Fifteenth edition. By E. P. Povutron. With the 
assistance of C. P. Symonps, H. W. BARBER, 


R. D. N. Hamirton and 
W. M. Mowtison. London: J. and A. Churchill 
Ltd. 1936. Pp. 1136. 28s. 


AFTER nearly six years Dr. Poulton returns with 
undiminished enthusiasm to the revision of Taylor’s 
Medicine. His major rearrangements in the fifteenth 
edition are the segregation of diseases of the nose, 
throat, and ear (as related to general medicine) 
in a new section by Mr. Mollison, and of tropical 
diseases in a new section, twice the size of its prede- 
cessor, by Dr. Hamilton Fairley. In the rest of the 
book the innovations and modifications are too 
many to enumerate. It sweeps as comprehensively 
as ever over all medicine, including dermatology and 
psychiatry, and it is packed with detail. Dr. Poulton 
reaffirms his belief in the value of illustrations by 
raising the number of plates to 71 and of text figures 
to 104; the principle is right, and his plates and 
figures are extraordinarily good. Detailed criticism 
of the text and the facts and speculations to be found 
in it would here be out of place; the medical 
world has long accepted ‘* Taylor ” as one of the good 
text-books of medicine, and, since the value of such a 
comprehensive book is greater than ever in these 
days of specialism, it will be glad to know that a 
bigger and better edition has appeared. 


1. Imagination in Early Childhood

2. Conversations with Children 


By Davin Karz, Dr.Phil., formerly Professor of 
Psychology at the University of Rostock; and 
Dr. Rosa Karz, Dr.Phil. Same publishers. Pp. 318. 
108. 6d. 


1. Untit comparatively recently the study of 
children was pursued largely on the side of in- 
tellectual assessment. It is now realised that the 
child grows through imagination as well as through 
and by intelligence, and that the phantasy life of 
the child reveals the mental processes involved in 
his emotional problems. Play reveals much of this 
type of activity and drawing can be used as an 
index of the child’s imaginative preoccupation. 
To the trained observer mere skill in drawing is not 
essential from the psychological point of view. 
Relevance and sense of relationship between part and 
whole may indicate intelligence, but subject matter 
and emotional interest are of paramount importance. 
Dr. Ruth Griffiths concentrates on the imagination 
shown in children’s drawings, and she has presented 
her subject in a manner both scientific and human- 
istic. She asks pertinent questions: Is phantasy 
due to the mere need of a weak inexperienced mentality 
to turn from the unbearable hardness and coldness 
of an external world of reality? Is it a temporary 
retreat, or denial of development, a regression, or 
does the phantasy play any serious part in the 
adaptation of the individual to the conditions of his 
life ? It will be seen that the book opens up interesting 
problems in the intellectual, emotional, and zxsthetic 
development of the human child. While psycho- 


analytic findings have influenced Dr. Griffiths’s 
conclusions, her methods are clear and scientific, 
and it is obvious that a peculiarly sympathetic 
approach has made it possible for her to gather 
together the material for this fascinating inquiry. 

2. This volume represents the daily conversations 
and discussions that have passed between the authors 
and their children, the object of the record being 
to provide material for general conclusions on child 
psychology for teaching purposes. One must admit 
that the record is disappointing especially as coming 
from the distinguished hands of Prof. Katz, whose 
contributions to many sides of human and animal 
psychology have been of the first value. Unfortunately, 
the conversations are selected and this very fact 
vitiates the conclusions drawn. ‘Moreover, the child 
psychology derived from the observations will 
seem superficial, particularly to those who have 
delved into the phantasy life of children and into 
the underlying motives of children’s questions. The 
child’s metaphysic and natural philosophy have 
deeper roots than this volume would lead us to believe. 
Everyone must realise the patient and devoted study 
that this volume has entailed, but it does not carry 
us very much further in our understanding of the 
charm and mystery of the child mind. 


1935 Year Book of Neurology, Psychiatry 
and Endocrinology 


Neurology, edited by Hans H. Reese, M.D., 
Professor of Neurology and Psychiatry, University 
of Wisconsin Medical School; Psychiatry, by 
Harry A. Paskinp, M.D., Assistant Professor 
of Nervous and Mental Diseases, Northwestern 
University Medical School; and Endocrinology, 
by Etmer L. Sevrincuaus, M.D., Associate 
Professor of Medicine, University of Wisconsin 
Medical School. London: H. K. Lewis and 
Co., Ltd. 1936. Pp. 775. 12s. 6d. 


Tue neurological and endocrine parts of this 
valuable compendium are noticeably longer than the 
psychiatric, a difference partly attributable to the 
emphasis laid on experimental and clinical studies, 
and partly to the exclusion of the controversial 
literature in regard to psycho-analysis, constitution 
and heredity, and eugenic problems. In the neuro- 
logical section the bulk of the papers summarised are 
American, but the conspectus gives an adequate 
notion of the work being done in other countries ; 
the investigations which the editor regards as out- 
standing during the year have been those into the 
premotor area, the diencephalon, and the “ Berger 
rhythm.” He thinks highly of Fulton’s work on the 
first of these topics, in spite of the criticisms by 
F. M. R. Walshe, here summarised. The psychiatric 
section is sober and critical, in accordance with the 
present trends in American psychiatry ; therapeutic 
and prophylactic claims are modest, and emphasis 
is laid, especially as regards the behaviour disorders 
of children, upon the * medical (a* contrasted with 
the social, psychologic, and psycho-analytical) 
approach.” In the 300 pages devoted to endocrino- 
logy, the clinical side is stressed, though not to the 
detriment of biological and chemical studies. Dr. 
Sevringhaus assists the reader by appending concise 
critical or explanatory notes to many of the abstracts. 
It would be a further advantage if more detailed 
page headings could be substituted for the blanket 
term “ pituitary group” which covers all but six 
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pages of the section. This part of the year book 
is an admirably full guide to the complexities of 
current work. It may be noted that the gentleman 
who appears in the index as “ Oxon, M.A. 329” 
is no creature of flesh and blood, but an inverted 
university degree. 


The Relief of Pain 
By Harotp Batme, M.D., F.R.C.S., D.P.H., 
formerly Professor of Surgery and Dean of the 
School of Medicine, Cheeloo University, China. 
Londen: J. and A. Churchill Ltd. 1936. Pp. 392. 
128. 6d. 


Tus book is clearly and concisely written, and 
the author has taken pains to leave no part of the 
subject untouched. It would be hard to discover 
a source of pain which is not mentioned and dis- 
cussed by Dr. Balme. He first describes the nature 
of pain, summarising the facts known about its 
incidence from the anatomical, physiological, and 
psychological standpoints, and then proceeds to a 
systematic consideration of intractable pain, and of 
pain in every region of the body. An excellent 
feature of the work is the emphasis laid on differ- 
ential diagnosis, so that the reader is constantly 
reminded to seek out the actual and possibly remote 
cause of a pain instead of treating it on the assump- 
tion that it has arisen from some local lesion. The 
forms of treatment available—drugs, splints, injec- 
tions, apparatus, electric heat, and so forth—are 
given in such detail as is needed to make the advice 
of real practical value, and there is at the end of the 
book a capital analgesic pharmacopeia. If one 
points out that there is no mention of the peculiar 
pain due to spinal arachnoiditis which distinguishes 
it from the radicular pain of spinal tumour, it is 
merely to emphasise the rarity of such omissions. 
Dr. Balme has tackled a difficult subject efficiently, 
and we cordially recommend his book. 


The Patient Looks at the Hospital 
By Fiorence G. Fipter. Foreword by Joan 
MALLESoN, M.B., B.S. London: Robert Hale and 
Co. 1936. Pp. 128. 2s. 6d. 


Tue author’s deliberate plan to ignore what is 
praiseworthy and to draw attention only to the 
defects of hospital administration from the point of 
view of a critical patient distorts the perspective of 
this book. But Miss Fidler contends with some 
justice that the fine work done by our hospitals as 
a whole (1) cannot properly be assessed by .the 
layman, (2) is already so familiar to everyone that 
it needs no emphasis, and (3) that the glamour 
pervading the words “‘ nurse ”’ or “ hospital ’”’ produces 
an unfortunate tendency to shut out any wholesome 
criticism. It is not untrue that the hospital is still 
regarded by many as a charity and that while the 
patient is expected to welcome any detail of treatment 
that is making him better, he is regarded as some- 
what disloyal if he recognises that some other detail 
is making him worse and says so. Nor can it be denied 
that as the charwoman said, “‘ They expect you to 
tell them everything and they tells you nothing.” 
Loyalty and discretion are virtues without which 
no institution could live, but they are sometimes 
exercised in such a way that the patient feels 
a hopeless and helpless alien in a state whose laws 
are framed to protect it at his expense. Miss Fidler 
believes that fear is at the root of many of the 
troubles in hospital: ‘‘ The sister fears the matron ; 


the nurses fear the sister; and the patient fears 
everybody. For him also there is always the fear 
of the strange and unfamiliar. Some, too, fear they 
may die; others fear still more that they will not 
be allowed to do so easily and naturally.’ Several 
of the suggestions she makes seem to us good ones, 
notably for the provision of sufficient lavatory 
accommodation for patients whose illness does not 
make bed-washing and bed-pans essential. We agree 
with Miss Fidler that much responsibility, now very 
little used, lies in the hands of subscribers who, if 
they acted together, could impose reforms on the 
hospitals they support. Her confidence in their 
power, however, is hardly compatible with her faith, 
expressed with even more conviction, that the real 
remedy lies in vesting the complete control of the 
whole health service of the country (including all 
hospitals) in the Ministry of Health. 


Therapeutic Uses of Infra-Red Rays 


Third edition. By W. ANNANDALE Troup, M.D., 
Ch.B. London: Actinic Press Ltd. 1936. 
10s. 6d. 


Tue third edition of this book varies little from its 
predecessor. The continued demand for Dr. Annan- 
dale Troup’s book is proof of its usefulness. It 
cannot be called a scientific manual, but it evidently 
provides the information sought by its readers. The 
present edition contains an interesting section on 
the treatment of sinusitis. The value of the book 
would be increased by reproduction of the emission 
chart of the apparatus used. 


NEW INVENTIONS 


NEW AXIS-TRACTION FORCEPS 


A GOOD many years ago I designed the axis-traction 
forceps that bear my name. The feature of these 
forceps is that the traction rods are attached to the 
inner side of the blades and therefore do not stretch 
the vaginal orifice when in use. The 
drawback to this method of fixation 
is that it makes the forceps a little 
more difficult to put on with the 


traction rods attached, because the rods cross them- 
selves during the application. 

After considerable experiment and trial I have 
altered the traction rods so that this drawback no 
longer exists and the forceps with the traction rods 
attached can be applied as easily as the simple 
forceps. I have achieved this by making the traction 
rods much shorter. After the forceps are in position, 
a single bar bent at a right angle is attached by a 
simple locking device (see Figure) to the lower end 
of the traction rods. The traction handle is then 
attached to the single bar in the same way in which 
it was attached in the old forceps, and as in those 
its position is changeable according to the direction 
in which traction is desired.

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THE STRAIN OF MODERN LIFE 


THE discussion of this subject at the recent 
British Association meeting brought forward two 
views that at first sight seemed contradictory, 
Lord Horper stressing external conditions in 
answer to the question, “What are the causes of 
nerve strain ?” whilst Dr. R. D. GmLEesPre main- 
tained that the causes had to do much less with 
external stress than with personal unhappiness 
and conflict within the mind. Yet the two views 
are capable of reconciliation: Dr. GiLEspPrE, 
for example, appears to reject shell-shock and 
fatigue as the cause of war neuroses and to 
emphasise the internal struggles between standards 
of duty and the instinct of self-preservation, but 
he would perforce admit that without the stress 
of war the conditions would not have arisen. 
Only a small proportion of men broke down, and 
predisposition, as shown by a history of earlier 
emotional instability, was so important that there 
was a direct relation between the degree of pre- 
disposition and the length of service before break- 
down occurred. Applying this to ordinary life 
we can understand that there is a reserve of 
predisposed people—sufferers from unconscious 
conflicts perhaps—who react to external stress by 
the development of a nervous illness or, escaping 
a breakdown, carry their symptoms with them 
through their working life. This view has been 
confirmed by investigators of the Industrial Health 
Research Board who have been obliged to dis- 
tinguish between nervous symptoms and nervous 
disability, between those nervous people who can 
endure external stress and those who succumb 
to it. Lord Horper refers to “the screen of 
headache, indigestion, and so on,” thus indicating 
the tendency of the patient to stress physical 
symptoms. This tendency goes deeper still, for 
psychopathology teaches that the inner causes of 
nervous trouble are hidden from the patient, who, 
urged nevertheless to seek for causes, tends to 
find them in the external world, though even 
when external causes are operative they may act 
only as stimuli to the inner tendencies. Faced 
by a difficult or unpleasant situation the stable 
person will apply himself to altering it, will remove 
himself from it, or will carry on with such emotional 
reliefs as are available to him ; to the same situation 
the nervously predisposed will react by an exacerba- 
tion of symptoms and, according to other elements 
in his psychological make-up, may struggle on or 
succumb. If he succumbs then to himself and 
others the external stimuli may appear as sufficient 
explanation of his disability. From the standpoint 
of clinical medicine it is important to keep this 
pitfall in mind. 


Whether modern life is associated with increase 
of nervous disorders is a question difficult to 
answer. In the eighteenth century Wuyrtt and 
CHEYNE wrote most alarmingly about the prevalence 
of nervous disorders, attributing them to luxury 
and indulgence, but gave no reliable indication of 
their incidence. The attention now given to psycho- 
neurotic troubles leads to the recognition of many 
that would have been overlooked even a few years 
ago, so that personal impressions count for little. 
In spite too of the general outcry, is it certain 
that noxious stimuli are worse to-day? Over a 
century ago City clergymen complained that the 
noise of Sunday traffic prevented their voices 
from being heard during divine service, and one 
can observe to-day that the noise of a pair-horse 
wagon is heard above that of motor traffic. 
Conditions of work have improved and unemploy- 
ment should mean less deprivation and uncertainty 
than it did. Opportunities for amusement are 
greater, and surely the speeding up of transit 
provides, especially for the countryman, an 
increase of those opportunities. On the other 
hand, repetitive work has increased and the 
employee often feels himself to be part of an 
impersonal machine, the cogs of which are remorse- 
less; to some temperaments the less leisurely 
tempo of life may be disagreeable, though it is 
curious that the justifiable fear of being killed on 
or near the road does not seem to have produced 
its specific neurosis and the rumble of a distant 
storm is more often provocative of a phobic 
reaction than is the hoot of a motor-car. The 
increased employment of women in occupations 
where marriage means loss of earning power raises 
for young people a conflict involving a most 

werful instinct, and receives little notice as a 
probable factor in breakdown. The world unrest 
of to-day is producing herd reactions that demand 
the attention of the psychologist, but its influence 
upon clinical manifestations is difficult to detect. 
Indeed, we must come back finally to clinical 
criteria. In matters of public sanitation there is 
agreement that dirt, bad ventilation, impure or 
imperfect food and water, are general factors 
affecting health, but ultimately our exact know- 
ledge is derived from the study of sick people and 
only by that means have we learned what is 
harmful and what is merely unpleasant. Nervous 
disorders may likewise serve as indicators of the 
exposure of the general population to noxious 
influences of another kind, and only by the 
application of our growing knowledge of psycho- 
pathology to specific cases can we reach certainty 
as to general causes. 


A THIRD PARTY’S RISK 


PLAINER speaking than is usual in public refer- 
ence to such delicate questions as the representa- 
tion of contributors on the managing committees 
of voluntary hospitals characterised the annual 
conference of the British Hospital Contributory 
Associations, held at Norwich last week. Sir 
Prxk, chairman of the British Hospitals 
Association, said bluntly that the present existence 
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of the voluntary hospitals is entirely due to the 
contributory schemes up and down the country, 
for though hospitals in almost every district can 
get capital sums for enlargements the great diffi- 
culty is to provide for annual maintenance. Mr. 
R. H. P. Orbe pointed out the dangers of looking 
upon the contributory schemes merely as banks 
into which the voluntary hospitals can dip when 
they want to pay their bills. It is not fusion but 
a system of cross representation that is urgently 
wanted between those who administer the funds 
and those who foot a large section of the bill— 
the contributory schemes are said to pay to the 
hospitals some £2,000,000 a year. A start has 
been made with cross representation in the big 
associations, but it depends on the response of 
those running the individual contributory schemes 
in the various districts and of the boards of manage- 
ment of the local hospitals whether codperation is 
really secured. 


Incidentally there is a third group of persons 
(quite apart from the patients) whose interests 
are vitally concerned—the general practitioners 
in the area covered by each contributory scheme. 
We have heard complaints lately of the sad dif- 
ference their spread has made to the type of 
professional work as well as to the emoluments 
arising from general practice. The middle-class 
patient near the higher income limit of these 
schemes naturally proposes to get value for his 
contribution, and, though he may still send for 
his family doctor when he falls ill, it is often to 
inform him that if bed treatment is required the 
patient is entitled to go into one of the local hospitals 
and to ask that arrangements may be made for 
his admission. The doctors thus stand to lose not 
only the fees for attendance during the illness 
but, what is of even more concern to most of 
them, the opportunity of exercising professional 
skill. The voluntary system of hospital provision 
is bound up, in the eyes of most of its supporters, 
with the ideal of maintaining the voluntary choice 
of a doctor on whose continued personal interest 
in their welfare patients feel they can rely, if for 
no other reason than that his livelihood depends 
on their recognition of his zeal and competence. 
It would be a hollow and short-lived triumph for 
the voluntary system of hospital management if 
it survived only through the development of 
contributory schemes on lines which left no scope 
for the family practitioner. This danger can, we 
believe, be avoided, but only if the practitioners 
as such, and not only those who may be members 
of the hospital staff, are also given representation 
as a third party whose risk is as great as that of 
the two principals. 

There is another function the family doctor 
could usefully perform on a hospital board—he 
could act as interpreter for the patient. There is 
evidence enough that while the present institu- 
tional atmosphere is not ill adapted to the needs 
of the patients of what used to be termed the 
hospital class, there are still adjustments, mostly 
psychological, to be made in most hospitals before 
the patient who belongs to a family with an income 


of £200 or £300 a year is conscious of receiving 
the same measure of consideration for his personal 
tastes as he would get at home. In the matter 
of choice of food, light, visits from friends, ability 
to send for the doctor in charge of his case and 
to speak with him alone, and other matters he is 
at a disadvantage which he may resent but cannot 
remedy. Some of these restrictions are inevitable 
in any institution; others, such as the absence 
of a bedside lamp with a beam circumscribed 
enough not to disturb other patients, or the daily 
provision of fresh fruit and salads where per- 
mitted, are matters of adjustment. Among some 
trenchant criticisms of hospital administration in 
a book reviewed on another page the author 
shows how many and various are the discomforts 
that may be experienced by a sensitive patient— 
from that induced by the routine use of a mackin- 
tosh sheet to the loss of dignity when “ others 
rule you and think for you and lie to you ; and all 
your established habits of life are taken from you 
and a new set of unaccustomed habits thrust on 
you.” It is a matter of pride in many hospitals 
that in general patients soon settle down and 
submit to a routine which time has shown to be 
the most convenient. It would be a more legiti- 
mate source of pride if the routine was made as 
flexible as possible, and if the staff were large 
enough to exploit the psycho-therapeutic value 
of giving personal and unhurried attention to 
each patient. In this way we should have insti- 
tutions of which the patent and not only the 
latent object is the comfort and welfare of the 
sick people within its walls, and the voluntary 
hospital system would be secure in the affection 
and support of the country. 


ROCHDALE AND AFTER 


A crrcuLaR addressed last Friday to local 
supervising authorities by the Minister of Health 
describes the Midwives Act, which came into opera- 
tion at the beginning of August, as an important 
step in the campaign for reducing maternal 
mortality and urges these authorities to get on 
with the scheme for a complete domiciliary service 
of salaried midwives. 

Two professorial pronouncements in our last 
issue will have added another twinge to a growing 
discomfort about the mortality of childbirth. 
Addressing a Scottish congress Colonel P. S. 
LELEAN, who occupies the chair of public health 
at Edinburgh, gave many figures to illustrate the 
present state of national fitness in Scotland and 
remarked that maternal mortality had risen there 
last year to 6 per 1000 births, as against 4 per 
1000 in England. That is indeed regrettable 
even if we frankly admit certain factors which 
make deduction from any such figures hazardous. 
The maternal mortality-rate as at present calculated 
is recognised to be statistically unsound. It is 
based on the proportion of deaths in pregnant 
women to 1000 live births, the number at risk 
being very much higher than the number to which 
it is related, as the prevalence of abortion has 
definitely increased. In comparing the rate with 
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the decrease in the number of children per marriage 
and the age of the first parity operate in the direc- 
tion of increasing the rate. As a matter of fact 
the number of mothers who die as a result of the 
actual process of childbirth is lower than at any 
previous period. The rate is not calculated on the 
same basis throughout the world; were it so, it 
would probably be found that there is only one 
country, Holland, which can claim better results 
than ours. Nevertheless the Commission on 
Maternal Mortality asserted that in half the deaths 
there was a preventable factor and then went 
on to allocate responsibility among the parties 
concerned—the mother, the midwife, the doctor, 
the hospital, the local authority. Fifty per cent. 
may well be too high a figure except under condi- 
tions unattainable in a workaday world; how 
much, one may ask, would the death-rate from 
diphtheria or the acute abdomen be reduced were 
perfect treatment available and applied in every 
case ? We can, however, all agree that there are 
many unnecessary deaths in pregnancy and child- 
birth, the proportion being at least 50 per cent. 
in some areas where the rate has been persistently 
high, and probably much less in others where 
something approaching the irreducible minimum 
has already been reached. We must at present 
be prepared to accept an occasional fatal termina- 
tion in a condition where there is so much psychical, 
vascular, and endocrine disturbance. 


The problem which doctors, midwives, and the 
community in general have to face is how best to 
organise the maternity services so that the 
incidence of the avoidable deaths will be reduced 
to a minimum. But consider now the second 
pronouncement. Dr. G. J. Srracwan, writing 
on antenatal supervision from the chair of obstetrics 
at Cardiff, remarked that maternal mortality has 
appeared to increase rather than to decrease since 
the introduction of such supervision. To make 
this supervision effective and preventive was not 
the simple matter it was once supposed to be ; 
some women, he thought, might even have been 
better off without it. Reading these statements 
in the light of the Rochdale experiment one can 
hardly avoid being perplexed, for it seems quite 
clear that for the four years before 1931 the 
average mortality-rate among Rochdale mothers 
was 9 per 1000 births and for the four years after 
this date 3 per 1000, and that the turning point 
was an intense campaign of propaganda through 
all classes of the community. It must then be the 
failure of one or more links in the organisation 
of a maternity service that invalidates the whole 
effort and robs it of success. There are several 
respects in which each may be blameworthy and 
an ostrich-like attitude on the part of any one 
of them is a hindrance to improvement. It is 
for instance a short-sighted policy for the medical 
profession to refuse to admit that, as a result of 
inadequate training, coupled in many cases with 
lack of interest in the subject, a proportion of its 
members are not qualified to conduct a case in 
which there is any serious abnormality; it is 


equally futile to deny that the doctor courts 
trouble when he is too ready to interfere where 
there is no medical indication for him to do so. 
The standard of midwives has improved and while 
they are, as a body, competent and conscientious, 
the financial insecurity under which they have to 
work—and which the new Act is designed to 
prevent—must incline some of them to take 
unjustifiable risks or to shelve responsibility. 
The expectant mother and her relatives are 
primarily responsible for many of the fatalities ; 
they will not avail themselves of the facilities 
offered, will not act on the advice given them and 
insist on interference merely to expedite what 
must, from its very nature, be a harassing experience 
for all concerned. And finally there is the local 
authority which does not supply good facilities, 
properly qualified staff, and reasonable hospital 
provision, or which may carry out the various recom- 
mendations of the Ministry in the letter and not 
in the spirit. 

There is then no royal road to the attainment of 
a minimal maternal mortality-rate, but there are 
several essentials which must be present. Judging 
by the experience of Rochdale one of the most 
important is that the true facts about the causes 
and prevention of death in pregnancy and child- 
birth should be openly stated and discussed. No 
one will deny that the spectacular drop in infantile 
mortality is due to the dissemination of knowledge. 
Even in the meanest homes the feeding and general 
care of the infant is immeasurably more sensible 
than it was 20 years ago; the people themselves 
know the folly of overfeeding and overclothing 
their babies; they know the absolute necessity 
of bowel regulation, fresh air, and sleep as their 
parents did not. Exactly the same improvement 
is to be expected if the elementary facts about 
pregnancy, the need for antenatal examination 
and supervision, the danger signals to look for, and 
the futility of trying to expedite nature’s processes 
were appreciated by the public. Knowledge of 
facts and the reasons underlying medical advice 
would be followed by a willingness to conform. 
It is only where the public do not know what is 
connoted by proper antenatal supervision and 
by correct labour technique that carelessness or 
incompetence on the part of doctor or midwife, 
or failure on the part of hospital or local authority 
to provide facilities up to modern requirements, 
would be tolerated. Unity of medical supervision 
throughout pregnancy and at the confinement 
is probably the ideal; it can be achieved by the 
woman who is to be confined at home being sent 
for antenatal care to the doctor whom she wishes 
to call in when necessity arises. Obviously 
her choice should be limited to practitioners of 
adequate experience. It can be achieved by giving 
the doctor employed at the antenatal centre an 
appointment at the parent lying-in hospital or 
alternatively by employing the staff of the hospital 
on clinic duties outside the hospital. Where 
neither of these is feasible the private doctor or 
midwife of a patient attending the clinic should be 
kept fully informed of the findings there and should 
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be invited to attend with the patients if they so 
desire. Where there is a maternity hospital 
conveniently situated the best possible examina- 
tion and supervision can be given as an out- 
patient service to prospective in-patients: if no 
district service is run by the hospital, private 
midwives and doctors should be notified of 
the findings as in the case of non-hospital 
clinics. 

Good results have been obtained by each of these 
systems in different areas, and it is not feasible, 
even if it were desirable, to get uniformity. But 
however good the system it will break down unless 
goodwill, codperation, and frankness are in evidence. 


In the Rhondda Valley and in Rochdale the out- 
standing feature has been the enthusiasm with 
which all parties have worked together. It would 
appear that antenatal clinics, hospital beds, higher 
training of midwives and doctors, provision of 
consultants, extra nourishment, and the like, 
depend for their ultimate success on the spirit 
underlying the work. The Rochdale experiment 
owed its success to all the people doing all the time 
what elsewhere some of the people are doing some 
of the time. Without knowledge on the part of 
the public and cordial coéperation among all the 
other agencies a permanent fall in the maternal 
mortality-rate cannot be hoped for.

INSULIN IN SCHIZOPHRENIA 


Tue treatment of schizophrenia by severe hypo- 
glycemic shock has already been the subject of 
reference in these columns.! It is now possible for 
English psychiatrists who have no access to the 
original German papers to become familiar with the 
technique and the results, as seen by,a detached but 
benevolent observer. In a report summarised on 
another page Dr. Isabel Wilson has combined her 
own observations in Vienna and Minsingen with a 
fair and full account of the literature of the subject. 
It is clear from her balanced statement that no 
opinion can yet be ventured as to the curative 
influence of the treatment; a case recorded as in a 
complete remission after the treatment has relapsed, 
and all the customary difficulties in assessing -the 
efficacy of therapy in schizophrenia have arisen. 
But what is striking is the prompt change in the 
mental state of patients following the daily hypo- 
glyeemia, and the rapidity with which in some cases 
the schizophrenic attack has been curtailed. The 
first point has made a strong impression on Dr. Wilson, 
who writes: “I do not feel that we can yet be sure 
that any other combination of severe therapy with 
close individual nursing and attention, medical 
energy and genuine hope, and with discharge in an 
atmosphere of optimism at an early stage, would not 
likewise produce excellent results. The strongest 
point against such a view is to my mind the lucidity 
in relation to the after-injection period, when it 
occurs, it makes on the observer and sometimes on 
the patient a very strong impression that there is 
something in the nature of a direct attack on the 
basis of the psychosis going on.” It must be 
remembered, however, that similar observations 
have been made with a number of drugs in the 
last decade. The second point—the curtailment 
of the attack—is of importance and should be easy 
to test. 

Dr. Wilson’s plea for clinical trial of a method 
which she thinks promising is certain to be taken up 
and carried into effect along the lines she recom- 
mends. We would suggest that this trial be supple- 
mented by others, for the efficacy of the method is 
admittedly hard to gauge. However well-founded 
her warnings against allowing scientific scepticism 
to pervade the atmosphere of the insulin ward, it is 
necessary to remember that if the claims now made 
for the method are exaggerated, as has happened 
with others equally promising on their first appear- 
ance, our hopes must not be allowed to mislead our 
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judgment. In our view the trial should not be 
limited to one hospital, and somewhere it should be 
observed by sceptical, or at any rate dispassionate, 
psychiatrists. It is difficult to approach this topic 
without a feeling that the method is efficacious or 
that it is inept. If Dr. Wilson’s conclusions suggest 
to readers that her personal bias is towards the 
former assumption, all will admit that she is 
scrupulously impartial in her account of the present 
position. For example, she says: “ Another point 
of view, with which many experienced psychiatrists 
are in agreement, is that of Hofrat Prof. Dr. Wagner- 
Jauregg, who said that he had no personal experience 
of the method and could therefore only speak with 
reserve ; that he had not been convinced of its value 
by what he had heard and read, and awaited with 
interest further publications on the subject. As to 
the possibilities for the future, he believed we could 
not do more than await developments. ... No 
purpose would be served by quoting more of the 
many other views I heard for or against the treat- 
ment. Enough has been said to show that agreement 
is still far off.” We would commend to the attention 
of those proposing to undertake a clinical trial of this 
(or any other) new remedy in a disease of varied 
symptomatology subject to remissions the admirable 
critique of therapy in multiple sclerosis published a 
few months ago by Dr. R. M. Brickner.? 


THE MOOSE RIVER MINE ACCIDENT 


Tue doctors who attended the unfortunate victims 
who were trapped in a Nova Scotia gold-mine last 
April have written an account of the rescue, con- 
dition, and treatment of the prisoners.? The mine 
was cold and damp, but contained plenty of water 
fit for drinking, and from the sixth to the tenth day 
of their confinement the men had a little food passed 
to them through a diamond drill-hole. The con- 
ditions were therefore those of exposure, with first 
complete and then partial starvation. Resistance to 
these conditions seems to have been a matter of 
individual stamina, for Mr. Magill, the youngest of 
the three, died before the rescue, Mr. Scadding was 
seriously ill, while Dr. Robertson was able to walk 
to the ambulance and made an uncomplicated 
recovery. He was older than the others, somewhat 
fatter, and a physician, but it is impossible to say 
which of these was the most important factor. Both 
survivors testified to the absence of hunger while

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they were starving, and at the time of their rescue 
neither of them showed much metabolic disturbance ; 
although Mr. Scadding’s urine contained acetone, 
Dr. Robertson’s was free from ketone bodies and 
actually alkaline. During their imprisonment their 
chief troubles were vomiting, which might have been 
due to the quality of the drinking-water, and coldness 
and numbness of the extremities. After the rescue, 
vasomotor disturbances, both general and local, were 
by far the most prominent features. The peripheral 
nervous disturbances observed were probably second- 
ary to these. There was no pulsation in Mr. Scadding’s 
feet, and the fact that these were saved (except for 
the toes) seems to have been due to the prompt 
application of a machine which subjected the legs 
alternately to positive and negative pressure, thus 
passively exercising the blood-vessels. The descrip- 
tion of the heroic rescue operations and the detailed 
commentary on Dr. Robertson’s condition and 
recovery are both of absorbing interest. Comparison 
of the latter with accounts of professional fasts 
suggests that the effects of starvation were greatly 
modified and overshadowed by those of exposure. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL GRADING OF MILK 


In our correspondence columns Mrs. Foot, a Certi- 
fied milk producer of Berkhamsted, refers to an 
article in our issue of April 1lth(p. 866) discussing the 
modified methylene-blue reduction test in the bac- 
teriological grading of milk. Her main contention 
is that, in spite of the favourable conclusions recorded 
in the recent report! published by the Medical 
Research Council, this test is inferior to the plate 
count and the coliform test. In the course of her 
letter she refers to the examination of some samples 
by Prof. G. 8S. Wilson, the results of which, she 
claims, lend support to her opinion. Interested in 
obtaining further information, we have been in 
communication with Prof. Wilson, who has kindly 
sent us the following summary of the experiments 
referred to. 

“On March 26th, 1936, thirteen one-pint samples of 
milk with code numbers were received from Mrs. Foot. 
Each milk was examined by the plate count, coliform, 
and modified methylene-blue reduction tests. No informa- 
tion was received about the samples until after the results 
had been dispatched. Omitting three samples which were 
30 hours old, there were five morning and five evening 
samples that had been exposed to atmospheric temperature 
for the time suggested in the Report. Four of these 
consisted of Certified milk; all four passed the plate 
count and coliform tests, and three out of the four passed 
the reduction test, using the 8}-hour winter standard 
suggested in the Report for the examination of Certified 
milk. Two samples had been contaminated with half a 
teaspoonful of liquid manure taken from the drain in the 
cowshed ; one of these passed the plate count while both 
failed to pass the other two tests. Four samples had 
been contaminated with quarter or half a teaspoonful of 
solid cow dung taken warm from the cowshed ; three of 
these samples passed the plate count, two passed the 
coliform test, while all four failed to pass the reduction 


test. 

‘* Tt will thus be seen that under the old Milk Designations 
Order four out of six Certified milks grossly contaminated 
with solid or liquid manure would have passed the plate 
count, two would have passed the coliform test, while 
all six would have been condemned by the reduction 
test.” 

There is nothing in these results to suggest that the 
reduction test is in any way less stringent than the 
plate count or coliform test; indeed the reverse 
appears to be true.

Designations) Order, however, Certified milk has 
been abolished as a main grade, and the standard 
for Tuberculin-tested (Certified) milk is lowered to 
that of the original Grade A milk. As a result milk 
contaminated to some extent with excretal material 
may pass the reduction test; but this, it may be 
pointed out, is not due to any fault in the test itself, 
since a similar result would be obtained with either 
of the other two tests. 

There are two distinct issues, which Mrs. Foot’s 
letter does not render quite clear. First, is the 
modified methylene-blue reduction test suitable for 
the examination of high-grade milk? The answer 
to this appears to be Yes, provided the standards 
laid down in the report are adhered to. Secondly, 
under the new Order will all milk contaminated with 
manure be condemned by the reduction test? The 
answer is No, because the standard has been lowered. 
This failure, as already noted, is not due to any 
special defect in the reduction test, since a similar 
result would be obtained with either the plate count 
or coliform test. As we pointed out in our article 
on April 11th, crude extraneous matter can be detected 
much more easily by simple sediment tests than by 
any bacterial test. So far as bacterial cleanliness is 
concerned there is reason to believe that the methy- 
lene-blue test will serve a valuable purpose in raising 
the general standard of milk production, because it 
will enable far more samples to be tested. With a 
milk-supply brought up to a reasonable standard of 
cleanliness, pasteurisation, which is now realised to 
be essential for ensuring the safety of bulked milk 
destined for human consumption, will be rendered 
easier and more satisfactory. 


BLOOD-VESSEL TUMOURS AND 
MALFORMATIONS OF THE BRAIN 


A Jornt study! of the pathological and clinical 
features of the blood-vessel tumours and malforma- 
tions of the brain, from the Karolin Institute and 
Neurosurgical Clinic of Stockholm and the neuro- 
surgical department of the Staatlichen Luitpold 
Krankenhaus of Wirzburg, is the most noteworthy 
contribution to this subject since the well-known 
publication by Percival Bailey and Harvey Cushing 
in 1928. In his opening sentence in the pathological 
essay Prof. Bergstrand comments on the difficulties 
in classifying these vascular lesions, which he aptly 
describes as an old apple of discord in pathological 
anatomy. He then joins issue with Bailey and 
Cushing who have made a clear distinction between 
the ‘“angioblastomas,” or true neoplasms, and 
angiomatous malformations’: a separation which 
many have found helpful and sound in practice. 
Bergstrand and his co-authors wish to regard all as 
malformations even including the cerebellar haman- 
gioblastoma or, as some call it, Lindau’s tumour. 
Their reason for adopting this attitude appears to 
lie in the recognised familial character of this tumour 
and its association, anatomically, with von Hippel’s 
disease, cysts in the pancreas and kidneys, hyper- 
nephroma, and so forth. Yet we do not deny the 
neoplastic character of the tumours in the central 
neurofibromatosis of von Recklinghausen, although 
here too we have a condition which is sometimes 
familial and often associated with peripheral neuro-

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fibromatosis. Lindau’s tumour, as Bailey and 
Cushing have pointed out, is essentially a neoplasm. 
Not only does it invade surrounding tissues but, if 
incompletely removed by surgical operation, will by 
active growth recur. The name “ angioreticuloma,” 
given to this type of neoplasm by Roussy and Ober- 
ling, has been adopted in the present work. There 
seems however to be no advantage in this, and for 
most people a multiplication of terms is merely 
confusing. The authors follow Roussy and Oberling 
even further in giving a place to angiogliomata as a 
distinct class, a complication which should be strongly 
contested. The introduction of a confusing element 
into the otherwise fairly clean separation of gliomata 
and hemangiomata should be well supported by 
facts and reasoning; in these the somewhat apolo- 
getic account of the pathology of this new group is 
defective. Frum the clinical standpoint too the 
distinction is evidently valueless. since the group 
is dismissed by Olivecrona in a few lines with the 
comment that angiogliomata are chiefly of interest 
from a pathological standpoint. 

In his account of Sturge-Weber’s disease Olive- 
crona points out that the classical triad of facial 
nevus, glaucoma, and cerebral symptoms combined 
with réntgenological evidence of intracranial calci- 
fication is seen in only a minority of cases. He 
stresses the importance of epilepsy as a symptom, 
and takes, on the strength of his own experiences, 
a more optimistic view of the surgery of this condi- 
tion than has been customary. His optimism is, 
however, qualified by the necessity of selecting 
rather strictly the cases that are likely to benefit 
by operation. Dr. Ténnis finds that cases in 
the group aneurysma arterio-venosum are seldom 
approachable surgically, and are more suitable for 
réntgen therapy. Ligature of the afferent arteries 
is practicable in very few instances. All who are 
interested in this branch of pathological anatomy 
will appreciate the clear presentation of the problems 
provided by these blood-vessel tumours and mal- 
formations and their illustration both by accounts 
of cases and by excellent photographs and drawings. 


NON-VENEREAL SYPHILIS 


UNDER the name of bejel, or non-venereal syphilis, 
Dr. Ellis H. Hudson? gives an instructive account of 
a community infection prevalent among the Bedouins 
from which few of them escape, the majority contract- 
ing the disease in childhood. Inasmuch as sexual 
intercourse is not concerned in its propagation, bejel 
has the same epidemiology as yaws, which it also 
resembles in its wide distribution, acquisition in 
childhood, and general neglect of treatment. The 
principal grounds for believing that bejel is a non- 
venereal infection are first that the Bedouin villagers 
are prevented from sexual promiscuity by geo- 
graphical, economic, and social barriers, and, secondly, 
that they are free from venereal diseases and lesions 
such as gonorrhea and penile chancres. The Bedouin 
child is not congenitally syphilitic, though both 
parents are usually infected, but contracts bejel at 
some time in early life. Infection usually takes 
place orally by drinking from infected cups or from 
kissing. The lesions on the mucous membrane of 
the mouth are greyish patches with desquamation 
but no ulceration. The saliva and scrapings from the 
lesions show abundant spirochetes with the charac- 
teristic appearance of Treponema pallidum. Papules 
appear about the same time on the genitalia and 
folds of the skin. The process in the mouth may

extend to the bones of the nose producing collapse 
of the nasal bridge. Less often there are tenderness 
and swelling of the epiphyses and periosteum of the 
long bones. In the course of a year these lesions 
disappear leaving an apparently healthy child, but 
the Kahn test remains strongly positive for years 
even though no subsequent lesions develop. At some 
time later however, from the second to the seventh 
decade of life, ulcers of the pharynx or skin or gummata 
of the nasal or long bones may appear. Serious 
damage to the cardiovascular and nervous systems 
and viscera do not occur, and the rate of miscarriage 
is much less than that in women with venereally 
contracted syphilis. 

In a subsequent paper? Dr. Hudson records the 
results, the first of the kind to be obtained, of dark- 
field examinations, which demonstrated the constant 
presence of abundant spirochetes with the character- 
istic morphology and motility of Treponema pallidum 
in the lesions of fresh bejel infection, while they were 
less constant and abundant in late cases. 


THE BEEF TAPEWORM IN MELBOURNE 


Tue Baker Institute of Medical Research has been 
inquiring into the presence of infection with Tania 
saginata in man in Melbourne, and of its larval form, 
Oysticercus bovis, in cattle there. The inquiry arose 
from the discovery of beef measles in the cattle grazing 
on a farm which was being irrigated with untreated 
sewage, and because there was a big economic stake 
involved ample funds were made available for the 
investigation. As the result of wide advertising and 
money rewards 90 cases of this tapeworm were traced,’ 
most of them in Syrian-born persons who had come 
to Australia infected. In other words, so far as these 
methods brought them to light the infection is rare 
in man in the State of Victoria. The next steps taken 
were concerned with the infection in cattle. They 
examined .many slaughtered at the abattoirs and 
found them all to be free from cysticerci ; they bought 
100 cattle in the open market, killed 12 as controls 
and found no cysticerci in them, and fed oncho- 
spheres of 7. saginata to the other 88, with the result 
that all became infected. These cattle, then, had 
no natural immunity. From the study of infected 
beasts, the ages of whose cysticerci were known to 
lie between 15 days and a year, the investigators 
became sufficiently skilled to tell from its appearance 
the approximate age of a cyst and to determine that 
none lived longer than nine and few longer than seven 
months. By a series of fully controlled experiments 
they then got evidence that oxen that had in course 
of time become cured of this infection could not be 
given a second one; they had become immune and 
this condition was shown to persist for at least 70 
weeks. Confirmation of this view was obtained from 
the state of cattle that had grazed for varying periods 
on a farm irrigated by crude sewage. The percentages 
of infection among those who had done so for 6, 15, 
and 36 months were respectively 46, $3, and 14. 
It seems then that onchospheres must be present in 
this crude sewage in plenty, that an active immunity 
to this worm infection has been brought about, and 
that, if it is proposed to continue irrigation with crude 
sewage, the best way of setting up this immunity 
must be discovered. Of two matters these reports 
have no note. The one is the local presence or 
absence of those grave cerebral symptoms, particularly 
epileptiform convulsions, which are caused by cerebral

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cysticercosis in man and which have shown themselves 
with relative frequency in those who harbour the 
intestinal stage of tapeworms; of this point a 
mention would have been welcome and apposite, 
for it will be unexpected if such cases are altogether 
absent in part only of the world. The other is the 
wider effect on public health of this objectionable 
method of the fertilisation of land; but mention 
of this could not reasonably be expected since it lies 
outside the scope of the inquiry. Yet it is of great 
importance to the community. 


THE COD-LIVER OIL TREATMENT OF WOUNDS 


Tue problem of inducing wounds to heal has been 
approached in several different ways. Primarily 
there is the difficulty of eliminating or limiting the 
action of pathogenic bacteria. Attempts to inhibit 
bacterial activity without damaging the tissues by 
means of an external antiseptic application have 
proved elusive. More harm has been done to the 
tissue cells than to the infecting organisms, and 
for the most part any antiseptic action has been 
neutralised by tissue fluids. The conception of utilising 
and intensifying the natural means of defence was 
developed by Almroth Wright in his hypertonic 
salt treatment with encouraging success, and there 
have been other pointers, for example, the keto- 
genic treatment of pyelitis, that such physiological 
methods promise most. A recent application has 
been the cod-liver oil treatment of septic wounds 
which was brought to the notice of surgeons by 
Wilhelm Léhr of Magdeburg. Further experience 
seems to have confirmed the early opinion that 
granulation is encouraged and the wound heals more 
quickly under the application of a cod-liver oil 
dressing. How the effect is brought about is not 
yet clear. It is tempting to accept the hypothesis 
that the results are due to vitamin A contained in 
the oil, but it is not evident what part the vitamin 
plays. The tissues react differently to animal oils 
than to vegetable or mineral products, cellular 
activity being promoted to a much greater degree 
by the former. An attempt to elucidate some of 
these problems is described in a paper by Dr. Davson 
published elsewhere in this issue. He studied the 
healing of wounds in the rabbit’s ear, and came to 
the conclusion that the stimulating property of cod- 
liver oil resides in other constituents than vitamin A. 
On the other hand, Dr. Sandor, whose observations 
are also recorded in this issue, concludes from his 
clinical experience that it is vitamin A alone which 
expedites the reparative process. In fact he prefers 
to employ a solution of vitamin A in paraffin, a most 
inert vehicle. Whatever the explanation may be, a 
case does seem to have been made out for further 
trial of cod-liver oil dressings. It must not be over- 
looked, however, that an essential part of the treat- 
ment described by these authors is careful surgical 
attention to the wound, the provision of free drainage, 
and absolute fixation of the part in plaster-of-Paris— 
in fact, the meticulous practice of the Winnett-Orr 
treatment. Under such circumstances it is clear that 
the difficulty of assessing clinically the virtues of 
the cod-liver oil are indeed great. 


WHAT JAM? 


In the “Concise Oxford Dictionary’ jam is 
defined as a ‘‘ conserve of fruit, made by boiling it 
and sugar to a pulp.”” The housewife who makes her 
own jam would probably agree with this definition 
and expect jam purchased from dealers to conform to

it. But the making of jam at home is a seasonal and 
part-time job, carried out by extra exertion on the 
part of its members during the season when fruit is 
plentiful. The jam manufacturer, if he makes nothing 
else, is confronted with the difficulties of a seasonal 
trade. Desiring to keep a more or less uniform staff 
of workers, either he buys fruit when it is cheap, 
works up as much as he can into jam at once and 
preserves the rest for jam-making during the winter ; 
or he buys fruit pulp from firms at home or abroad, 
who have laid down large stocks of fruit with preserva- 
tive (usually bisulphite of sodium or calcium) and 
makes this into jam all the year round. His customers 
expect a product of fairly uniform colour and 
consistency, and as the sulphite tends to bleach the 
fruit to which it is added, and the natural pectinous 
substances of the fruit cannot always be relied upon 
to produce a jam which does not run, he takes 
advantage of the permission to use a harmless dye to 
simulate that of the fruit and adds pectin prepared 
from the albedo of citrous fruits and other vegetable 
materials, possibly with citric or tartaric acid to 
supplement the natural acidity. Jam made from 
fresh fruit and sugar is a definite thing, but pulp 
for jam-making may be of any age and the jam made 
from it may be labelled ‘“‘ New Season” which is 
true so far as the recentness of the jam is concerned, 
but may lead the buyer to suppose that it is made 
from new fruit. Strawberry jam, for instance, may 
be sold as “‘ new season ”’ at a time when the price of 
the fruit is so high that few people will buy it for 
dessert, let alone for jam-making. Mr. H. E. Monk, 
in his annual report as city analyst for Salford, 
tells of an attempt to enforce the law regarding jam 
which has met with some success, but he points to 
the rather unsatisfactory character of the informal 
standards for different grades of jam agreed between 
the Food Manufacturers Association and the Society 
of Public Analysts. ‘‘New Season’s Full Fruit 
Standard Blackcurrant Jam” may, it appears, 
contain only 30 per cent. of fruit, entirely pulp, 
stiffened up with added pectin, its colour restored 
with artificial dyes and its acidity artificially increased. 
Mr. Monk, whilst admitting the. difficulties of the 
manufacturer, suggests that the research association 
of the jam trade should tackle the problem of preserva- 
tion of fruit by better means than now usually used. 
Until this is done the home manufacture of jam 
may be the best way to ensure that it is true to 
description. 


JOHN WILLIAM GORDON 


Mr. J. W. Gordon, K.C., who died on Monday last 
at his Hampstead home, was one of the oldest members 
of the staff of Tur LANCET; indeed, he had ceased to 
coéperate actively with us for some 30 years. But 
there was a time when we looked to him regularly 
for assistance along lines that have now become 
definitely a part of the science of statistics. He had 
a fine knowledge of chemistry and was a physicist 
of the first rank, and such medical questions as were 
laid before him were always dealt with by him in the 
coldest mathematical way—save in a matter of 
ophthalmology he seldom made any reference to the 
sick person, who for him figured as an item in a 
calculation. To very many Gordon’s scientific record 
made it a source of wonder that his work was 
not better known, but he seemed always to be unable 
to bring his theories and indeed his accomplishments 
into relation with practical needs—his temperament 
and methods of work were such that legitimate 
publicity always escaped him. At the Bar his practice 
was chiefly concerned with patent cases, and in the 
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conduct of some of these he came inte close relation 
with Lord Moulton who could appreciate Gordon’s 
unusual mathematical attainments, but when in 
time he became a leader he secured no following. 
He was an accomplished microscopist, and was for a 
period honorary secretary of the Royal Microscopical 
Society. As a member of an advisory committee 
he was appointed by Mr. Lloyd George to assist him, 
when President of the Board of Trade, in drafting the 
Patent Act of 1907, and during the war he was an 
honorary chemical adviser to the High Explosive 
Department of the Ministry of Munitions. The 
teaching of his last book entitled ‘‘ Generalised Linear 
Perspective,” with special reference to photographic 
land surveying, was received with respect by high 
authorities, but failed to secure the support of any 
Government department. None the less, it is probable 
that, with the development of aviation, Gordon’s 
method for the preparation of maps based on aerial 
photography may come into its own, and it is well 
known that he was gravely disappointed at the 
reception of this work. One who remembers Gordon 
as a colleague on the staff of Tar Lancet speaks with 
admiration of his qualities as a journalist. ‘‘ Gordon 
was,” he says, “ uncompromising in big things and 
accommodating in small ones, and had a remarkable 
gift for making the lessons of mathematics clear to 
those who had received no special equipment. His 
work for many years at THe LaNnceT was of real 
service to medicine and he was particularly well 
informed upon the methods and results of charitable 
administration.” 


MEDICAL SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


REFERENCE to our recent Students’ Guide will 
show that most, although not all, of the medical 
schools in London mention a good library as one of 
their attractions for the student. It is not easy, 
however, for the medical student to find his way 
about the library unassisted. Medical literature 
tends to increase in range and extent. Medical 
school libraries, like any other library, do not really 
efficiently serve their purpose without a trained 
librarian equipped with the tools of his profession. 
To put the case on the lowest ground, an efficient 
library service might enable the student to save 
time, which in itself is a consideration in the present 
crowded condition of the curriculum. The possibilities 
of library instruction for university and research 
students were considered in an informing symposium, 
under the chairmanship of Bodley’s librarian, Mr. H. E. 
Craster, Litt.D., at the annual conference of the 
Association of Special Libraries held during the week- 
end at Balliol College, Oxford. A series of papers 
by American librarians who are engaged in giving 
regular instruction to students in the use of libraries 
formed the basis for a discussion which showed two 
points of view, expressed by Prof. R. S. Hutton 
in the question whether the instruction should be 
given by the teaching staff or the library staff. The 
question assumed that trained library staff are 
available to give the desired instruction and it is 
doubtful to what extent that assumption is sound 
in the case of medical school libraries. On the other 
hand the discussion also raised the question whether 
the teaching staff have sufficient knowledge of the 
library to undertake the duty of directing the student 
in the best use of its contents. The Association has 
done and is doing valuable pioneer work in improving 
the services in a wide range of special libraries and 
the authorities of medical school libraries might 
derive assistance from it. The greater part of the 
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medical student’s time is no doubt taken up with 
clinical studies, but his use of books has a bearing 
not only on his course of study but on his ability 
to keep himself in later life abreast of medical science. 


THE MONTREAL NEUROLOGICAL INSTITUTE 


THE Montreal Neurological Institute was formally 
opened on Sept. 27th, 1934, and a brief account 
both of the building and of the ceremony appeared 
in THe Lancet? at that time. This volume,? pro- 
duced in commemoration of the occasion, includes 
the addresses then delivered by Gordon Holmes, 
Harvey Cushing, and Wilder Penfield. Dr. Gordon 
Holmes discusses research in neurology, with a 
strong plea for the full and proper use of bedside 
observation as opposed to the relegation of research 
to the laboratory. Dr. Cushing gives an interesting 
account of the development of neurosurgery, in which 
he himself has played so important a part, whilst 
Dr. Penfield describes and gives some idea of the 
scope of the Institute of which he is now the first 
director. The second part of the book comprises 
brief biographical sketches with portraits of the 
famous neurologists whose names are inscribed on 
the walls of the entrance hall of the Institute: 
Hughlings Jackson, Victor Horsley, Sherrington, 
Charcot, Claude Bernard, Nissl, Alzheimer, Erb, 
Pavlov, von Monakow, Golgi, Cajal, Weir Mitchell, 
and Harvey Cushing. These sketches are the work 
of different members of the staff of the Institute 
and collectively form a pleasant tribute to these 
illustrious men, those relating to Cajal and Cushing 
being particularly able. The simplicity and elegance 
with which the book has been produced make it a 
worthy record of a memorable event. 


THE B.P. ADDENDUM 


THE promised addendum to the British Pharma- 
copeia 1932 will be published on Dec. 29th, and for 
the preceding three months copies will be available 
for inspection at the offices of the General Medical 
Council in London, Edinburgh, and Dublin between 
the hours of 10 and 1 and 2 to 4. Anyone wishing 
to consult these advance copies will do so on the 
understanding that he does not before the date of 
publication print anything from it in book form, 
or make substantial extracts without permission, or 
do anything calculated to render direct reference 
to the Pharmacopeia itself unnecessary. This 
rather burdensome procedure is bound on the G.M.C. 
by the Act of 1862 which it is hoped shortly to 
simplify.

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CXIV.—X RAY AND RADIUM INJURIES OF 
THE SKIN AND MUCOUS MEMBRANE 
(Concluded from p. 702) 


Late Reactions 
NECROSIS 


THE common form of late necrosis follows radium 
treatment, particularly implants of radium in the 
mouth. It should not occur if one of the accepted 
methods of calculating radium dosage has been 
used, but is more likely to be seen if there has 
been previous surgical interference. A patient 
treated nine months or a year earlier comes 
complaining of severe pain. A small deep ulcer 
is seen, usually about the centre of the treated 
part, which is very tender. If teeth are present 


they may be loose, and pus wells up round: 


them. An X ray film may show rarefying osteitis, 
and osteomyelitis with sequestration. The removal 
of teeth often results in all such symptoms being 
intensified. It is extremely difficult to decide whether 
the condition is due to necrosis alone, or whether 
there is a recurrence of the malignant process, and 
a biopsy should always be taken. The ulcer is anzs- 
thetised with small pledgets of cotton-wool dipped 
in 10 per cent. cocaine, and a small piece of the 
margin is removed with a conchatome. When 
necrosis is present it is not infrequently a com- 
plication of recurrence, and the prognosis is very 
bad in such a case. A very large dose of radiation 
has clearly been given, and the malignant cells present 
are the descendants of the cells which were resistant 
enough to survive this. An even higher dose would 
now be required to destroy these resistant cells. 
If the area involved is small a block excision may 
be possible. Very occasionally further radiation 
may be justifiable, so long as it is understood that a 
cautery effect is intended. Diathermy coagulation 
is disappointing where malignant infiltration is 
complicated by necrosis, and if a large area is involved 
the patient is beyond help. If the biopsy shows only 
necrosis the uleer may be excised or coagulated, 
but if the films show involvement of bone, conserva- 
tive treatment is preferable. The mouth is kept as 
clean as possible, and even large portions of the 
alveolus may separate completely leaving a cavity 
which soon fills with healthy granulation tissue. 
Prognosis remains quite good even when bone is 
involved provided that the area of necrosis is small. 
With extensive lesions septic absorption or hemor- 
rhage from an eroded vessel may kill the patient. 


Late necrosis is a result of changes in subcutaneous 
tissues and blood-vessels, the pathology of which 
has been fully described by others. It may also follow 
X ray therapy where the dose has been excessive. 
A common cause is an incorrect arrangement of 
fields so that they overlap too near the surface, and 
the subcutaneous tissues receive a dangerously high 
dose. This is apt to happen where a four field tech- 
nique is used, as for carcinoma of the cervix, or in 
the “glancing” treatment of a breast unless the 
depth doses from the different fields are carefully 
charted by Holfelder’s or a similar method. When 
possible treatment of the necrosis should consist 
in complete excision and plastic repair, but it may 
be necessary to attempt to relieve the severe pain 
by diathermy coagulation or by multiple incisions 
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with the diathermy needle in the surrounding tissues, 
where a brawny edema produces great tension. 
In favourable cases the slough may separate and 
healing occur slowly. The resultant scar is fixed 
and indurated and the skin is telangiectatic. It 
remains a danger as it is liable to break down again, 
and there is a tendency to malignant change at a 
later date. 

Another cause of late effects is treatment by 
repeated courses of X radiation. The dose given at 
each course is small, but the sum of the doses may 
reach a high figure, and the result is atrophy of the 
skin and its appendages, pigmentation, and telan- 
giectasia. In severe cases this may go on to necrosis 
of the whole treated area. 


DERMATITIS 


Dermatitis is also a result of the cumulative effect 
of frequent exposure to radiation. It was not 
uncommon in patients who were given repeated courses 
of soft X-radiation for skin conditions, but now that 
accurate dosage can be achieved it should no longer 
be seen. 

The severe and very painful radio-dermatitis from 
which so many professional X ray and radium workers 
used to suffer can be avoided under modern working 
conditions, and no new cases should occur. There 
are, however, still a number of cases, the result of 
over-exposure in the past, and even slight degrees 
must be regarded seriously because the condition is 
nearly always progressive. The precautions recom- 
mended by the X Ray and Radium Protection Com- 
mittee should provide a complete safeguard against 
dangerous exposures, and should always be enforced. 
With radium the precautions depend more on the 
individual ; distance is the best safeguard, but only 
those who have worked with radium realise how 
great is the temptation to catch a tube which is just 
rolling away, or to guide a needle which refuses to 
go in the desired direction. It should be remembered 
that the hands of employees working with radium 
ought to be watched with the same care as is the 
condition of their blood. 

Once dermatitis is established treatment is diffi- 
cult. In the early stage, provided all exposure is at 
once stopped, conservative treatment may result in 
cure. Simple ointments are used, and warts are 
destroyed by electro-coagulation. If the condition 
is causing severe pain, with ulceration and contrac- 
tion, complete excision is the only effective treat- 
ment. Much tissue must be sacrificed and plastic 
repair must be carefully planned and carried out 
either at the same time, or later. The whole pro- 
cedure must be determined by an experienced sur- 
geon, who will not be tempted to leave behind tissue 
which may be affected for fear of technical difficulties 
in carrying out the repair. 


MALIGNANCY 


X ray cancer is the final and tragic result of over- 
exposure to radiation. As a rule it does not appear 
for some years after the onset of dermatitis; thus 
the prevention of dermatitis will also prevent the 
development of cancer. The malignant change is to 
epithelioma. Basal cell carcinoma and sarcoma have 
also been described, but these have arisen in X ray 
scars, and the causal relationship is not definitely 
established. The epithelioma which follows dermatitis 
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is on the hands, and this is always a dangerous 
area, in the first place because the importance of 
the hands makes both patient and surgeon unwilling 
to accept the necessity for extensive operation, in 
the second because of the numerous lymphatic 
channels. If a wart or a portion of tissue removed 
for biopsy proves to be epitheliomatous the operation 
advised by Sampson Handley should be performed. 
The local lesion is thoroughly removed and the 
entire lymphatic chain from the wrist to the axilla 
with the axillary nodes is dissected out. If this is 
done the prognosis should be good, but any piecemeal 


surgery will end in amputation and the final prog- 
nosis will be bad. Most of the early workers who 
developed an X ray cancer died of the condition. 
Since cure is difficult and prevention easy, both 
the individual worker and those responsible for the 
conditions under which he works must make it their 
business to see that cancer in radium and X ray 
workers, which resulted from ignorance of the dangers 
of this form of treatment, is never allowed to develop.

AN OUTBREAK OF 
EPIDEMIC SORE-THROAT OF 
MILK-BORNE ORIGIN

In August, 1935, an outbreak of sore-throats of 
milk-borne origin occurred in the borough and sur- 
rounding districts of Chelmsford. During the week 
commencing Sunday, August 18th, the occur- 
rence of a large number of cases of tonsillitis was 
observed, some of which had a scarlatiniform 
rash and were notified as scarlet fever. There were 
approximately 1600 cases in all during the epidemic. 


Source and Mode of Spread 


Investigations of the notified cases quickly showed 
that they were all receiving a supply of raw milk 
from a certain Dairy A. The milk distributed by 
this dairy came from three farms, and at two of these 
immediate inquiry and subsequent bacteriological 
investigations revealed nothing to indicate that they 
could have been the source of infection. 

The third, to be named X, was supplying the bulk 
of the raw milk to Dairy A, approximately 110 gallons 
daily from 42 cows. A small amount was distributed 
direct locally. 


At Farm X four cowmen were employed as milkers, 
and all four during the week beginning on August 18th 
either themselves had sore-throats or were in close eontact 
with cases of sore-throat in their families. By August 25th 
all had in consequence been suspended from milking on 
their doctor’s advice. The first case was Mrs. G, the head 
cowman’s wife (August 18th); her husband with a sore- 
throat on August 21st continued to milk until August 23rd. 
Their two children fell ill on August 25th, one with typical 
scarlatina and the other with tonsillitis only. All these 
on bacteriological examination of throat swabs were found 
infected with Streptococcus pyogenes of Type 2. Of the 
other cowmen one began with a sore-throat on August 20th ; 
another ceased work on August 25th, his wife having 
developed a sore-throat on August 24th; their three 
children were removed to hospital with scarlatina on 
August 24th and 27th. The fourth cowman went off 
duty on August 20th with headache and general illness 
without sore-throat. All these except the fourth were 
similarly infected with Type 2 streptococci. 

No evidence of disease was found on veterinary examina- 
tion of the cows except for one with mastitis, milk from 
which gave cultures of bovine streptococci only. 

Examination of throat swabs from the employees at 
Dairy A showed that between August 30th and Sept. 25th 


the throats of 8 out of 17 of the employees were infected 
with hemolytic streptococci of Type 2. It was considered, 
however, from the evidence available that these throat 
conditions had occurred too late to be the primary cause 
of the outbreak, and were more probably the result of 
the consumption of infected milk from their own dairy. 
The dairy, apart from having a large milk round in 
the borough, also distributed ‘‘ accommodation” milk 
to four other distributors, B, C, D, and E, in the surrounding 
districts at a distance of 1-5 miles, and separated by a 
fair distance from one another. By active codperation 
with the rural district medical officer of health, Dr. J. F. 
Macdonald, in whose area these distributors were situated, 
it was ascertained that outbreaks of tonsillitis, some 
accompanied by rashes, were occurring in these districts, 
and in households supplied by these distributors. Cultures 
of swabs from the throats of cases in each of these districts, 
from cases in the borough itself, and from all cases in the 
fever hospital gave growths of S. pyegenes, Type 2. The 
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The method of spread of the epidemic. The black circles indicate 
cases, all of which were due to S. pyogenes (Type 2). This was 
confirmed in each case by serological typing of the organism 
obtained from throat swabs. 


Diagram shows the distribution and suggested source of 
spread. 

Examination of the occurrence of cases in the various 
areas as shown in Table I. reveals in a striking manner 
that the onset of the epidemic was after August 2Ist. 
There is, however, some suspicion that infection of the 
milk of Dairy A, though in much less degree, was occurring 
prior to the illness of Mrs. G, since a few similar 
throat affections were noted among consumers between 
August 12th and 2lst, but these were not examined 
bacteriologically. 
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It has been difficult to give comparable figures for the 
borough of Chelmsford, since the notifications were only 
for cases with rashes, and at the beginning of the outbreak 
a rash was not a feature of the disease. Thanks, however, 
to the codperation of one of the doctors in Chelmsford, 
it has been possible to give his figures, from notes kept 
at the time, of cases both with and without rashes 
(Table I., Area A).

The following are two interesting histories of 
typical cases occurring in this outbreak, and they 
illustrate the coincidence of the milk-supply with 
infection :— 

A boy, R, whose family obtain their milk from another 
dairy, went to have tea with his cousin Miss 8. The S 
family received their milk from the Dairy A, and shortly 
afterwards R developed a sore-throat and syn-pneumonic 
empyema from which a streptococcus of Type 2 was 
obtained, and to which condition he unfortunately suc- 
cumbed. Miss S at the same time developed tonsillitis 
and later mastoiditis, for which she was operated upon. 
In her case also Type 2 was isolated from the throat 
and from pus at the operation. 

A boy, FE, a twin, bad always refused to drink pas- 
teurised milk because he did not like the taste. He 
therefore had a separate supply from the Dairy A. The 
rest of the family had a supply from ancther dairy which 
supplied only pasteurised milk. E developed tonsillitis 
with a rash, and a Type 2 streptococcus was obtained from 
his throat and nose. None of the others in the family 
was affected. 


Measures against the Epidemic 


As soon as the source of infection became evident 
immediate steps were taken to deal with the situa- 
tion. The chief problems appeared to be (1) to stop 
the supply of infected milk, and (2) to prevent unin- 
fected milk from being freshly infected at the source 
of distribution. 

It was decided that the only sure method of doing 
the first was to stop the supply from the farm until 
it could be pasteurised, and this was accordingly 
done on August 28th by the issuing of an order to 
this effect under Section 4 of the Infectious Disease 
(Prevention) Act, 1890. Direct bacteriological justi- 
fication for this was furnished on Sept. 5th by the 
detection of Type 2 streptococci in the milk of 
Farm X at the Ministry of Health laboratory. At 
this time, of course, the milk was not being allowed 
to leave the farm. On Sept. 6th one of the milkers 
developed scarlatina and was no doubt the source 
of the infection. A further sample taken some days 
later by milkers whose throat swabs were negative 
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was found free from the streptococcus. With regard 
to (2) the only solution appeared to be the clinical 
examination and swabbing of the throats of the 
workers, recommending that they should not continue 
to have contact with the milk-supply if their swabs 
were positive for S. pyogenes, and this was carried 
out. Arrangements were made to examine the 
throats of all employees coming in contact with the 
milk at the dairies, and swabs from the throats of 
those showing clinical infection were examined 
bacteriologically for the presence of hemolytic strep- 
tococci. In addition, the throats of all new patients 
admitted to the isolation hospital were examined, 
and facilities were given to all doctors for throat 
swabs of new cases in their practices. In the mean- 
time, Dairy A was strongly recommended to supply 
only pasteurised milk. 

In view of the fact that the majority of the cases 
were among adults, and since a census of the school 
attendance showed the number of absentees to be 
only slightly above the normal for the time of the 
year, it was considered unnecessary to close the 
schools. It was arranged, however, as a precautionary 
measure that all children receiving milk at the schools 
should be supplied only with pasteurised milk, and 
also it was deemed advisable to close the public 
swimming baths. The chief reason for this latter 
precaution was the fact that many persons with a 
slight illness who had been infected during the early 
days of the outbreak were already filtering back into 
the general population. 

During the early stages of the outbreak a circular 
letter was addressed to the general practitioners in 
the district notifying them of an epidemic of scarlet 
fever, in the hope that it would help in ensuring 
earlier diagnosis and isolation of all suspected cases. 
In the earliest stages of the epidemic the cases noti- 
fied and admitted to hospital were only those dis- 
playing rashes, and as will be seen later, these appear 
to have been the milder cases. On the other hand, 
when the nature of the infection had become defi- 
nitely established, certain cases showing positive 
cultures from throat swabs for S. pyogenes, Type 2, 
were removed to the isolation hospital although they 
had not, as far as could be ascertained, shown any 
signs of a rash. This was done where there was 
some very definite reason requiring urgent isolation— 
e.g., Mr. and Mrs. G and their small child with 
tonsillitis were all removed from the cottage on the 
farm, also a midwife’s daughter was removed from 
her home. 


As the epidemic progressed recommendations 
were made to the local doctors that they should 
only send into hospital complicated or severe cases, 
or cases occurring in families connected with the 
supply of food, owing to the extreme pressure being 
placed on the beds at the isolation hospital ; further, 
scarlatinal antitoxin was provided free for the treat- 
ment of patients in their own homes, and arrange- 
ments were made for the rapid examination and 
report on throat swabs. Unfortunately the value 
of these facilities was not adequately tested, since 
the doctors, owing to the rush of the outbreak, had 
insufficient time to take full advantage of them. 
It seems a point for comment and consideration 
whether under a similar set of circumstances it might 
not be possible for the panel committee to offer 
some help in the shape of providing emergency 
medical assistance by engaging qualified medical 
men as temporary assistants. 

It is of particular interest that exceptionally few 
secondary cases occurred, as has been noted in other 
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milk-borne outbreaks. Furthermore, during the 
time following the beginning of the epidemic there 
was only one case of puerperal sepsis in the district 
and that due to a different serological type of 
S. pyogenes. 

Before proceeding to the clinical and bacterio- 
logical aspect of the outbreak we should like to 
express our appreciation of the collaboration we 
enjoyed with Dr. W. Vernon Shaw of the Ministry 


-of Health; it was through his help and suggestions 


that the origin of the outbreak was traced and its 
spread checked. 
Clinical Features 


The clinical picture of the disease is based upon 
several sources of information :— 

(1) Information kindly supplied by the doctors in the 
area and based on a total of 762 cases. 

(2) The clinical case notes of 90 cases admitted into 
the isolation hospital. 

(3) The personal impressions of one of us. 

(4) The cases presenting complications and hence 
admitted into the Chelmsford and Essex Hospital. 


The age-incidence is given in Table II.

The incubation period was short and appears to 
have been most commonly 48 hours; this has been 
inferred from the fact that the milk was supplied 
upon a certain date, and that this period elapsed 
before a further crop of cases occurred. 


SYMPTOMS 


The onset varied, being in some cases abrupt and 
in others more insidious. 


The chief symptoms were sore-throat, vomiting, head- 
ache, and in some cases diarrhea, but there were no 
coughs or catarrhal a Generalised malaise was 
almost universal. The temperature was usually rather 
high and the pulse rapid; rigors were not uncommon. 
In the majority the temperature was raised only for 
4-5 days and then became normal, but relapses were 
common and usually occurred in the second week. Any 
further rise in temperature always had some local cause, 
either the recurrence of the throat condition or some other 
condition such as adenitis. Relapses appeared to be more 
frequent in cases which were allowed to get up at the 
end of the first week. 

The rash if it occurred appeared on the second or third 
day and was fairly coarse in type, diffuse in character, 
and usually only lasted a short time. The cases having 
rashes appear to have been milder. Circumoral pallor 
was not marked. 

Cervical adenitis was a common feature; it occurred 
in a large percentage of cases, and varied from a mild 
enlargement of the glands to a collar effect. Suppuration 
of the glands occurred on occasions, but it is noteworthy 
that sometimes when suppuration appeared inevitable 
the glands subsided without requiring operation, and this 
quite often followed the administration of scarlatinal 
antitoxin and polyvalent antistreptococcal serum. 

The tongue was sometimes “ strawberry ” in character, 
this being found in about 50 per cent. of the cases; in 
other cases it was merely “ dirty.” 

The throat symptoms started in the early stages with 
a feeling of soreness, and on examination the fauces were 


vay: 
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found to be slightly swollen, and fairly bright red in colour 
with an cdematous uvula. This was followed rapidly 
by marked cedema of the fauces, and was in some cases 
so marked as to obscure completely the posterior naso- 
pharyngeal wall, and, if unilateral to give the appearance 
of a quinsy, it is best described as a cellulitis of the fauces : 
in very severe cases the inflammation and cedema caused 
fixation of the soft palate and nasal regurgitation. Pain 
and difficulty in swallowing was conspicuous. Thé swelling 
of the fauces lasted on an average about 3-4 days but 
sometimes longer. Experience proved that it was unwise 
to incise the swelling even if a quinsy were suspected, 
since incision gave no relief and in many cases made the 
patient worse. Further, many cases which appeared to 
be quinsies subsided without discharging pus and without 
operation. Recurrences of the throat condition were 
not uncommon, and once the local condition recurred 
on no less than three occasions, each time being worse 
than the last. After the subsidence of the primary cedema 
the throat frequently remained sore for a considerable 
period, and in appearance was red with the tonsils rather 
ragged. Ulceration and follicles occurred but were not a 
feature. 

Desquamation was variable ; in some cases it was true 
to a scarlatiniform type, in others it did not occur at all, 
and in some cases it only occurred on the soles of the 
feet and the palms of the hands in a coarse manner. 

Toxemic symptoms were conspicuous, and a toxic 
myocarditis almost inevitably occurred and led to con- 
siderable disability, unless the patient was adequately 
rested. Delirium occurred in one or two cases. The 
blood was not often examined, but in those in which it 
was done there was no great increase in the total leucocyte 
count, but a relative increase in the polymorphonuclear 
cells. 


COMPLICATIONS 


The local complications which occurred were 
otitis media, mastoiditis, cervical adenitis, stomatitis, 
and two comparatively rare complications—thy- 
roiditis and orbital cellulitis. The general complica- 
tions were hematuria which occurred in two ways: 
(1) in the first few days of the acute throat and which 
cleared up after three or four days leaving no residual 
albuminuria, which it is suggested was probably 
the result of minute renal infarctions ; and (2) occur- 
ring at the end of the third week which appeared to be 
a true nephritis. A transient albuminuria was fairly 
common. Arthritis, in which the joints most commonly

affected were the small joints of the hands, ankles, 
knees, and elbows, occurred fairly frequently. Fibro- 
sitis was also a feature. The complications are shown 
in Table III. In connexion with these figures it 
should be observed that :— 

(1) All cases admitted into the isolation hospital had 
antitoxin (scarlatinal) on admission, if the Schultz-Charlton 
test proved positive. If negative, then polyvalent anti- 
streptococcal serum. 

(2) The majority of cases admitted to the isolation 
hospital had a rash, and these were in our opinion of a 
milder variety. 
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The outside figures are based on information sup- 
plied to us by ten doctors, and upon personal observa- 
tions of our own. 

DIAGNOSIS 


During the epidemic, the clinical diagnosis which 
was comparatively simple was confirmed as fre- 
quently as possible by isolation and identification of 
the epidemic strain of streptococcus. The Schultz- 
Charlton test was almost always positive but proved 
of little value in differentiating the epidemic infection, 
as cases due to infection with other sporadic types 
also give a positive reaction. 


PROGNOSIS 


The prospects of recovery were good, since only 
six cases died. It should be noted that the prognosis 
was directly favourable in proportion to the amount 
of rest given. In almost all severe cases questioning 
elicited the fact that there had been inadequate 
rest. 

TREATMENT 


Hospital treatment owing to the high complication 
rate would have been the ideal course, but it was 
impossible with so many patients, and it soon became 
obvious that there would be accommodation only 
for the worst cases. This is very important in view 
of the fact that the mild cases were so often to be 
seen with rashes and were almost invariably sent 
into the isolation hospital, thereby using up valuable 
beds. Recommendation was made to the local 
doctors that they only send in severe or complicated 
cases or those associated with the supply of food. 

Rest was the most essential part of the treatment, 
and in our experience a minimum of three weeks in 
bed was essential whether a rash was present or not. 
This reduces the complications, and also hastens 
the speed of recovery on account of the diminished 
chance of cardiac dilatation, and reducing the risk 
of relapse. 

Serum therapy was used in two ways: (1) Routine 
in cases admitted to the isolation hospital: an assess- 
ment of its value is difficult, as most of the cases 
had rashes and these were milder cases, but the 
general impression was that the serum (scarlatinal 
antitoxin) appeared to shorten the disease and lessen 
the complication rate. The route used was intra- 
muscular. (2) For cases with complications such as 
mastoiditis and arthritis. In these treatment appeared 
to influence the course of the disease, the pulse-rate 
being slower and the general condition of the patient 
improving although in many cases the raised tem- 
perature persisted. Those with arthritis were defi- 
nitely improved by administration of antitoxin and 
polyvalent antistreptococcal serum, although allergic 
manifestations on the fourth day were common. 

Local.—Applications to the throat of Mandl’s 
paint were of some benefit, and gargles gave

relief. Treatment otherwise was the usual for 


scarlet fever. All swabs were as far as was possible 
taken by persons skilled in this examination. It 


cannot be stressed too strongly that an inefficiently 
taken throat swab can be a source of error. The 
swab should be well rubbed into the tonsils and 
also, if possible, pushed behind the anterior pillars 
of the fauces so as to obtain the secretion from the 


posterior nasopharynx; a swab taken gently is 
almost inevitably valueless. The swabs were plated 
on horse-blood agar, and after overnight incubation 
the appearance of hemolytic colonies were noted 
and cultures made for serological identification. 
Table IV. shows the results. 


Some of the bacteriological examinations—18—were 
rformed by Dr. F. Griffith of the Ministry of Health 
aboratories, while the remainder were done in the labora- 
tory of the Chelmsford Hospital, using the technique 
mentioned, and the typing carried out by one of us 
(F. E. C.) with the kind supervision and help of Dr. Griffith, 


PATHOLOGY 


Six cases died during the epidemic and were 
certified as follows: (1) septicamia (streptococcal) ; 
(2) septicemia, with cellulitis of arm and diabetes 
mellitus ; (3) septicemia, with jaundice ; (4) general 
peritonitis (streptococcal); (5) syn-pneumonic em- 
pyema, Type 2 8. pyogenes; (6) septicemia, with 
cellulitis of leg. 

Post-mortem examinations were performed upon 
the first three cases and the features were remarkably 
uniform. 


(1) Patchy hemorrhagic consolidation at the bases of 
both lungs, with subpleural petechiz. 

(2) Subpericardial petechiz. 

(3) Enlarged spleen. 

(4) Enlarged and pale liver. 

(5) Enlargement of tonsils and of the lymphoid tissue 
at base of the tongue. 


In Case 3, the liver was bile-stained, as were also the 
other tissues. 

Microscopical examination.—The chief points of 
interest were the lungs, which showed— 

(a) Areas in which the respiratory bronchioles and alveoli 
contain thick clumps of bacilli and cocci, including strep- 
tococci, with very little cellular reaction around. 

(6) Areas in which the alveoli are filled with blood 
pigment and red cells in various stages of hemolysis. 
These areas contain clumps of similar bacilli and cocci, 

(c) Areas in which alveoli are filled with polymorpho- 
nuclear leucocytes and also there are many clumps of 
bacilli and cocci. 

The liver showed round-celled infiltration of hepatic 
arteries and vessels in the interlobular septum.

In Cases 2 and 3 S. pyogenes was recovered from 
the blood, spleen, lungs, and throat, and in Case 1 
from the throat. 


Discussion 


The epidemic had the typical features of a milk- 
borne outbreak of scarlet fever with sudden outburst 
of disease quickly reaching a peak. It was not fully 
appreciated in the earliest stages that a scarlatinal 
epidemic was in progress, owing to the absence of rash 
in many cases ; notification was made only in those 
cases showing a rash. 

The scarcity of secondary cases from cross-infection 
in such a large outbreak was a remarkable feature. 
It suggests that the streptococcus concerned, though 
fully equipped for the production of disease when 
ingested in milk, was not highly infective by other 
modes of transmission. The decisions which were 
made, therefore, early in the outbreak—namely, to 
allow the schools to remain open, and to isolate in 
hospital only the very severe cases or cases from 
households engaged in handling food-supplies—were 
fully justified. 

We are aware that milk-borne scarlatinal out- 
breaks are liable to present an atypical clinical 
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picture, and that is so to some extent in this instance, 
though there are certain points in which as a Type 2 
S. pyogenes infection it agrees with other Type 2 
infections producing typical scarlatina. These, as 
Gunn and Griffith showed, are more liable to com- 
plications such as cervical adenitis, antrum infec- 
tions, otitis media, and arthritis, as compared with 
other scarlatinal types. In the outbreak we have 
described there was not only a higher total incidence 
of complications than in ordinary scarlatina but also 
a peculiarly high incidence of cervical adenitis and 
arthritis, much greater than in ordinary scarlatina. 

The incidence of rash has also been of interest, and 
observations have tended to show that the cases 
exhibiting rashes had the disease less severely and 
had fewer complications. In the isolation hospital, 
of 90 cases quoted 78 showed rashes. The com- 
plication rate was low amongst these cases; it is 
true that all of them were given scarlatinal anti- 
toxin on admission, whereas, unfortunately, this was 
only given in a limited number of cases at home. 

Without the bacteriological examination discovery 
of the source and true extent of the epidemic would 
have been very difficult or impossible. With its aid 
the numerous atypical clinical cases were recognised 
as part of the widespread streptococcal throat infec- 
tion and the administrative measures preventing 
continued infection of the milk-supply were given 
demonstrable justification. The value of serological 
typing of the streptococci as first described by 
Griffith has amply confirmed the previous applica- 
tions of the method as recorded by Glover and 
Griffith, by Lempriere, and in tracing puerperal 
infection by Colebrook. The “typing ’’ as opposed 
to the mere isolation of a hemolytic streptococcus 
is of special value not only in mapping out an epidemic 
as a unit but also in dealing with carriers. 


Conclusions 


From the public health point of view the following 
lessons may be learnt from the outbreak :— 

(1) In an epidemic of scarlet fever, where evidence 
is forthcoming that an infected raw milk-supply is 
the cause, immediate steps should be taken to stop 
the supply at its source until it is rendered innocuous 
by pasteurisation. In addition, all employees con- 
nected with the milk, both at the farm and at the 
dairy of distribution, should be examined. 

(2) In such an epidemic the scarlatinal infection 
is not necessarily associated with a rash and should 
be suspected in all cases of tonsillitis. 

(3) As soon as the earliest evidence is available 
that an epidemic of scarlet fever is occurring, a 
circular letter should be addressed to the do¢tors in 
the district, emphasising the above points. 

(4) In a large outbreak of scarlet fever isolation 
is obviously impracticable, and the isolation hospital 
should be reserved for the severe cases requiring 
special treatment and for cases from households 
engaged in handling food-supplies. 

(5) Possibly there is a definite clinical picture of 
the infection with Type 2 hemolytic streptococcus 
which suggests special lines of treatment—e.g., 
rest and serum therapy. In the latter connexion it 


. Inay well be that specific sera, both antitoxic and 


antibacterial, prepared with the more appropriate 
types will prove of special value. 

(6) Bacteriological examination of the throats of 
cases of tonsillitis is important in tracing the source 
of infection in view of the fact that rashes oly occur 
in a limited number of cases. 

(7) The provision of some temporary medical 
assistance to the medical practitioners in localities 


where such sudden and enormous outbreaks of disease 
occur would be of great help in allowing all patients 
to share to the fullest possible advantage in the 
benefits of the treatment available. This might be 
done by panel committees.

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TREATMENT OF SCHIZOPHRENIA BY 
INSULIN 


Dr. Isabel Wilson, a commissioner of the Board of 
Control, has just submitted to the Board her report 
on the hypoglycemic shock treatment of schizo- 
phrenia.1 She visited Vienna, where the method 
was invented, and Berne where, at the Miinsingen 
Mental Hospital, it has been widely used ; she also 
got in touch with psychiatrists who had experience 
of it in Switzerland and elsewhere on a smaller scale. 
After a preliminary sketch of the history and disputed 
value of the method, she describes the technique in 
detail. The symptoms that are induced during the 
hypoglycemic period, the complications, and mental 
and physical effects are fully reviewed. An impartial 
section on difficulties and possible dangers is followed 
by discussion of the unsatisfactory theories so far put 
forward. Clinical observations, mainly those made 
by Dr. Wilson herself in Vienna upon patients during 
and after the treatment, and the tabulated immediate 
results of the hypoglycemic therapy complete the 
descriptive part of the report. The conclusions at 
which Dr. Wilson has arrived are as follows :— 


1. The results of hypoglycemic shock therapy as 
published in a number of countries indicate that the 
treatment is promising. 

2. The association between insulin treatment and 
clinical improvement is occasionally very striking. 

3. The degree of response to be expected cannot be 
clinically prophesied in any case or group of cases. 

4. Because of the difficulties of diagnosis and the 
variability in spontaneous course and in response to 
physical and psychological treatments which schizo- 
phrenia may show, published statistics on the effect of 
insulin therapy can only be regarded as tentative. (a) In 
groups of treated cases the percentage in whom remission 
or improvement can be definitely ascribed to insulin 
treatment cannot be accurately deduced. (b) Longer and 
fuller experience will be needed before firm opinion can 
be reached on the influence of insulin treatment on the 
duration of remission or on the tendency to relapse.

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5. The method certainly merits ample clinical trial. 

6. The treatment is neither too dangerous nor too 
unpleasant to be used in a serious disorder. 

7. Many aspects of the action of insulin in the psychoses 
invite further study and 


She then recommends that the treatment should be 
begun in this country in a single public mental hospital 
where some of the staff would be specially trained for 
the work—the doctor in charge making a visit to 
Vienna or Berne to see the method at first hand. 
There should be, in her submission, an appropriately 
arranged ‘insulin ward,” under the control of one 
doctor and special nurses; records and physical 
observations should be carefully made and the treat- 
ment should be carried out confidently. Some control 
observations should be made, Dr. Wilson thinks, 
though ‘the question bristles with difficulty,” and 
treated cases should be followed for some years. 
A bibliography and specimen records and instructions 
to nurses are appended to the report. 


THE MEDICAL PEACE CAMPAIGN 


More than 4000 delegates from 35 countries 
attended the Congress of the International Peace 
Campaign at Brussels, Sept. 3rd—5th. After the 
opening session the Congress split up into a number 
of commissions, of which the Medical and Psycho- 
logical Sub-Commission was one. Dr. E. Gorter, 
professor of pediatrics at Leyden, presided over 
this Commission, and representatives of Australia, 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Finland, France, Great 
Britain, and Holland took part in the discussions. 
The following resolutions were carried : 


1. Owing to its special position, its special knowledge 
of health and disease, and its great influence on public 
opinion, the medical profession has a special duty to work 
actively for peace. 

2. The Medical Sub-Commission desires to record a 
protest against the increasing disrespect which has been 
shown to the Red Cross in recent wars. 

3. The Medical Sub-Commission views with concern 
the uncritical attitude of doctors with regard to the 

ssibility of defence against chemical and _bacterio- 
ogical warfare. 

4. The Medical Sub-Commission urges the medical 
profession in all countries to consider carefully the refusal 
to contribute towards the preparation for chemical or 
bacteriological warfare, whether offensive or defensive, 
and even under the pretext of “ reprisals.” 

5. The Medical Sub-Commission urges the setting up of 
International Commissions for the following purposes : 
(1) To consider the causes of war, which are to be sought 
no less in the unconscious mind of the individual than in 
social and economic conditions. (2) To enquire into the 
most suitable way of organising and stimulating public 
opinion for the support of peace. (3) To enquire into 
the effects of war, as shown in loss of health and efficiency 
among the population at large, civil as well as military. 

6. The Sub-Commission asserts that the world is in a 
state bordering on war psychosis. It is clear that both 
peoples and States are being led into war by impulses of 
which they are not conscious. It is important that they 
should be made aware of these impulses, and to this end 
professional men are urged to use all their influence. 


The last resolution was introduced by Dr. Roorda 
(Holland); the others were based on the agenda 


drawn up in London by the Medical Peace Campaign, 
of which the secretary is Dr. Cecile Booysen. At 
a final meeting with members of the other sub- 
commissions into which the Commission of Arts, 
Letters and Science had divided itself it was agreed 
that the work begun by the various sub-commissions 
should be carried further by groups in the different 


countries after the congress was over. Dr. Booysen 
agreed to act temporarily as the convener and 
organiser of the British medical group, and she is 
ready to give information to anyone applying to 
her at 12, Kent-terrace, London, N.W.1 

As already announced, a meeting is being held on 
Thursday (24th) in the Hastings Hall, B.M.A. House, 
under the chairmanship of Dr. E. P. Poulton, to 
receive a report from members of the profession who 
attended the Medical Sub-Commission at Brussels, 
and to consider what methods may be usefully 
employed for awakening the profession as a whole 
to the necessity of exerting its undoubted influence 
for the preservation of the world’s peace. 


MEDICINE AND THE LAW 


Weil’s Disease and Workmen’s Compensation 


Tue Home Office has been advised ' that infection 
by Leptospira icterohemorrhagie might properly be 
scheduled as an industrial disease under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. The recommendation, 
however, is cautiously worded. The Act contemplates 
that specified diseases, being incidental to work in 
specified processes, shall be equivalent to the happen- 
ing of an accident to the worker. Weil’s disease 
(to use the general term which the committee rightly 
desires to narrow) is not entirely occupational. The 
sewer rat is the main carrier, excreting the organism 
in its urine. The leptospira may enter the human 
body through the mucous membrane of the nose, 
through the alimentary canal from contaminated 
food or drink, or through abrasions of the skin. 
The most likely scenes of infection are those where 
man is exposed to water or slime—mines, sewers, 
fish-cleaning premises, farm middens, piggeries or 
slaughter-houses. Sewer-workers engaged in repairs 
and fish-workers employed in cleaning and filleting 
fish seem specially liable because skin abrasions are 
a special risk of their work. But the committee 
observes that evidence is accumulating of non- 
occupational sources of infection and that the incidence 
of the disease in any particular class of work seems to 
be small in relation to the numbers employed. The 
committee therefore advises that no process or 
processes be earmarked in the schedule to the Act 
so as to create a presumption that the disease is 
due to the nature of the employment. It considers 
that the disease may become unsuitable for retention 
in the schedule in the light of increased knowledge 
or a change in conditions. One of the practical 
tests of an industrial disease in the technical sense 
used in the Workmen’s Compensation Act is this: 
is the disease so specific to the employment that the 
causation of the disease by the employment can be 
established in individual cases? Weil’s disease can 
now be diagnosed as due to infection by the organism, 
but could the county court judge reasonably be 
expected to reach a conclusion as to the source of 
infection? In England, the committee says, the 
disease is comparatively rare and the circumstances 
in which the workman had been exposed to the risk 
of infection would usually have been confined to his 
occupation or could be ascertained with fair certainty. 
Nevertheless the special difficulties of the problem 
lead the committee to recommend that infection by 
Leptospira icterohemorrhagie be’ scheduled as an 
industrial disease conferring a right to compensation

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only where the diagnosis is confirmed by bacterio- 
logical or serological examination. Except where 
the employer admits liability under Section 44 (2) 
of the Act, the certifying surgeon should be required 
to certify that he is (or is not) satisfied that the work- 
man is suffering from this particular infection 


‘confirmed by bacteriological or serological examina- 


tion. The certifying surgeon, of course, must 
personally examine: the workman before certifying. 
The committee contemplates that the workman, 
or someone acting on his behalf, should produce the 
necessary evidence by way of confirmation. In 
practice the certifying surgeon would communicate 
direct with the workman’s medical attendant or 
with the hospital and would explain that the right 
to compensation depended on the production of the 
confirming evidence of bacteriological or serological 
tests. The insistence on this confirmation would be 
relaxed in fatal cases where positive bacteriological 
or serological data will seldom be available. The 
committee suggests that the county court judge 
would be justified in concluding from general evidence 
that the death was due to the disease. It will thus 
be seen that the committee’s recommendation for 
the scheduling of infection by Leptospira icterohemor- 
rhagie@ as an industrial disease is unusually tentative 
and conditional. The Home Secretary can by order 
extend the scheduled list of industrial diseases in 
the Act to other diseases and other processes ‘‘ either 
without modification or subject to such modifications 
as may be contained in the order.” At first sight it is 
by no means certain that the rather complicated condi- 
tions which the committee would attach to the order 
can be enacted without some disturbance of the terms 
of Sections 43 and 44. In other words, it is not clear 
whether the necessary change in the law can con- 
veniently be made by departmental order rather than 
by Parliamentary amendment of the Act. This 
aspect of the case may safely be left to the admin- 
istrative authority concerned. 


Identification for Police-court Purposes 


The identification parade is notoriously capable of 
abuse. If a vagrant is suspected of stealing the 
washing from the line, it is hardly fair to put him 
up along with a dozen well-dressed and respectable- 
looking citizens for identification by the housewife. 


‘ Official instructions direct the police to parade the 


suspect as far as possible with men of like appearance. 
Other official instructions regulate the preliminary 
use of photographs. If complainants are asked to 
attempt to pick out the photograph of the suspect 
from an album of criminal records, it is likely that, 
at the actual identification parade, they will be looking 
for the man whose photograph they have just seen. 
The influence of photographs was discussed in a case 
at Bow-street police-court last week, where a man 
was charged with stealing by means of a trick from 
a messenger boy. The boy was shown several 
photographs before the arrest and he picked out one. 
He afterwards attended an identification parade and 
picked the man out from among nine others. When 
a detective had given evidence of the identification 
at the parade, the magistrate remarked “you did 
not go on to add ‘ but of course the whole thing was a 
perfect farce as the boy had already been shown his 
photograph.’” The magistrate commented severely 
on the practice of the police. The evidence of identity 
must have been meant to affect his mind by suggesting 
that the boy picked the man out unaided at the 
parade. The magistrate thought the court should 
be told of any prior examination of photographs. He 
asked that his remarks should be conveyed to police 


headquarters and he dismissed the charge without 
calling on the defence. 

On the other hand, one can imagine that the police 
consider their practice justified. They know that a 
particular crime is repeatedly committed by a 
particular person. Their records are arranged to 
take advantage of this knowledge. They are scolded 
if crimes go undetected. They want the earliest 
possible identification so that they can do their best 
to recover stolen goods in the suspect’s place of 
residence. Property-owners and insurance companies 
will approve so far. The official directions for allowing 
a witness to identify a -photograph are careful to 
avoid letting the witness know the criminal record 
associated with the portrait. Press publicity is 
an important feature of modern trials. If the 
prosecution tell the magistrate that the accused was 
identified at a parade after an exhibition of photo- 
graphs, that is tantamount to telling the prospective 
jurymen that the accused has a bad criminal record. 
The Court of Criminal Appeal would presumably 
set aside a trial if this element were present. The 
public prosecutor therefore refrains from opening 
with any reference to photographs ; it is left to the 
defending advocate to raise the point, if he desires, 
by way of challenge of the method of identification. 
The situation is a clash between the national tradition 
of fairness towards accused persons and the national 
interest in the detection of offenders. 


HOME FOR MENTAL DEFECTIVES 


An important advance in the treatment of mental 
defectives has been achieved by the Glasgow corporation 
public assistance committee in the opening of the Lennox 
Castle Institution. A model village has been created 
round the 100-year-old castle which will house almost 
1000 mentally defective patients and a staff of 300. The 
estate was purchased at a price of £25,000 in 1927, and the 
work begun in 1929. The area available extends to 
1200 acres, on which recreation grounds, including a 
bowling green, football and hockey pitches, croquet 
lawn, and gymnasium, have been formed. In order to 
avoid bringing a water-supply from Glasgow, a further 
800 acres of moor were purchased as a catchment area, 
on which a dam and reservoir with a capacity of 5,000,000 
gals. have been constructed. On the moorland about a 
million trees have been planted. The institution is laid 
out in two main sections to provide accommodation for 
600 male and 600 female patients. There are 40 dormitory 
blocks—for the most part single-storey buildings with 
two wards, each accommodating 23 patients, and two 
side wards as sick bays, each with two beds. There is 
a day room in each block facing south, while the dormi- 
tories face north. To each of the main sections a refectory 
block is attached, with dining hall to seat 600, and an 
up-to-date kitchen. Apart from these, the buildings 
comprise an assembly and administrative section, a 
hospital with isolation block, a research and lecture room, 
48 modern houses for married members of the staff, lodge 
houses and boiler block. From the last-named, there 
branch out 6} miles of main cable and nearly 124 miles 
of telephone cable in addition to steam heating pipes 
leading to every block. The panel system of heating has 
been adopted. The work of the institution will be done 
by the patients themselves under trained supervision, 
and it is intended to make the institution self-contained 
and self-supporting. The workshops for the men will 
provide tinware, rugs, tailored garments, boot and shoe 
repairing and other handicrafts, while the female patients 
will be employed at dressmaking, rugmaking, and at 
duties in connexion with the kitchen and laundry. The 
assembly room is capable of seating 1200, and has been 
equipped for the cinema as well as concerts and dancing. 
For the benefit of visitors to the patients, an attractive 
tea-room with sun balcony has been provided. 
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GRAINS AND SCRUPLES 


Under this heading appear week by week the unfettered thoughts of doctors in 
various occupations.

FROM A DOCTOR WITHOUT PATIENTS 


My predecessor with patients, A London Surgeon, 
warms my heart with his enthusiasm for “the 
Classics’ which he holds to be the “surest founda- 
tion for the training of a mind.” I am a little doubtful 
about the reasons he gives. If he means by “ the 
Classics,” as I think he does, the great Greek and 
Roman writers, they tell us very little to the purpose 
about mankind in his youth. Certainly they were 
nearer mankind in his youth than we are, but much 
as Hackney is nearer the North Pole than Peckham 
and that is all. There are more cogent reasons for 
holding that, if not exact scholarship, at least a 
reading knowledge of Latin and Greek ought to be 
part of medical education. Down to the middle of 
the eighteenth century nearly all medical literature 
was in Latin, and it cannot be wise wholly to ignore 
it as so many of us do. It is true that most of the 
famous writers have been translated, but it is well 
also to read some of the second-rate people, to try 
to get under the skin of a doctor of the past. Then 
the Greek medical writers have all been translated 
into Latin, but very little of the most famous, Galen, 
has been translated into a modern language. The 
Greek classics illustrate, agreeably and simply, intel- 
lectual mistakes which we go on making. Take, for 
instance, one of the easy dialogues of Plato, the 
Euthyphro. Euthyphro was a brisk, pugnacious 
young man; full of self-confidence. Our psycho- 
logists would call him a cheerful extrovert. I daresay, 
under other auspices, he might have grown into a 
successful Harley-street surgeon. He was quite sure 
that in starting a prosecution of his father for murder 
(the father had caused the death of a slave by negli- 
gence) he was fulfilling his plain, ethical duty. But 
Socrates, in his tiresome way, tempted him to define 


ethical duty, or holiness (rd dco) and then 
Euthyphro was in trouble. 


When in some earlier notes I said something about 


research, a memory of Euthyphro warned me off a 
definition. A London Surgeon is a bolder man than 
I. He ought to be, of course, if, as he says, most 
researchers go into business rather “from a know- 
ledge of their own inadequacy for the battle of life ” 
than from any passion for discovery, for I am—in a 
way—a researcher. So, being a bolder man, he has 
supplied a definition. ‘‘ Research is constant inquiry.” 
That has one great merit, succinctness. It is not 
quite new to me. A good many years ago, a professor 
in a northern university proposed the same or a 
similar definition. His physiological colleague, a 
researcher under any definition and rather fond of 
teasing other professors, showed me a lamp he had 
constructed. It had a nice broad shade upon which 
the word RESEARCH appeared in big, red letters 
when the current was switched on. He explained 
that, in view of Prof. X’s definition, the physiological 
laboratory attendant had orders to convey the lamp 
to the bench of any student or demonstrator who 
had been working continuously for more than three 
hours and switch it on. This suggests one difficulty 
in the definition. There are others. When Euthyphro 
defined holiness as that which was pleasing to the 
gods, some difficulty was made by Socrates as to 


whether an action was holy because it was pleasing 
to the gods, or pleasing to the gods because it was 
holy. A London Surgeon might have similar 
difficulties had Socrates survived. 


It would take a diligent man some days to collect 
the data and work out the averages of the scores 
of all batsmen who played in first-class cricket at 
least five times from the first appearance of W. G. 
Grace down to 1936. 

It took Paul Bert, say, half an hour (a couple of 
experiments) to prove that high tension oxygen was one 
of the most rapid and deadly of poisons. Both investi- 
gations would have contributed new facts to the sum 
of human knowledge. But a definition which would 
make my statistician’s discovery research and exclude 
Paul Bert’s discovery does not satisfy me. Perhaps 
it is an unsatisfactory definition which leads a London 
Surgeon to take so pessimistic a view of researchers ; 
if his definition were right I should say researchers 
were rather dull dogs, but is it? Having shied at 
his cocoa-nut, it would be unsporting not to set up 
one for him to smash. I know I cannot make a defini- 
tion of research which would have a chance in the 
hands of Socrates, I can only try to explain what I 
think most people mean by research. 

If one asked an ordinary middle-class man what 
he thought research was, I think he would say it 
was finding things out. If one objected that solving 
a Torquemada cross-word was finding something 
out, he would say he meant finding new things out, 
and that seems to me as near the truth as we are 
likely to come; but there are still difficulties. I 
think we assume that the novelty must be reached 
by some intellectual process. Before the last census 
one of the dailies offered a prize for the nearest fore- 
cast of the result. It published the census figures 
for 1921 and plenty more relevant information was 
accessible. Thousands of people sent answers, and 
one was within a few units of the actual figure. 
Somebody said, in print, that the winner was a better 
forecaster than the expert staff of the General Register 
Office, whose estimate was some hundreds or thousands 
out. But nobody would say the winner was a 
researcher and nearly everybody would agree that 
processes of extrapolation are at least methods of 
research. So we may extend the definition to *‘ trying 
to find out new things by intellectual means.” But 
still there is difficulty about “new.” How new? 


New to whom ? 
* * 


There is a story that the French Academy of 
Sciences offered a prize for the solution of a problem 
in the theory of numbers. The English mathema- 
tician, H. J. 8. Smith, had solved the problem years 
before. He sent the Academy a reprint of his memoir 
and was awarded the prize. Suppose some young 
mathematician who, like the Academy, did not know 
Smith’s paper had tackled and solved the problem, 
would not his work have been research? In current 
usage we understand by “‘new’”’ new to the investi- 
gator and not recorded in literature with which a 
trained man might reasonably be expected to be 
familiar. 

But we have not done with “ new ” or with “ intel- 
lectual means.”” We require not only novelty but 
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importance in the result, and we do expect some 
measure of difficulty in the means. We should rule 
out the study of batting averages because the result 
is trivial and the means of reaching it within the 
powers of a boy at an elementary school. We should 
include Bert’s discovery because even if the making 
of it were the work of a few minutes, only a trained 
and experienced man could have thought of doing 
and been able to do the experiment at all; and the 
result was of dramatic interest. Plainly these quali- 
fications make hay of any exception-proof definition. 
Is an important result reached by intellectually easy 
means research? Is a trivial result gained by 
extremely ingenious methods research? Who shall 
decide what is trivial (remember Galvani and the 
thunderstorm) and what method is intellectually 
worthy? I think a researcher is an inquisitive 
person, with an itch to inquire into matters which 
are not wholly personal, seeking to gratify his curiosity 
in an intelligent way ; and that is the best I can do. 
* * * 


On one point, i wholly agree with A London 
Surgeon; all people doing research work are not 
researchers. Lad A comes to me and says he would 
like to find out whether the prognosis of lobar pneu- 
monia is worse in red haired than in brown haired 
men. I may (or may not) think this an interesting 
subject for research. I shall first advise him to find 
out whether some other inquisitive person has looked 
into the matter and tell him to search the literature. 
If he comes back and tells me he can find nothing, 
I shall ask him how he proposes to solve the problem. 
He produces a plan. I satisfy myself that it is reason- 
able, and he has the technical skill to carry it 
out and tell him to carry on. He does so and pro- 
duces a paper. It may be good, indifferent, or bad. 
Anyhow it is a research and he is a researcher. 

Lad B comes along and tells me he would like to 
do a piece of research. I set him (I should not) the 
problem of the red headed men. I tell him how to 
obtain data and how to analyse them. He produces 
a paper; it may be a much better paper than A’s 
would have been, a much better piece of research. 
But there is no evidence that B is a researcher at all. 


He may be a harmless drudge or a climber. A London 
Surgeon thinks a majority of researchers are B’s and 
I think he is wrong. Of course in real life there is 
no clear-cut distinction between A’s and B’s, but my 
experience has been that a majority of those who 
stick it out in research are more A’s than B’s. In 
earlier days when research was inseparable from 
teaching and nobody would get a decent teaching 
post without seeming to make good as a researcher, 
there were more B’s. Now, in pure research posts 
few B’s survive a first appointment unless the head 
of the department is a bad or, at least, a selfish man. 
* 


Whether, as I said before, doing research is intel- 
lectually good training for people who are not re- 
searchers, is a hard question to answer. There is 
this to be said for it, that it may help a man to a 
charitable understanding of fellow workers with 
different ideals and habits of thought. And the same 
may be said of making born researchers live for a 
while with clinicians and share their work. 

One thing I am sure about; our faculty suffers 
too much from mutual scorn. Sir A. B. in Harley- 
street sneers at the high browed Prof. C.: “* A cleverish 
man, my dear fellow, but no breadth at all, no vision,” 
and secretly fears and envies C’s exact knowledge. 
Prof. C. entertains his friends with anecdotes of 
“*that priceless fool B’s” ignorance and is secretly 
annoyed that B can afford a better car and more 
exciting holidays than he. Dr. D., driving his old 
Morris ten miles through the night to a P.P.H. in a 
cottage, curses pompous medical baronets and footling 
professors impartially. They really know very little 
one of another. 

I thought I was a fairly well-informed person. 
Well, A London Surgeon names six surgeons of uni- 
versal fame and four are not even names.to me. If 
I named six heroes in my field of work, A London 
Surgeon might do no better. And this is within our 
own faculty. It is a pity. A really well-mixed 
dining club might help us. But I suppose it would 
either be a crowd without conversation, or succumb 
to our English love of inventing minor distinctions 
and “ honours ”’ and be select and wire-pulled. 


PANEL AND CONTRACT PRACTICE 


Anesthetics in Hospital 


Dr. A, honorary anesthetist at a local hospital, 
made a charge of two guineas for the administration 
of an anesthetic to one of her insured patients who 
was operated on for appendicitis by a surgeon at the 
hospital and was treated in a private ward. Dr. A 
claimed that the service she rendered was of a special 
character and therefore outside the scope of medical 
benefit but the local medical committee disallowed the 
claim. She explained to the appropriate sub- 
committee the circumstances under which she was 
called upon to accept the insured person and to 
undertake the treatment of her case, and although 
these were exceptional the subcommittee considered 
she was not justified in accepting fees for her services 
and they accordingly repaid the insured person and 
deducted the amount from Dr. A’s remuneration. 
She accepted this decision although she felt, in the 
special circumstances, that she had been hardly 
treated. Later she communicated with the British 
Medical Association and was informed that as under the 
rules of the hospital patients are entitled te treatment 
only by members of the hospital staff no treatment 
given in the hospital to an insured person by an 


insurance practitioner can rank as treatment under 
the N.H.I. Acts, and therefore that the doctor 
would be entitled to charge a fee for administering 
an anesthetic at the hospital to one of her insured 
persons irrespective of whether the hospital is or 
is not within the area in which she has undertaken 
to treat insured persons. Dr. A then applied for 
the return of the amount which had been withheld 
from her remuneration. The subcommittee ascer- 
tained that it is proposed to include in revisions to 
the medical benefit regulations, the issue of which 
has been expected for a very long while, a proviso 
to make it clear that a doctor is not responsible for 
the treatment of insured persons in hospitals or similar 
institutions not open to medical practitioners generally 
for the treatment of their patients, and they therefore 
decided that Dr. A should be informed that 
having regard to the provisions of the existing regula- 
tions they did not feel able to vary their previous 
decision in the matter. Dr. A may have some reason 
for grievance that the proviso is still awaiting 
adoption. If the insurance committee has a balance 
in its general purposes fund the Minister of Health 
might perhaps have been asked to consent to the 
payment of the two guineas from that fund. 
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Drugs for Hospital Treatment 


The journal of the National Association of Clerks 
to Insurance Committees refers to a case in which 
an insurance committee was asked by a practitioner 
whether he could order a preparation of gold and 
calcium for injections for one of his patients, a 
specialist at a local hospital having advised the treat- 
ment. The specialist told the practitioner (quite 
correctly) that he understood that the preparation 
was procurable under the N.H.I. Acts, and added 
(not so correctly) :— 


“The committee of the hospital would be grateful if 
you would issue a prescription for this on the official 
(N.H.1.) form, as by so doing you would be saving the 
hospital the actual cost and thereby assisting it in con- 
trolling its growing expenditure. I need hardly say that 
we will be pleased to continue to coéperate with you in 
the best interests of the patient. We shall be pleased to 
administer the drug, &c., on receipt, if you so desire.” 


The doctor was informed that an insurance practi- 
tioner is required to order such drugs and prescribed 
appliances as are requisite for the treatment of any 
patient to which he is entitled under the Insurance

Act, that is to say, the treatment which a practitioner 
is required to give to his patients comprises all proper 
and necessary medical services other than those 
involving the application of special skill and experience 
of a degree or kind which general practitioners as a 
class cannot reasonably be expected to possess. He 
would not be in order in issuing a prescription merely 
for the purpose of passing the drug on to the specialist 
or to the hospital for administration, but if, in the 
doctor’s opinion, the drug in question was one which 
was requisite for the patient’s treatment and it was 
intended that he should himself administer the drug, 
then he would appear to be in order in issuing a 
prescription. 

While the general question of the power of an 
insurance practitioner to prescribe where treatment 
is divided between himself and a hospital is not entirely 
free from difficulty, one thing is clear and that is that 
the insurance practitioner must not prescribe drugs 
which are to be administered at a hospital. If a 
particular form of treatment is advised by a hospital 
and the practitioner is prepared himself to adopt and 
administer that form of treatment, then at his own 
discretion it is open to him to prescribe the appropriate 
drugs. 


New Domiciliary Service of Midwives 


THE Midwives Act, 1936, came into operation on 
July 3lst and the Minister of Health has now sent 
to local supervising authorities circular 1569 along 
with memo. 200/M.C.W. (price 6d.) setting out the 
provisions of the Act and the duties of these authori- 
ties. They are urged to begin at once to formulate 
their proposals for establishing a service of salaried 
midwives to be submitted not later than Jan. 30th, 
1937, and brought into operation by the end of July 
following. Before submitting proposals the local 
authority must consult any voluntary organisation 
which employs or is willing to employ salaried mid- 
wives in the area. The Minister indicates the import- 
ance that midwives employed in the new service 
should be properly paid; the work to be carried out 
by them is at least as important as that carried out 
by the health visitors. Local authorities should 
therefore adopt scales of salaries comparable with 
those applicable to health visitors in the same dis- 
trict, together with travelling allowance ; or, if the 
midwives are to be employed by a voluntary organi- 
sation, to contribute on a sufficiently liberal scale 
for this organisation to pay adequate salaries. As 
many of the midwives to be appointed may already 
be in middle life, the authorities are empowered to 
add years up to ten in determining the pension 
payable on retirement. Apart from this, for the 
next three years the authority will have the power 
of superseding midwives incapable owing to age or 
informity of efficiently performing their duties, the 
details of the compensation to be paid being set out 
in the memorandum. After remarking that as many 
as possible of the independent midwives at present 
in practice should be absorbed into the new service 
the Minister remarks that there is nothing in the 
Act to prevent the employment of married midwives, 
and encourages the authority to revise its rules when 
these require their female officers to retire on mar- 
riage. Two local government associations have agreed 
with him that local authorities should make no sort 
of discrimination against married women in inaugu- 
rating the new service. Finally the Minister calls 


attention to his power to make regulations pre- 
scribing the qualifications of persons appointed by a 
supervising authority to exercise supervision over 
midwives practising within its area; but nothing is 
yet said as to the kind of qualification which he is 
to prescribe. 


Dr. Bardswell’s Retirement 


Mention was made of Dr. Bardswell’s retirement 
next December from the L.C.C. public health service 
in a recent notice of his appointment as medical 
commissioner for the anti-tuberculosis campaign in 
Cyprus. The L.C.C. when relieving him of his duties 
in October in order to begin this campaign took the 
rather unusual course of adding five years to his 
pensionable service in view of his “ exceptional 
qualifications *”’ for his public work. It is almost 
20 years since Dr. Bardswell resigned his charge 
of the King Edward VII. Sanatorium at Midhurst 
to advise the London Insurance Committee. Four 
years later, when sanatorium benefit was trans- 
ferred to the L.C.C., Bardswell was transferred with 
it and became responsible for the London tuber- 
culosis service, and especially for that part of it 
concerned with sanatoria, hospitals, and voluntary 
institutions such as Papworth and Preston Hall 
colonies. At that time, apart from the work of the 
Brompton Hospital, there was little organised anti- 
tuberculous work in London, and during two decades 
Bardswell has had the happiness of taking a leading 
part in the development of the most comprehensive 
and largest scheme in the country. He had had 
unrivalled experience in sanatorium administration 
at Sheffield, Banchory, Mundesley, and finally at 
Midhurst. From this prolonged apprenticeship to 
the office stool London has been the gainer and his 
curriculum as a public servant may not be without 
instruction in the filling of other public appointments 
of similar importance. But the scales are weighted 


against finding such candidates if their years of 
preparation cannot count for pension. Dr. Bardswell’s 
friends of both epochs will watch with sympathetic 
interest this third epoch in a remarkable life of 
service. 
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EFFECTIVE DENTAL SERVICES 
To the Editor of THE LANCET 


Str,—The leading article in your last issue will 
meet with the cordial approval of all dentists, for it 
voices their unanimous feeling that an extension of 
public dental service is one of the major necessities 
of public health. As you rightly say both coérdina- 
tion and extension are required. What is needed is 
a continuous chain of service starting with the pre- 
school child and going on to adult life. At the 
present time much of the work of the school dentist 
is spoiled because so large a proportion of school- 
children come under his care with grossly defective 
dentitions. Although in most areas there is some 
provision made for dental treatment at the maternity 
and child welfare centres, yet only a small proportion 
of these young children receive treatment. A com- 
mon state of affairs is for the school dentist to devote 
one session a week to this work; obviously under 
such conditions only the merest fraction of children 
of pre-school age get treated. It follows that most 
of them reach the school dentist with extensively 
carious mouths calling for multiple extractions. 
And even then, only in a few areas is it possible for 
the school dental staff to see and treat all elementary 
school-children annually. Thus the school dentist 
starts his work under a heavy handicap of arrears 
and the time available for conservative treatment 
is correspondingly reduced. 

The dental treatment of the pre-school child should 
be regarded as important as that of the school child. 
Healthy deciduous teeth are as necessary as healthy 
permanent teeth, while to a growing child the pre- 
sence of sepsis—often gross in extent, for carious 
milk teeth quickly suppurate—is highly detrimental. 
There is no doubt that the pre-school and school 
dental service could be half as large again and yet 
be barely adequate. All this would cost money, but 
the gain to the national health would be great and 
in the long run it would be a profitable expenditure 
which would yield a high dividend in the shape of 
improved nutrition and resistance to disease. 

At the other end of school life the problem is 
equally acute. Children may leave school with 
clean mouths but they are not immediately eligible 
for dental treatment under the national health 
insurance scheme, and, by the time that dental 
treatment as an additional benefit is available, the 
work of the school dentist has been largely lost. 
Many dentists are strongly of the view that dental 
benefit should be statutory and should start at the 
end of school life. Here again the cost would be con- 
siderable. Yet the ultimate gain in health would 
be great. We can hardly expect these extensions of 
the public dental service to come quickly, but unless 
we keep the necessity for them constantly before the 
public view, progress will be slow.

MEDICOTHORAX 
To the Editor of Tae LANCET 


Sir,—The article by Dr. Miller on this subject 
in your issue of Sept. 12th is remarkable. We are 
told that about 50 g. of volatile oils can be vaporised 
and put into the pleural space at one treatment 
with no irritation of the pleura. Now we know that 
a few drops of weak gomenolised olive oil can produce 
a severe reaction. We are not told how much air is 


given with this enormous dose of volatile substances. 
We are informed that these volatile substances 
sterilise the whole lung because the breath smells 
of them. Can it be that Dr. Miller has inadvertently 
punctured the lung? I was under the impression 
that no smell of Gomenol occurs in the breath from 
this substance in an artificial pneumothorax with an 
intact pleura ; this, in fact, is my experience. Further- 
more, it is stated that pleural effusions are less 
common than with an ordinary pneumothorax. I 
should like to know if sufficient time has elapsed to 
justify such a statement. The very opposite would 
seem more likely. Nevertheless, I quite appreciate 
that it is not what seems, but what is, that matters. 

Finally, I should like to ask what evidence have 
we that any single one of the substances mentioned 
is lethal to the tubercle bacillus in vivo ?

This recognition of voluntary help from the day 
of the re-birth of the medico-political side of our 
association has been a great comfort. One would 
hope it will be an encouragement also to those who, 
in great number, now are taking up the trail, to 
persevere in their quest.

CLEAN MILK 
To the Editor of Turk Lancet 


Simr,—My attention has been drawn to an article 
on p. 866 of your issue of April llth last on 
the methylene-blue test for bacterial cleanliness of 
milk. In the course of that article you say : 


Mrs. Foot, a “‘ Certified * milk producer of Berkhamsted, 
added a teaspoonful of cow manure to some one-pint 
samples of her high-grade milk, sent the mixture to a 
bacteriologist, and was assured by him that the milk 
easily passed the standard laid down for the new 
tuberculin-tested grade. She was, it seems, unaware 
that in the new order the Minister has definitely lowered 
the standard of cleanliness, 


L should like to point out that I was well aware of 
this lowering of the standard and did all I could at 
the time to persuade the Ministry to retain a higher 
standard of cleanliness for tuberculin-tested milk, 
with an even higher standard for tuberculin-tested 
milk bottled on the farm than that at present in 
force for certified milk. 

You also say that my experiment was not wisely 
conceived, and that the addition of manure to 
certified milk produces only a small absolute increase 
in the plate count. The fact remains that under the 
present system—i.e., using the bacterial plate count 
and the Bacillus coli test—the milk would be rejected, 
whereas it easily passed the methylene-blue reductase 
test. I sent samples of contaminated milk to Prof. 
G. 8. Wilson himself, with the same results. Your 
article appears almost to condone the presence of 
manure in milk. No one would ever drink milk if 
they thought that it contained manure, and in any 
case the presence of manure proves carelessness in 
the cowshed. Whatever views are held the 
Minister of Health has decided to retain the test for 
B. coli in graded milk, and that in itself disproves 
your contention. Further, you add that the plate 
count and the methylene-blue test give closely 
related results. But this was proved not to be the 
case, because, as I have already stated, this con- 
taminated milk passed the methylene-blue test with 
hours to spare, whereas it always failed to pass the 
present tests. 
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In Scotland an investigation has been carried out, 
for the Scottish Milk Marketing Board, to determine 
the degree of correlation between the reductase test 
and the plate count and coliform test. Over 10,000 
representative samples of farm and factory milk 
were submitted to these tests. A considerable 
portion (up to 86-4 per cent. in winter) of the samples 
which, as shown by bacteriological tests, were 
definitely contaminated might pass the colour test.

Exploratory 
thoracotomy in cases of carcinoma of the esophagus 
has not proved in my hands a fatal intervention— 
differential pressure anzsthesia is always employed— 
and I believe that its more frequent performance 
would enable the occasional diagnosis and radical 
treatment of the rare innocent neoplasms of the organ. 
It is more especially in carcinoma of the lower third 
of the csophagus that operation should be con- 
sidered, for there is now ample experimental and 
clinical evidence to show that in this region resection 
with local restoration of continuity may be a surgical

THE EXTRINSIC FACTOR IN ANAZMIA 
To the Editor of Tue Lancet 


Sir,—In his interesting article on tropical macro- 
cytic anemia in THe Lancet last week Prof. Napier 
postulates the presence in Marmite of an independent 
hemopoietic hormone which is necessary for the 
complete maturation of red blood-cells and which is 
also present in liver and probably other. food sub- 
stances. The argument put forward in favour of 
this view rests partly upon an assumption of the 
probable correctness of Greenspon’s theory, which 
was thought to do away with the necessity for 
Castle’s extrinsic factor. Recent experiments by 
myself, jointly with R. Moffett (THe Lancer, 1936, 
i., 1232), and by C. Flood and R. West (Jour. Exp. 
Biol. and Med., 1936, xxxiv., 542), have shown, 
however, that Greenspon’s interpretation of Oastle’s 
results is not correct. Depepsinised gastric juice or 
pepsin-free extracts of pylorus mucosa had little or 
no hemopoietic effect unless administered in a 
manner which allowed interaction with a source of 
extrinsic factor (e.g., marmite). In these circum- 
stances the réle of extrinsic factor could not be 
attributed to adsorption of pepsin, since none was 
present. Greenspon’s hypothetical ‘“ stimulation of 
the cells that elaborate the gastric anti-anzemic agent ” 
was likewise excluded as a factor of any significance 
in these experiments since autolysed yeast (marmite) 
in the dosage employed required interaction with 
normal gastric juice or pylorus extract to render it 
effective for blood regeneration, 

As reported elsewhere, I found with G. V. James 
(Quart. Jour. Med., 1934, n.s. iii., 523) that massive 
doses of yeast extract or wheat embryo produced 
hemopoietic responses in 10 out of 18 cases of 
Addisonian pernicious anemia, responses which 
differed only in degree from those which Prof. Napier 


describes in his cases of tropical macrocytic anzemia. 
In order to determine whether the hxmopoietic 
effect of yeast extract was due to an independent 
hormone resembling the liver active principle, as 
distinct from extrinsic factor, it was considered 
necessary to administer the material in a manner 
which would avoid contact with the patient’s gastric 
juice. Marmite and a 65 per cent. alcohol-soluble 
fraction thereof were found to be unsuitable for 
intramuscular injection. A 65 per cent. alcohol- 
soluble fraction of brewer’s yeast, however, when 
ingested daily in doses derived from 480 g. of yeast, 
gave results similar to those obtained with marmite. 
Yet the same extract administered in one-tenth the 
amount by intramuscular injection was without 
effect. This dosage would have been more than 
sufficient if the effective material had resembled the 
liver active principle, which is from 30 to 100 times 
more potent by injection than it is by mouth. The 
Medical Research Council process for liver extract 
(THE LANCET, 1928, i., 514 and 564) when applied 
to yeast yielded a product which was inactive in 
pernicious anzmia’ when injected daily in doses 
derived from 100g. of yeast. The number of these 
experiments was small owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining suitable cases. Nevertheless, the findings 
suggest that the hemopoietic effect of yeast extracts 
is due, not to an independent hormone resembling 
the liver active principle, but to Castle’s extrinsic 
factor: the degree of response depending upon the 
patient’s ability to secrete intrinsic factor.

DOSAGE OF PROTAMINE INSULINATE 
To the Editor of Tue LANCET 


Str,—Dr. Izod Bennett and Dr. A. M. Gill, in their 
article on this subject in your issue of August 22nd, 
suggest that there is difficulty in measuring the 
dosage of protamine insulinate. If, however, the 
dose is measured in minims instead of cubic centi- 
metres the calculation becomes simple. It is demon- 
strated in the article that, after adding the buffer 
solution, the suspension will contain 33-3 units of 
insulin per c.cm. But 16-9 minims are equivalent to 
1 ccm. Hence the suspension contains 1-97 or 
approximately 2 units of insulin in each minim. 
I am indebted to Dr. Hugh Gainsborough for this

ANTITOXIN TREATMENT OF SCARLET FEVER 
To the Editor of Tue LANCET 


Sir,—In your issue of Sept. 5th Dr. H. 8. Banks 
makes an interesting case for the extended use of 
scarlatinal antitoxin as a means of reducing the 
period of compulsory isolation. It is difficult, however, 
to understand how he could be sure that desquama- 
tion was rare in his cases when he discharged them 
within 10 to 14 days in the case of adults, and 14 to 
21 days in the case of children. The figures which 
he gives with regard to complications are uncon- 
vincing in the absence of evidence that he has adopted 
any systematic method of following up his cases. 
With regard to the route of administering the anti- 
toxin, my own feeling is that the same immediate 
results can be produced by adequate doses given 
intramuscularly, without the grave risks which attend 
intravenous or intraperitoneal injection. In a pre- 
vious series of cases which Dr. Banks described at 
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Leicester, in which after administration of scarlet 
fever antitoxin intravenously 60 per cent. had a 
rigor, and one death occurred, Dr. J. D. Rolleston 
described the method as an instance “of nimia 
medici diligentia, which Sydenham declared was the 
only cause of death in scarlet fever.”

INFECTIOUS DISEASE 
IN ENGLAND AND WALES DURING THE WEEK ENDED 
SEPT. 12TH, 1936 


Notifications.—The following cases of infectious 
disease were notified during the week: Small-pox, 0 ; 
scarlet fever, 1594; diphtheria, 1026; enteric fever. 
163 ; pneumonia (primary or influenzal), 373; puer- 
peral fever, 42; puerperal pyrexia, 115; cerebro- 
spinal fever, 12; acute poliomyelitis, 20; acute 
polio-encephalitis, 2; encephalitis lethargica, 8 ; 
dysentery, 12; ophthalmia neonatorum, 84. No 
case of cholera, plague, or typhus fever was notified 
during the week. 

Of the 163 notifications of enteric fever the county of Durham 
provided 12 (scattered over ¥ urban and rural districts), London 


15 (in 11 boroughs), Southampton 49 (Bournemouth 41, Christ- 
church 4), Dorset 5 (Poole 4, Swanage 1). 

The number of cases in the infectious Hospitals of the London 
County Council on Sept. 18th was 2684, which included : Scarlet 
fever, 845; diphtheria, 740; measles, 113; whooping-cough, 
418; puerperal fever, 13 mothers (plus 6 babies); encepha- 
litis lethargica, 284; poliomyelitis, 2. At St. Margaret’s 
Hospital there were 16 babies (plus 9 mothers) with ophthalmia 
neonatorum. 


Deaths.—In 122 great towns, including London, 
there was no death from small-pox, 17 (3) from enteric 
fever, 6 (0) from measles, 1 (0) from scarlet fever, 
18 (4) from whooping-cough, 26 (7) from diphtheria, 
59 (22) from diarrhcea and enteritis under two years, 
and 10 (1) frominfluenza. The figures in parentheses 
are those for London itself. 

The deaths from enteric fever outside London occurred at 
Poole 8, Bournemouth 3, Beckenham, Harrow, and Hornsey 
each 1. Birmingham and Bristol each had 3 deaths from 
whooping-cough. 


The number of stillbirths notified during the week 
was 262 (corresponding to a rate of 40 per 1000 
total births), including 41 in London. 
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OBITUARY 


HUBERT DE BURGH DWYER, L.R.C.P.Lond., 
M.R.C.S. Eng. 


Dr. H. de B. Dwyer, who died on Sept. 9th at 
Leamington, practised for the greater part of his 
professional career at Banbury. He received his 
medical education at St. George’s Hospital and took 
the English double qualifications in 1886. Before 
going into practice he was clinical assistant to the 
East London Hospital for Children and had been 
ophthalmic assistant to Mr. Adams Frost at 
St. George’s Hospital. He practised for 35 years 
in Banbury where he had an extensive private 
connexion and held many public appointments, being 
medical officer under the poor-law authority for an 
extensive district, and public vaccinator and certifying 
factory surgeon. He was highly popular with the 
whole community and unremitting in his attention 
to patients of all classes. His health broke 
down at the beginning of the year and he retired 
to Leamington, where, when he appeared to be 
recuperating, the end came suddenly. 


ARCHIBALD FERGUSON, M.B. Lond., D.P.H. 


Dr. Archibald Ferguson, who died on Sept. 14th, 
was born at Burnley, the son of Dr. J. M. Ferguson, 
and received his preliminary education at Epsom 
College and his medical training at St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital. He took the English double qualifications 
in 1912 and in the same year graduated as M.B., 


B.S. Lena. obtained the pe D.P.H. 
R.C.P.8. He was for a time assistant medical 
officer at the Stepney and Mile End Dispensary, but 
at the outbreak of the war he served with the 
R.A.M.C. for three years with the rank of captain. 
At the close of the struggle he became tuberculosis 
officer for Whitechapel and assistant medical officer 
of health for Stepney. Later he was appointed 
medical officer of health and administrating tuber- 
culosis officer for the borough. The annual reports 
of the Whitechapel Tuberculosis Dispensary came 
from his pen for five years. 


CHARLES JOHN PERROTT, L.R.C.P. & S.I. 


Dr. Perrott, who was for 40 years medical officer 
of health for Kingswood, near Bristol, died on 
Sept. 17th. He received his medical training at the 
schools of the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
and practised throughout his whole professional 
career at Kingswood where he was medical officer 
of health to the urban district, public vaccinator, 
medical officer to the reformatory, and surgeon to the 
Kingswood colliery. His connexion with Kingswood 
began with his marriage to Miss Grace, daughter of 
Dr. Henry Grace and niece of the famous cricketer. 
He went into practice with his father-in-law and 
from the beginning was a successful and popular 
practitioner. His death was unexpected and occurred 
while on a touring expedition in the Lake district.

Royal College of Surgeons of England

University of Glasgow 


Dr. J. W. MeNee, physician and Holme lecturer in 
clinical medicine to University College Hospital, London, 
has been appointed regius professor of practice of medicine 
in succession to Prof. T. K. Monro. 


Dr. McNee, who is 48 years old, was educated at the Royal 
Grammar School, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. He graduated, M.B. 
with honours at the University of Glasgow in 1909, and after 
holding various scholarships, a. 3 a Carnegie research 
fellowship in patholo; he took his M.D. with honours in 
1914, and was awar ed a Bellahouston cal medal for his 
thesis. In 1912 he worked for a year with Prof. Aschoff in 
Freiburg University, Germany. From 1914 to 1918 he served 
with the R.A.M.C. in France in’ charge of No. 3 Mobile Laboratory, 
later becoming assistant adviser in emeny to the First Army. 
He worked especially on trench fever, gas gangrene, war 
nephritis, ~ gas poisoning. In 1918 he was awarded the 
D.8.O., and with the rank of major returned to Glasgow to take 
2 the dual work of lecturer in pathological histology under 

Robert Muir, F.R.S., and assistant to Prof. T. K. Monro, 
whom he now succeeds the chair of medicine. Two years 
later he obtained a D.Sc. and an M.R.C.P. Lond. ; being elected 
F.R.C.P. in 1925. In 1920 -he was invited to come to London 

as assistant and later deputy director of the medical unit at 
College Hospital medical school, and relinquished 
this post on his aT? to the honorary staff of o hospital 
in 1927. In 1924-25 Dr. McNee spent a year in America as 
an exchange associate professor of medicine and associate 
physician at Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore. Since the 
war Dr. McNee has written chiefly about jaundice and diseases 
of the liver and spleen, and this interest is reflected in the 
subjects chosen for his Lettsomian lectures to the Medical 
Society of London in 1931, and for his Croonian lectures to the 
Royal College of Physicians of London the following year. 
In 1929 he collaborated with Sir Humphry Rolleston in the 
third edition of Diseases of the Liver, Gall-bladder, and Bile- 


ducts. Dr. McNee is consultant physician to the Royal Navy, 
and has been examiner in medicine in the University of 
St. Andrews, National University of Ireland, and for the 
Conjoint Board. He is now examiner in the Universities of 
Cambridge and Sheffield. He is a liveryman of the Barbers 
Company of London.

Reformatory and Industrial School System in the 

Irish Free State 

In May, 1934, the Minister for Education appointed a 
commission of inquiry into the reformatory and industrial 
school system of the Irish Free State. The chairman of 
the commission was Mr. G. P. Cussen, senior justice of 
the Dublin District Court, and among the members were 
Dr. P. MacCarvill and Dr. M. M. O’Leary ; on the death 
of Dr, O'Leary her place was filled by the appointment 
of Dr. Angela Russell. The report of the commission has 
recently been presented and published. It contains a 
careful study of the system and a number of practical 
suggestions of importance. There is strong criticism of 
the lack of adequate medical supervision, both prior to 
admission to the school and during detention there, and 
the commission state that the arrangements were such 
that a medical man could not be expected to provide 
adequate medical attention at the rates of remuneration 
at present obtaining in the majority of the schools. 
Some examples of the remuneration paid are given, 
varying from £4 10s. a year to £11 a year. It is recom- 
mended that a periodic medical inspection—twice a year 
is suggested—of all children resident in certified schools 
be carried out by a doctor specially trained in the diag- 
nosis of children’s diseases, physical and mental. The 
inspection should be similar to that carried out by medical 
officers of health in the primary schools, and should deal 
not only with the condition of the children, but should 
comprehend the school premises, class-rooms, dormitories, 
playgrounds, with a detailed inquiry into diet, personal 
clothing, and hours of recreation. Proper dental treat- 
ment should be provided for the children. There should 
be a chief medical officer, as an officer of the Department 
of Education, who would be responsible for the carrying 
out of the scheme of medical inspection, and to whom 
the medical officers of the schools should report. The 


commission condemns the admission of mentally defec- 
tive children to the industrial schools, and recommends 
that institutions should be established under the control 
of the Department of Education for the care of such 
children and for the care of children sufiering from physical 
defects.

THE SEX RATIO IN MAN 


TuHatT the number of male births invariably exceeds 
that of females is well known to students of vital 
statistics, and it is fairly generally believed that this 
results from a higher male conception rate which 
though modified by an excess mortality of male 
embryos is sufficient to produce an excess of boys at 
full term. That the ratio is related, directly or 
indirectly, to many external factors is shown in an 
interesting analysis of the available statistics pub- 
lished by Mr. W. T. Russell of the Medical Research 
Council’s statistical staff (from the department of 
epidemiology and vital statistics in the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine).! Both in 
this country and in the United States the ratio (male 
births/female births) is, he finds, lower in the highly 
urbanised centres than in the rural districts. The 
explanation may well be that abortions are more 
frequent in the towns, and being as is generally 
supposed more largely male (a point on which 
practitioners might well secure information), the sex 
ratio of full-time deliveries is consequently lowered. 
A higher proportion of males is observed amongst 
first-born than amongst later born children, and the 
ratio increases as one moves up the social scale— 
possibly because of the smaller families amongst the 
wealthy or from a lower incidence of abortions. 

There is no conclusive evidence that the age of 
parents is a factor of importance, and, contrary to 
the conclusions of some previous workers, Russell 
does not find that cross-breeding influences the ratio. 
It has often been observed that social upheavals 
affect the sex proportions at birth and the world war 
was no exception. The proportion of male births 
was high in the years immediately succeeding the 
war—higher than during the war—neutral countries 
experiencing the same phenomenon, but to a less 
appreciable degree. It seems likely that at such 
times the number of first-born children is relatively 
high owing to the postponement of marriages, or of 
births, during the period of economic and _ social 
stress. It appears that since national statistics first 
became available in 1837 there has been a slight 
downward trend in the sex ratio in this country, 
and the figures of christenings recorded in the London 
Bills of Mortality suggest that this is the continuation 
of a decline dating back to the early years of the 
seventeenth century. It is difficult to devise an 
explanation for this declining masculinity. 

The same number of the Journal of Hygiene 
contains a statistical study by Mr. W. J. Martin 
of the declining birth-rate, his analysis being directed 
to Wales and the southern counties of England. 
In these areas the fertility of women aged 15-45 years 
has been more than halved over the past 60 years. 
Later age at marriage is a factor of no importance 
in this respect. The fall has been much accelerated 
during the present century and no very pronounced 
differences are apparent between the various types of 
administrative areas or between districts in which 
different industries or occupations predominate. 


THE INCREASE OF CARDIOVASCULAR 
DISEASE 


AT the Tenon Hospital in Paris, Prof. C. Lian and 
his assistants have for some time made a special 
classification of all the cases of cardiovascular disease 
coming under observation in a hospital service 
devoted to such disorders (Presse méd., 1936, xliv., 
1067). It is calculated that in about a third of the 
13,723 cases the condition was functional ; in another 
third there was organic heart disease; and in the 
last third there was disease of the blood-vessels, 
usually of the arterial system. Dr. Lian shows that

the rising death-rate from cardiovascular diseases 
noted in the United States has its parallel in France : 
thus the number of deaths from diseases of the heart 
per 100,000 inhabitants was 150 in 1930 compared 
with 127 in 1906, cancer being the only other main 
cause of death to show a similar rise. Until 1930 
no statistical provision was made for computing deaths 
from diseases of the blood-vessels, but most of them 
were included under “ hemorrhages and apoplexies,”’ 
which numbered 96 per 100,000 in that year. The 
total for cardiac and cardiovascular disease is large, 
but Dr. Lian agrees with some of his American 
colleagues in thinking that much of the increase is 
due to the fact that more people nowadays reach 
the age at which cardiovascular disease takes its 
greatest toll. He does not, however, dismiss as 
negligible the possible influence of the strain of life 
to-day—a _ strain which Lord MHorder has_ been 
describing to the British Association as ‘‘ excessive.” 


A METHOD OF TYING IN A CATHETER 


Dr. Elwin H. T. Nash, M.O.H. Hounslow, writes : 
“The method of tying in a catheter, described by 
Dr. G. B. Davis in February (THE LANCET, 1936, 
i., 255) seems to have all the difficulties caused by 
the constrictive circular band. Over 40 years ago, 
when I was dresser to Mr. Bernard Pitts, I devised 
a method which entirely eliminates these difficulties. 
I used four pieces of adhesive strapping about 14 in. 
long and }in. wide. A loop sufficiently large for the

strapping easily to pass through was made at the enh 
of some impervious thread, which was looped througd 
a hole in the strapping in the method shown in the 
diagram. These ha pieces of strapping, with the 
threads which were left about 8 in. long, were then 

laced on the four quadrants of the penis as shown 
in the diagram, about two-thirds of the penis distal 
from the root. The threads were then fastened to the 
catheter by a small piece of adhesive strapping and 
the ends cut off, after tving knots to prevent the 
possibility of slipping (see Figure). 

“This method is equally efficacious, both in the 
uncircumcised and the circumcised. It is comfort- 
able and clean, and I have never heard of a catheter 
slipping out. Those who had previously used some 
constrictive form of strapping were unanimous in their 
declaration of its discomfort and its abolition by 
the method described above. The stripping off of the 
catheter only involves removing the small piece of 
strapping fastening the threads to the catheter, 
and this was easily replaced.”’

the relief of pain from abrasions or ulcers, to obtund 
sensitive dentine, or to relieve trismus in cases of 
impaction.

The size of the Hospital necessitates a large number of resi- 
dent medical officers. Every year seventy resident house 
physicians and house surgeons and eighty salaried non-resident 
clinical assistants are appointed from among recently qualified 
students.

THE HOSPITAL CONTAINS 257 beds, with an average admission of over 7,000 in-patients per annum, whilst in 
the out-patient department about 30,000 new patients are seen each year. 

THE MEDICAL SCHOOL is recognised by the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, and London, and by the Conjoint 
Board of England, as a Teaching Institution where students receive instruction in the diseases of children for such a 
period as is required by the regulations of the Conjoint Board. 

POST-GRADUATE INSTRUCTION, open to all qualified medical men and women, is given daily at both morning 
and afternoon sessions. Morning sessions, 10 a.m. to 12 noon, include Medical and Surgical Out-patient Clinics ; Eye 
Clinic, once a week ; Ear, Nose and Throat Clinic, Wednesdays, 12 to 1 p.m. Afternoon sessions include ward visits 
and surgical operations; Skin and Dental Clinics once a week. Morbid Anatomy Demonstration, Thursdays, 2 to 
3 p.m. Instruction is also given in the Venereal Diseases Department, and in the use of Anesthetics, in dental 
and tonsillectomy operations. 

There are three terms yearly, each of approximately 13 weeks, during which lectures (particulars of which are published 
in advance in the medical press) are given on Wednesday afternoons :—Clinical, 2 to 3 p.m., and Clinico-pathological 
or Biochemical, 3 to 4 p.m.

Over 2,000 maternity cases and nearly 1,000 gyncological patients are treated 
during the year. Besides the Hospital there is an extern Maternity Department with over 2,000 cases. The routine for 
students consists of attendance at the Morning Lectures on Midwifery and Gynecology, examination of patients in the 
Gynecological De ments, attendance at operations and all abnormal labour in the Hospital Wards, and conduction of 
labour cases in the intern and extern departments.
